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PREFACE. 


/IS  the  Surface  of  our  Globe  is  richly  flo/d  with  the 
/jf  Means  of  Health  and  Eafe ,  jo  its  Bowels  vie 
^  w/VA  ;V  /«  fending  forth  their  Medicinal  Springs, 
prepared  in  Nature's  own  Alembic ,  tf;zz/  by  her 

fecret  IV or  king  Hand ,  and  far  exceed  the  Power  of  Art 
to  imitate.  Water,  which  is  the  great  Prefervative  of 
Health ,  is  alfo ,  when  impregnated  with  Mineral  Ingre¬ 
dients  and  the  Comprejl ,  Elajiic ,  Subterranean  Alt  her, 
as  it  is  drained  through  their  Beds ,  //;*?  heft  Sanative  or 
Healer  ;  wherefore  every  ftricl  Rational  Inquiry  into  the 
Nature  of  ‘Mineral  Waters ,  every  Endeavour  to  off  gn ful¬ 
ly  their  Ufes ,  especially  every  faithful  Obfervation  of 

their  real  Effects,  is  manifefly  beneficial  and  friendly  to 
Mankind.  As  the  lafi  Age  has  afforded  great  Affiance 
to  this  ufeful  and  curious  Inquiry ,  fo  frequent  new  Dif- 
coveries  are  ft  ill  furnijbing  Mentis  of further  Light  in¬ 
to  this  important  Subject,  and  diffufing  wider  its  Saluta¬ 
ry  Effects  ;  and  indeed  fome  have  been  lately  made  of 
Waters ,  which ,  as  they  ate  richlier  fioP d  with  more 
Principles ,  they  promife  more  Efficacy  and  Succefi ,  nor 

do  they  promife  only ,  but  really  produce  finch  furprifing 
Effects. 


Of  this  Kind  is  the  Water  here  treated  of, \  which  is 
inferior  to  none  in  this  If  and,  and  fcarce  equalled  by  the 
moft  noted  however,  the  Ignorance  and  Prejudices  of 
fome  Men  may  negleli  them ,  to  the  great  Dlfadvantage 
of  the  Sick,  in  Cafes  where  they  would  be  of  great  eft 
Service .  The  Defign  ft  ms  ElFay  is,  to  place  the  JVa- 
ter  and  its  Virtues  in  a  more  dfiinguijhing  Point  of 
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Light,  than  they  have  hitherto  been  ;  and  defe*vedly  tt 
raife  the  Opinion  of  Mankind  in  their  Favour ,  and  tt 
encourage  them  how  to  ufe  it  with  Profit,  and  to  mo  ft  Ad* 
vantage ,  and  to  ferve  the  Afflicted  or  Difeafed  of  tht 
Public ,  by  recommending  to  them  a  Remedy ,  that  when 
feafonably  and  regular  ly  applied  for  a  due  Time ,  will  be 
innocent ,  and  moftly  effectual,  even  in  deplorable  am 
defperate  Cafes .  And  this  cannot  be  better  and  more  fa - 
tisfaftorily  done ,  than  by  proving  their  Principles  bj 
Analization ,  and  their  Virtues  from  their  refpeflive 
Principles ,  viewed  firfi  [imply  and  feparately ,  and  then, 
in  their  compounded  State,  from  the  Relation  and  Pro - 
portion  they  have  to  one  another.  It  may ,  by  fame,  bo 
expelled  that  the  Virtues  and  Properties  of  thefe  Princi¬ 
ples,  feparately  and  complexly  confidered,  fioould  have  been 
mechanically  explained,  which,  it  may  be  imagined,  would 
have  been  more  perfuafive  and  injlrutlive  to  Mankind  ;

a  Volume,  fo  it  could  only  have  been  of  Service  to  Phyfici* 
ans,  who  do  not  need  fuch  voluminous  Commentaries  ;  and 
the  Adding  of  fo me  various  Obfervations ,  is  far  more  ufe - 
ful  to  others ,  ivho  can  compare  their  own  Difeafes  and 
Complaints  with  thofe  of fuch  as  have  reaped  Benefit  from 
the  Water .

REVIL-HO  L  T  SPAW  -  WATER, 


C  H  A  P.  I  . 

The  Natural  Htflory  of  Nevil-Holt  Span;* 

EFIL-HO  LT  Spaw,  in  the  South-Eafl 
Point  of  Leicejlerfhire,  ( bordering  on 
Northamptonshire  and  Rutlandjhire,  three 
Miles  from  Uppingham,  five  from  Market - 
Harborcugh,  on  the  Road-Side  between 
them ;  feventeen  Miles  from  Northamp¬ 
ton,  twenty-five  from  Nottingham )  was 
difcovered  in  the  Year  1728,  by  this  Accident:  A  Tenant 
who  rented  the  Clbfe  in  which  it  rifes,  wanted  Water  for  his 
Grazing-Cattle,  and  always  obferving  a  Moifture  here,  which 
he  expefled  would  afford  his  Beafh  Water,  he  attempted^ 
make  a  Pond.  On  the  boggy  foft  Surface  being  remov'd, 
there  appeared,  in  a  reddilh,  ftiff,  hard  Clay,  fomewhat  like 
Honey-Combs,  full  of  little  Holes,  and  yellow,  and  on 
breaking  them,  they  were  lined  with  a  hard  Iron-like  Ruft  ; 
but  when  the  Pond  was  finifhed,  the  Cattle  would  not  tafte 
the  Water,  which  then  was  rough,  harfii,  bitter,  and  brackifh, 

B  th 
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tho’  then  nothing  near  fo  much  as  after.;  when  all  other  Water, 
Sink,  or  Drain  was.effe&ually  made  out  from  it,  the  Sludge 
in  the  Bottom  of  it  was  exceeding  black,  tho’  neither  drunk 
nor  fouled  by  Bealls  Feet.  In  this  Manner  it  laid  fomo 
Time,  and  was  tried  and  ufed  medicinally  on  Brutes  only, 
and  fome  of  it  was  fent  up  to  be  examined  by  the  late  Dr. 
Strother ,  of  London  ;  who,  not  accuilomed  to  fuch  Kind  of 
Enquiries,  pronounced  it  a  Nitro-calcnricus  Chahfbeat ;  after 
thefe  Tryals,  and  Dr.  Farrer  of  Market- H arbor  ough' s  Re¬ 
commendation,  many  People  begun  to  drink  it  with  great 
Benefit ;  in  a  little  Time  the  whole  Neighbourhood  flocked 
in  to  drink  and  carry  it  away,  to  the  great  Detriment  of  the 
Farmer,  who  had  his  Grafs  and  Herbage  trodden  down. 
Then  the  Proprietrefs  of  the  Land,  the  late  Lady  Megliorueciy 
built  an  Arch  over  the  Place  where  the  Spring  was  fuppofed 
to  rife,  dug  a  Trench  clofe  to  the  Wall,  and  rammed  it  very 
well  with  ftiff  Clay,  which  prevented  any  Drain  of  com¬ 
mon  Water  mixing  with  this.  After  that  a  ltronger  Minera  1 
Water  feemed  to  ouze  out  behind  the  Arch,  which  was  with 
much  Labour  brought  into  the  firft:  Receiver.  In  their  long 
Courfe  of  digging  up  the  Hill,  in  Quell  of  the  Spring,  fin 
which  they  went  twenty  Foot  deep,  and  beyond  the  very 
Appearance  of  Minerals,  or  their  Water)  in. the  Clay  through 
which  it  lirained,  they  found  great  Quantities  of  Laic,  which, 
(after  being  powdered  and  given  in  warm  Ale,  from  a  Dram 
to  a  half,  or  a  whole  Ounce,)  was  found  a  fovereign  Remedy 
in  moll  obilinate  Loofenelfes.  There  were  all'o  fome  Porous 
Subilances  found  in  the  Clay,  like  Honey -Comb,  or  Spunge  ; 
there  were  again  Capillaceous  or  Filamentous  Sprigs  found 
in  it,  like  fome  of  the  Coralin  Tribe  :  Another  Sort  of  Earth 
was  of  a  whitiih-blue  Colour,  like  very  pale-coloured  Alum- 
Stone,  but,  when  dried,  exa&ly  refembles  Fuller’s  Earth,  and 
anfwers  the  fame  Purpofes,  being  dellitute  of  Smell  or  Talle. 
■The  Clay  itfelf  is  a  rich  Eng'Hjb  Bole,  which,  tho'  fo  hard  and 
ftiff,  yet  on  being  expofed  to  the  hot  Sun,  becomes  quite 
greafy,  and  foft  like  Butter.  The  Hill,  out  of  which  it  rifes, 
confifts  chiefly  ol  Clay,  Frec-Stonq,  Lime-Stone,  and  fome 
Iron-Stone,  which  feem  to  lie  ftiperficially  at  fome  Diftance 
from  the  Spaw  ;  as  long  Rains  or  fudden  great  Land -Floods 
were  fometimes  obferved  tc  give  the  Water  the  Property  of 
tinging  Purple  with  Galls,  and  at  no  other  Time,  as  the  late 
Mr.  Levinx ,  of  Holty  had  feveral  Times  obferved.  This 
Earth  abounds  with  Nitre.  The  Spaw  affords  only  a  Hogf- 
head  Of Water  in  twenty-four  Hours,  and  fometimes  lefs,  in 

a  great 
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a  great  Drought,  but  then  it’s  intolerably  ftrong  of  the  Mi¬ 
neral.  The  Spaw  rifes  up  half  a  meafured  Mile  from  the 
Manor-Houfe,  the  Seat  of  the  antient  Family  of  the  Nevil Sr, 
wherein  dwells  now  Cofrnos  Nevil,  Efq;  The  Clofe  where  it 
is,  was  formerly  covered  with  Wood.  It  rifes  not  up  like 
otjier  Springs,  but  is  a  meer  Exudation  from  a  black  narrow 
Lift,  of  feveral  Scores  of  Yards  long,  between  two  different 
Strata  of  Earths  or  Minerals.  This  Exudation  gathers  into 
Drops,  which  trickle  down  in  a  fmall  Gutter,  of  the  fame 
Length  with  the  black  Lift ;  from  whence,  by  a  little 
Wooden  Spout,  it  falls  down  into  a  Stone  Receiver.  The 
Soil  here  is  very  rich  and  fruitful,  the  Air  is  clear,  pure,  and 
healthy ;  the  Situation  happy  for  an  extenfive  View  of  a  rich 
and  cultivated  Country,  adorned  and  interfperfed  with  many 
good  Villa’s  of  Nobility  and  Gentlemen.  In  Winter,  when 
the  Receiver  has  flood  fome  Time  full  of  Water,  it  lets  fall  a 
thick  Jelly,  like  fhot  Star,  which  ftinks  intolerably  ;  and  this 
is  fometimes  the  Fate  of  Water  fent  out,  if  it  is  either  put  into 
wet  Bottles,  or,  being  not  well  fealed,  has  got  Air  through  the 
Cork. 

CHAP.  II. 

The  Experimental  Hiftory  of  Nevil-Holt  Spaw- Water. 

THIS  Water  is  perfectly  limpid  as  it  drops  into  the 
Receiver ;  for  it  never  runs,  only  drops  one,  two,  or 
three  Drops.  It  weighs  fifty-nine  Grains  in  a  Pint  heavier 
than  common  Water  at  the  Source  ;  but  gains  eighteen 
Grains  more  by  Handing  or  Carriage.  It's  void  of  Smell, 
but  at  the  Spring  has  an  uncommon  Brisknefs  and  Quicknefs, 
as  well  as  Sharpnefs,.  nor  is  it  half  fo  offenfive  to  the  Stomach ; 
•n  which  it  moftly  fits  pretty  well,  except  drunk  in  too  large 
a  Quantity,  and  at  too  fmall  Diftance,  or  too  foon  after  Milk  ; 
or  in  a  weak  and  abraded  State  of  the  Stomach.  In  thefe 
Cafes,  it’s  apt  to  occafion  Reachings,  Naufea,  and  raifes  a  bit¬ 
ter,  rough  Tafte  in  the  Mouth.  There  is  little  or  no  Pre¬ 
cipitation  from  it  in  Bottles,  if  dry  when  filled,  and  well 
corked  ;  nor  in  the  Receiver,  ’till  it  has  flood  long  expofed 
to  the  Air.  If  poured  into  a  Glafs,  at  the  Spring,  it  throws 
up  many  Bubbles,  efpeciaily  if  fhook  well  in  a  narrow- 
mouth'd  Vial  Bottle,  with  a  Thumb  kept  on  it,  and  then 
taken  off  fiiddenly,  it  makes  a  kind  of  Explofion,  and  fome

Water  fquirts  up  with  it.  If  it’s  poured  frefti  into  a  long 
Cylindric  Chryftal  Tube,  it  encreafes  in  Weight,  but  decreafes 
a  little  in  Bulk.  It  bubbles  and  boyls  much  if  fet  under  a 
Glafs  Receiver  in  the  Air-Pump  The  Water  kept,  carried, 
or  drunk  at  a  Diftance,  is  not  fo  clear,  but  muddier,  and  a 
little  whitifh  ;  but  efpecially  that  carried  far  in  Barrels,  and 
then  bottled  off,  has  loft  its  Quicknefs  and  Brisknefs,  is  more' 
naufeous,  loading,  and  offenlive  to  the  Stomach,  and  goes 
flower  out  of  the  Body. 

The  Water  cruddles  Soap  and  Milk.  Twelve  Ounces  of 
Water,  and  eighteen  of  boyling  Milk,  makes  a  charming 
clear  Poflet,  the  Whey  very  cooling,  and  a  great  Quencher 
of  Thirft  in  Fevers,  efpecially  where  the  Body  is.  very  hot, 
dry,  and  coftive  ;  it  may  be  a  fine  eafy  Way  of  conveying 
agreeably  the  Water  into  delicate,  weak  Stomachs.  Sugar 
of  Lead,  Urine,  Oil  or  Salt  of  Tartar,  ftrong  Lime-Water, 
a  fmall  Lixivium  of  Pot-Aflies,  or  mixt  with  the  Cheltenham. 
Water,  all  turn  it  Pearl-colour,  whitifh,  or  white,  and  prefent- 
ly  the  Mixture  curddles,  and  lets  fall  a  Sediment  like  thick 
Starch  ;  and  take  away  the  rough  harfhTafte  of  the  Water, 
and  fweeten  it ;  but,  on  a  Day  or  two’s  {landing,  the  Water 
thus  fweetened,  is  quite  naufeous  to  the  Stomach ;  nor  will  it 
eafily  go  off.  Powder  or  Tinflure  of  Galls  turn  it  blueifh, 
pale  and  muddy  ;  but,  on  three  or  four  Days  {landing  in  the 
Glafs,  it’s  a  deep-green.  It’s  a  purple  Colour,  with  Infnfto* 
of  Logwood ;  it  alters  not  the  Colour  of  Sublimate ; 
but'  with  frefh  Infufton  of  the  Purple-Flowers  of  Wild- 
William,  Lychnis  Pulmaria  Sylveftris  Simplex,  Cuckow- 
Flower  or  Ragged-Robin,  it’s  a  beautiful  pale  Pink ; 
and  fo  is  this  Infufton  with  all  Things  that  contain 
Alum  ;  fo  that  this  is  as  fure  a  Tell  to  difcover  Alum,  as 
Galls  are  to  difcover  a  Chalybeat,  or  Solution  of  Silver  to 
dete6l  Common  or  Sea  Salt.  The  Water  ferments  not  with 
Spirits  of  Hartlhorn  or  Vitriol,  or  its  Oil.  With  Infufton  of 
reJ  Carnation-Flowers,  it,  like  Alum,  was  a  deep  purple,  but 
quickly  faded. 

In  July,  1 7  38,  a  Gallon  of  the  Water,  evaporated  in  a  clean 
Brafs  Pan,  left  nine  Drachms  and  two  Thirds  of  Sediment,  of  a 
brownifli  Colour,  feven  Drachms  whereof  was  Salt,  and  two 
Drachms  earth.  The  Colour  of  the  Sediment  varies  according 
to  the  Materials  the  Veffel  is  made  of  that  it’s  evaporated  in, 
except  it  be  done  in  Glafs,  on  a  Sand  Heat,  then  the  Sediment 
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is  clearer  and  whiter,  and  the  Earth,  feparated  from  the  Salt, 
is  white,  fpongy,  light,  and  friable.  A  Solution  of  the  Salts 
in  dillilied  Water,  turned  Solution  of  Silver  purple  on  four 
or  five  Days  {landing,  but  precipitated  not  the  Silver.  The 
Earth  turned  Syrup  of  Violets  green;  fq  that  neither  Earth 
nor  Salts  alone  give  the  Tin&ure  with  different  Materials,' 
but  fometimes  one,  fometimes  the  other.  Fine  Syrup  of 
Violets  put  to  the  Water,  ora  Solution  of  its  Salts,  the  Mix¬ 
ture  was  firft  a  beautiful  Violet  or  purple  Colour,  then  pale 
and  clear,  then  a  charming  grafs-green,  and  fo  continued. 
Syrup  of  Violets  was  the  fame  with  Infufion  of  burnt  Alum- 
Stone.  But  Syrup  of  Violets,  put  to  a  Mixture  of  feven  Parts 
Holt  Water,  and  one  Lime  Water,  it  changed  more  {lowly 
from  the  purple,  and  was  a  paler  green.  The  Salt  of  the 
Water  laid  on  a  red-hot  Iron,  neither  crackles  nor  flies  like 
common  Salt,  nor  flames  like  Salt-Petre,  nor  fwells  and  blebs 
like  Alum  and  Borax,  but  melts,  boyls,  and  leaves  a  dry 
white  Calx  behind  it.  A  Mixture,  of  three  Parts  this  Salt, 
and  a  fourth  the  feparated  Earth  of  a  Sulphur  Water,  which 
contains  Alkaline  Salt,  on  pouring  on  hot  Water,  the  Mixture 
lwelled  and  foamed  like  Salt  of  Tartar  and  Lemon-Juice,  and 
fuelled  ftrong  of  Valerian  Root,  but  without  the  feetid;  recti¬ 
fied  Spirit  of  Wine  and  Solution  of  this  Salt  being  mixed,  the 
Smell  of  the  Spirits  became  much  more  fragrant  and  refrefhing 
than  before  ;  the  Spirits  being,  as  it  were,  refilled,  repelled, 
and  improved  by  the  Salts.  Four  Parts  this  Salt,  and  a 
fifth  Pot- Allies,  ground  in  a  Mortar,  put  in  a  Tea  Cup  ;  pour 
boiling  Water  Sparingly  on  them,  and  llir  them,  they  (well, 
foam  and  hifs  much  ;  then  fall  down  in  a  white,  ftiff  Jelly, 
if  there  is  but  little  Water.  Pour  fix  or  feven  Ounces  of  boil¬ 
ing  Water  on  half  an  Ounce  of  the  Salt,  in  a  China  Bafon, 
as  before,  it  hifl'es,  foams,  and  fwells  the  fame,  as  Juice  of 
Lemons  and  Salt  of  Tartar ;  then  it  falls  down  and  clears  at 
T op,  and  a  white  light  Earth  fubfides ;  this  I  call  the  kcond 
Earth.  Cold  Water  poured  on  this  Salt,  as  above,  raifes  no 
Fermentation,  Froth  nor  Swelling ;  but  if  only  a  little  Water 
is  poured  on,  it  jellies  as  before  ;  if  much,  it  neither  jellies 
nor  makes  an  Ebullition.  Spirit  of  Hartlhorn,  or  Oil  of 
Tartar,  dropt  on  this  Salt,  or  its  Earth,  affeft  them  not: 
But  Oil  ofVitriol  dropt  on  the  Earth,  made  it  fwell,  foam, 
and  hifs,  in  a  little  Space.  But  dropt  on  the  Salt,  prefently 
turns  yellowilh,  then  it  rifes  and  blebs,  fmoaks,  and  fwells ; 
and  if  a  good  Quantity  of  Salt,  it  turns  hot,  after  a  little  it 
turns  of  a  leaden  Colour,  and  fmoaks.  Mix  this  and  the 
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Earth,  on  which  was  dropt  Spirit  of  Hartfhorn,  they  fer¬ 
ment  greatly,  (from  the  Oyl  and  Spirit)  turn  firft  of  a'  leaden. 
Colour,  then  a  dark-grey,  then  black.  Take  fome  of  the 
Earth,  and  as  much  Salt,  and  lay  on  two  different  Places  on  a 
Tile,  or  Glafs,  put  Spirit  of  Hartfhorn  on  the  Earth,  and 
three  Times  as  much  Oil  of  Vitriol  on  the  Salt,  ftir  up  both  ; 
when  the  Salt  has  done  fermenting,  mix  them  well,  and  ftir, 
and  the  Mixture  gives  a  fine  red  Colour,  which  foon  fades, 
and  turns  greyifh.  Once  I  made  it,  and,  after  red,  it  turned 
crimfon,  but  could  never  do  it  again.  A  l  int  of  ftrong 
Lime-Water  poured  to  eight  Pints  of  Nevil-Holt  Water,  no 
Ebullition  followed,  nor  vifible  Effervefcence,  but  inftantly 
the  Mixture  turned  of  a  pale-white  Colour,  and  in  two  Mi¬ 
nutes  let  fall  a  white  (limy  Sediment  j  the  Water  poured 
off  fix  Hours  after  was  clear,  and  perfectly  fweet  and  plea- 
fant  like  the  moil  agreeable  nitro-calcarious  Water ;  but  in 
three  or  four  Days,  became  very  difagreablc  in  the  Mouth, 
tho1  fweet)  and  naufeous  to  the  Stomach.  This  Water* 
evaporated  on  the  Sand  Heat,  had  gained  very  little  Addition, 
from  the  Lime-Water,  and  no  Salt,  nor  had  the  Salt  of  the 
Water  loft  any  of  its  Aftringency.  The  bright  Blade  of  the 
Knife,  with  which  the  above  Mixtures  were  ftirred,  turned 
red,  like  a  Piece  of  new-poliihed  Copper.  This  Sediment 
will  not  incorporate  with  Oyl  in  a  fmall  Heat,  nor  will  it 
detonate  with  Salt-Petre  and  Charcoal.  The  Water  of  the 
Salt,  with  which  thefe  Experiments  were  made,  was  evapo¬ 
rated  on  the  Sand  Heat. 

But  to  fee  the  Difference  of  the  fixt  Parts  in  different  S«t- 
fons.  After  the  Harveft  Drought,  in  Ottoher  173 8, a  Gallon 
of  Water  was  boiled  away  Howl y,  and  it  left  ten  Drachms  and 
a  half  of  Sediment,  or  above  twenty-fix  Penny- Weights,  In 
the  memorable  Drought  of  1741,  July  20,  a  Pint  of  Water 
left  feventy  Grains  of  a  dry,  brownifh  Sediment,  which  is 
nine  Drachms  and  a  half  to  a  Gallon.  In  the  very  rainy  1739, 
a  Gallon  of  ic  left  nine  Drachms  of  Sediment.  After  the 
great  Rain  of  September  1741,  a  Gallon  of  it  left  above  nine 
Drachms,  or  above  twenty-two  Penny  Weights.  \n  September, 
1 748,  a  Gallon  of  it  left  nine  Drachms  and  a  half ;  thefe  were 
Ale  Meafures.  Of  thefe  and  feveral  other  Sediments,  fome 
had  a  Fourth-Part  Earth,  and  none  lefs  than  a  Fifth.  But 
by  how  much  the  fixt  Parts  encreafe,  the  Vehicle  often  di- 
minifhes. 
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When  the  Water  is  evaporated  on  a  Sand  Heat,  the  Sedi- 
ment  mofily  feparates  into  three  Parts.  I.  When  the  Water 
is  near  gone,  a  Prong  thick  glutinous  Matter  adheres  to  the 
Sides  of  the  Veflel,  Picking  as  Burgundy  Pitch,  nor  can  it  be 
feparated  till  they  are  cold,  when  it  is  like  a  clear  tran'fparent 
Gum,  or  fine  Prong  Glue,  rough  to  the  Tape,  and  if  pow¬ 
der’d,  it’s  white  as  Flour.  If  the  Water  is  evaporated  in  a 
Brafs  Veflel,  and  left  in  fome  Hours,  or  ail  Night,  this  gluti¬ 
nous  SubPance  becomes  very  green,  and  fo  will  all  future 
Lixivimns  from  it  be.  If  it’s  kept  warm  on  a  Sand  Heat,  it 
Pill  retains  its  gluey  SubPance ;  and*  when  the  Heat  is  en- 
creafed  it  makes  a  Noife,  hifiing,  and  fends  out  an  intolera¬ 
ble  urinous  Smell  II.  At  the  Bottom  of  the  Veflel  lies  a  dry 
Sediment,  roughifli,  and  cooling,  this  is  chiefly  Nitre  with 
a  little  Alum  III.  Under  this  is  a  brownifh  DuP,  very 
fait,  being  moPly  Clay  and  Nitre. 

When  the  Water  is  boiled  away  in  a  Brafs  Veflel  over  an 
open  Fire,  thefe  Things  are  not  fo  plain  ;  for  then  the  Veflel 
turns  of  a  blackifh  Colour,  the  Sediment  grey  and  crufted, 
and  has  a  fait  brownifh  Powder  below,  when  it  comes  near 
the  Bottom  makes  a  great  Noife,  then  bubbles  up  like  a  Prong 
Soap  Lather.  Here  the  Heat  hinders  the  gluey  Matter  form¬ 
ing  itfelf,  and  theSmoakhas  an  infufferable  urinous  Smell; 
and  the  Knife  made  Ufeof  to  get  off  the  Sediment,  turns  of 
a  bright  copper  Colour.  When  the  Sediment  is  diflolved  in 
diflilled  Water,  the  Earth  often  feparates  into  white  or  grey 
Flakes,  which  ferment  not  with  Spirit  of  Hartfhorn,  nor 
Vitriol ;  and  into  a  brown  Clay  or  Powder ;  the  lap  readily 
parts  with  its  bitter  Nitre,  and  becomes  taPelefs.  But  the 
firfl  is  not  fo  eafily  loofed  from  its  Salt ;  for  it  retains  a  fenfl- 
ble  Roughnefs  after  many  Affufions  of  diPilled  hot  Water ; 
for  aTea  of  Ragged-Robin  Pill  turns  them  Pink ;  which  fhews 
that  glutinous  Part,  and  that  which  was  fo  clofely  attached 
to  the  Earth,  to  be  Alum. 

When  the  filtered  Solution  is  boiled  up  to  a  Lee,  it  turns 
muddy,  ctirddlcs,  and  is  of  a  brownifh  Colour,  (except 
boiled  in  Copper,  then  it  is  green)  and  leaves  a  reddifh,  dow¬ 
ny,  rough  Earth,  indiflbluble  in  Water.  Take  a  Cap  that 
has  made  feveral  Filtrations,  dry  it  flowly,  and  it’s  of  a  light 
blue  Colour,  and  when  dry,  it’s  fo  brittle  that  it  crumbles  to 
Pieces  between  the  Fingers,  and  fired  it  gives  a  blue  Flame 
Ijkc  Sulphur,  and  without  crackling.  If  a  Lee  is  boiled  up 
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very  ftrong,  it  will  foon  project  Chryftals,  not  much  unlike 
Dr  Lifter's  Sal  Cakarium.  A  ftrong  Solution  of  thefe  in 
Water,  flightly  coagulates  Milk,  Serum  and  Bile  of  a  whitifti 
Colour,  it  alio  corrugates  and  fhortcns  the  Length  of  Mufcu- 
lar  Fibres  put  into  it ;  and  this  is  an  Advantage  to  the  Vi/  ater 
regularly  and  properly  ufed,  lor  other Bracers  and  Aftringents, 
as  well  as  Acids  do  the  fame,  and  are  ftill  beneficially  ufed, 
not  only  in  a  colliquated  and  impoverifhed,  but  alio  in  a 
fizey,  State  of  Blood.

If  a  large  Quantity  of  ftrong  Lee,  is  fet  in  a  cool  Place  to 
projeft  its  Chryftals,  after  they  are  (hot,  taken  out,  the  Lee 
boiled  higher  and  fet  by  again,  and  other  Chryftals  projected 
and  got,  ftill  a  Lee  remains,  which  projects  no  Chryftals, 
but  dries  up  to  a  whitifh  Down,  of  an  aftringent  Tafte. 
Chryftals  obtained  quickly  from  a  very  ftrong  Lee,  foon  turn 
white  when  dry,  and  fall  down  to  Dull;  if  the  Lee  is  weak¬ 
er  and  fet  by  feveral  Weeks  or  Months,  the  Chryftalization 
is  very  flow,  but  the  Chryftals  are  fine  and  ftand  j  and  tho 
the  Figure  of  the  Chryftals  is  much  the  fame,  yet  fomctimes 
the  regular  Chryftals  were  ferrated  on  the  Edges  of  their 
Broadndes,  which  feems  peculiar  to  this  Salt.  If  a  Lee  is 
prepared  with  much  Alkali,  from  Experiments  nr.ade  on  the 
Water,  -no  Chryftals  can  be  obtain'd  from  it,  only  the  Water 
evaporates  ilowly,  and  leaves  a  Heap  of  Salt.  . 

The  Difference  of  the  fixt  Parts,  obtained  by  boiling  it  away 
quickly  over  the  Fire,  and  evaporating  the  Water  on  a  Sand 
Heat,  is  ;  a  Pint  of  it  evaporated  on  a  Sand  Heat  left  74. 
Grains ;  by  boiling  away  quickly  and  ftrongly,  only;  60  were 
left.  In  1740,  there  being  Occafion  for  a  large  Quantity  of 
Salt,  the  Water  was  evaporated  in  Winter  on  a  Sand' Heat, 
but  when  the  Salts  were  taken  out  all  their  Pores  were  filled 
with  a  yellow  Duft,  like  Flour  of  Brimftonc,  and  of  a  ful- 
phurous  Smell,  the  Salts,  being  well  corked  up  and  fet  by, 
became  yellow;  half  a  Drachm  fprinkled  on  a  live  Coal,  burn¬ 
ed  li  keftalt  Pctre,  and  gave  a  glowing  blue  Flame.  All  the 
Filtring  Caps  ufed  about  ltAvhen  dried,  burntfirft  likecommon^ 
blotting  Paper,  with  awhile  Flame,  then  fucceeded  In  the  Allies, 
a  beautiful  glowing  thin  blue  or  purple  Flame,  for  a  Minute  , 
or  two.'  When  thefe  Salts  had  ilood  bottled  up  fomc  Years 
in  a  large  wide-mouthed  jarr,  the  blotting  Paper  that  was 
tied  on  the  Mouth  under  the  Bladder,  four  Inches  above  the. 

.  Salts?  was  tufned  thick  as  Leathef,  hard  and  friable  between 
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the  Fingers,  and  put  into  a  clear  Fire,  it  burnt  firft  blue  liM 
Sulphur,  then  call  out  a  white  Flame,  follow'd  with  a  purple 
Glow.  A  Solution  of  an  Ounce  of  Pot-Afhes  put  to  a  Solu¬ 
tion  of  a  Pound  of  this  Salt,  a  molt  violent  Fermentation  fol¬ 
lowed,  tho’  the  Experiment  was  made  in  a  large  deep  earthen. 
Pot,  fifteen  Inches  deep  and  nine  wide  ;  it  fwelled,  foamed, 
hiffed,  rofe  to  the  Top  of  the  Pot  and  run  over,  threw  Up  a 
grofs  thick  dafkifh-brown  Scum,  like  that  of  a  working 
Strong  Beer  Vat,  which  had  not  been  beaten  in  all  Night  ; 
the  Fermentation  was  as  violent  as  that  of  quenching  quick 
Lime  with  boiling  Water.  The  Scum  taken  off  and  fet  on 
the  Sand  Heat  ’till  it  was  dry,  it  was  of  a  livid,  brownifh 
Colour,  very  hard  like  Rock  Salt.  Tho’  the  rough  Tafle 
of  the  Alum  was  hereby  taken  out  of  the  Lee,  yet  both  the 
Salts  and  Earth,  when  dry,  had  ftill  the  fame  aluminous 
Tafte.  Jf  the  Sediment  procured  from  this  Water  is  diffol- 
ved  and  filtred  twenty  Times  over,  it  each  Time  leaves  a 
Heap  of  rough*  harlh,  glue-like,  fatty  Earth  in  the  Cup  j 
this  I  alfo  call  a  feeond  Earth.  Small  Chryftals  of  Alum  have 
been  procured  from  it.  Each  Quart  of  Water  contains  fe- 
ven  or  eight  Grains  of  Alum,  and  no  more  ;  for  it  has 
been  carefully  and  exadly  feparated.  This  Variety  of  Ex¬ 
periments,  tried  on  other  Waters,  will  prove,  that  there  is  not 
another  known  Water  in  this  Ifland,  that  will  coincide  with* 
is  of  the  fame  Nature,  or  will  effe&ually  anfwer  the  fame 
Purpofes  when  properly  and  rightly  made  ufe  of. 

The  earthy  Part  of  this  Sediment,  dried  and  put  into  Oil, 
feems  not  to  diffolve,  but  heightens  a  little  its  yellow  Colour. 
If  the  firft  Earth  (that  is  that  which  is  feparated  in  the  Cap 
in  the  firft  Piltration)  is  infufed  in  diftilled  Vinegar,  and  let 
ftand  four  or  five  Days  in  a  warm  Place,  Part  of  the  Earth  is 
diflblved,  and  the  Vinegar  has  loft  fome  of  its  Acidity,  is 
turned  yellow,  fmells  ftrong  of  fine  Sallad-Oil,  and  taftes 
like  Oil  and  Vinegar  mixt  to  eat  with  a  Sallad;  £  Part  of 
this  Vinegar,  poured  on  Syrup  of  Violets,  gives  a  deep  Ver- 
digreafe-green  Colour.  If  diftilled  Vinegar  is  poured  on  the 
feeond  Earth,  (that  is  what  remains  in  the  Cap  after  a  third, 
fourth,  or  fifth  Filtration,  as  mentioned  above,  aiid  is  white, 
fioft,; and  downy)  it  wholly  difiolves,  the  Liquor  keeps  its 
former  Colour,  but  fmells  and  taftes  ftrong  like  Oil,  and  has 
loft  its  Acidity;  this  Vinegar,  poured  On  Syrup  of  Violets, 
turns  it  immediately  to  a  deep,  beautiful,  pink  red.  Ano¬ 
ther.  Part  of  the  Vinegar,  poured  from  both  Earths,  upon 
... .  C  dear 
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dear  Lemon-Juice,  both  wereof  a  pearl-white  Colour,  curled 
into  very  fmall  Flakes,  and  let  fall  a  little  yellowilh  Sediment. 

If  a  little  Gil  of  Vitriol  is  poured  upon  the  complex  Se¬ 
diment  of  the  Water,  and  ftirred  about,  then  put  a  little  cold 
Water  to  it,  and  ftir  them,  fcarce  any  Animal  can  bear  the 
prodigious,  penetrating,  volatile "  Vapour  that  rifes  from 
them  ;  if  held  to  the  Nole,  far  exceeding  the'ftrongeft  volar 
tile  Spirit  of  Sal  Armtitac.  But  if  the  Water  is  firft  mixt . 
with  the  Sediment,  and  then  the  Oil,  this  Vapour  is  not 
perceptible.  •  1  . 


Equal  Quantities  of  the  grofs  Sediment  of  the  Water,  and 
drv  Salt  of  Tartar,  ground  in  a  Mortar,  then  put  in  a  Cruci¬ 
ble,  and  let  in  a  Ilrong  Fire  ’till  the  Salt  is  melted,  then 
take  it  out,  and  whilft  warm,  put  in  a  Mortar  and  rubbed  a- 
gain  to  a  fine  Dull,  and  put  in  a  Vial-GIafs,  and  overtop’d 
two  or  three  Inches  with  rectified  Spirit  of  Wine,  and  let  in 
a  warm  Place  three  or  four  Days,  lhaking  it  now  and  then  : 
Do  the  like  with  the  firft  Earth  and  Salt  of  Tartar,  in  ano¬ 
ther  Crucible,  and  put  it  and  reftified  Spirits  in  another 
Vial  as  before  ;  at  the  Expiration  of  the  above  Time,  the 
Spirits  will  be  as  clear  above  both  as  formerly,  but  fo  weaken¬ 
ed  that  they  drink  like  fmall  Brandy.  Thefe  T injures 
poured  out  into  Flint  Glades,  on  clear  Juice  of  Lemons, 
both  of  them  curddle  immediately,  and  hang  in  large  light- 
white  Flakes  every-where  in  the  Spirit,  but  at  lad  fettle 
down.  Another  Part  of  thefe  Tinctures,  poured  on  Syrup 
of  Violets,  in  other  Glades,  both  of  them  had  firft  a  blueifii 
Colour;  then  the  TindWe  of  fhe  firft  Earth  was  a  more 
perceptible  green,  but  loon  faded,  that  with  the  complex 
Sediment' was  firft  a  violet  Colour,  then  a  fmall  diluted  pink, 
then  both  turned  to  a  leaden  Colour. 

If  half  a  Pound  of  the  Spaw-Salt,  lix  Ounces  of  Water,  and 
four  of  Oil  of  Vitriol  are  mixt,  and  the  Spirit  drawn  oft'  in 
One  Furnace,  to  the  Beginning  of  the  third  Degree  of  Heat, 
there  will  be  come  over  about  fix  Ounces  of  an  acid  Liquor  ; 
ftop  the  Fire  ;  let  all  Hand  all  Night,  fit  to  a  frefh  Receiver  ; 
raife  the  Fire  and  keep  it  to  the  fourth  Degree;  there  will 
come  over  about  four  Ounces  of  a  moft  penetrating,  volatile 
acid  Spirit.  In  the  laft  Operation  of  this  Experiment,  the 
Retort  flew, -and  the  Acid  was  fo  Ilrong,  that  it  was  found 
needfiary  to  let  it  Hand  all  Night  before  the  Acid  was  taken 
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out  of  the  Receiver.  Half  a  Pound  of  this  dry  Salt,  and 
as  much  Clay,  Oven- dried  all  Night,  were  ground  to,a  fine 
Powder,  and  put  into  an  Earthen  Retort  on  another  Furnace; 
raife  the  Fire,  and  keep  it  up  to  its  full  Heat,  'till  the 
Retort  broke  ;  there  came  over  [five  Ounces  of  Spirit, 
not"  near  fo  ftrong  as  the  other.  Neither  of  thefe  Spirits 
would  difiolve  Silver.  Galls  tinged  none  of  them.  But 
with  Syrup  of  Violets  all  three  were  a  bright  red,  efpecially 
that  drawn  with  Oil  of  Vitriol.  But  old,  ftrong  Spirit  of 
Hartfhorn,  after  a  violent  Fermentation,  reftored  all  three  to 
their  former  Ciearnefs.  »■.  ■■■  From  the  above  may  be  juftly 
inferred ; 

I.  That  the  inveftigable  Ingredients  of  this  Water,  befides 
the  common  Vehicle  Water,  and  yEtherial  Elafcic  Spirit  are, 
i/?,  Nitre.  2 d,  A  fat  Clay,  or  Bole.  3 d.  Alum  Glebes. 
4 tby  A  little  calcarious  Earth.  5 tb.  An  infenfible,  yea  in¬ 
veftigable  Sulphur.  As  to  Iron-Earth,  except  the  Clay  af¬ 
ford  fuch,  it  is  indifcoverable. 

II.  As  the  Mountain,  thro’  which  this  Water  is  Brained, 
efpecially  near  about  its  Origin,  is  compofed  of  fuch  a  Far¬ 
rago  of  feveral  Sorts  of  Minerals ;  and  this  Water  not  a 
Spring,  but  ameer  Exudation  for  eighty  or  a  hundred  Yards 
Length,  from  fuch  a  Heap  of  Minerals,  then  the  Water  mull: 
necelfarily  be  ftrong  of  thefe  combined  Ingredients, 

III.  Since  this  Exudation  is  from  a  narrow  Stripe  or  Lift, 
at  the  Depth  from  live  to  eighteen  Feet  under  Ground,  and 
yet  is  moft  richly  impregnated  with  Nitre  (not  Salt- Petre  ;) 
then  this  Salt  is  to  be  found  ten  or  twelve  Inches  un- 
der  Ground,  For  to  call  it  Neutral  Salt,  is  no  proper 
Name  at  all,  but  is  common  to  all  Salts,  whether  Natu¬ 
ral  or  Fatflitious,  that  are  not  perceptibly  either  Acid  or 
Alkaline, 

IV.  Tho’  the  Water,  at  its  Rife,  is  clear  as  Chryftal,  and 
if  well  corked,  retains  that  fine  Tranfparency,  both  after 
Carriage  and  Keeping,  beyond  moft  Waters  :  Yet,  as  it’s  im¬ 
pregnated  with  fuch  Variety  of  Minerals,  it  mull  be  reafon- 
ably  expe&ed,  after  long  Banding,  to  feparate  and  form  feme 
ftriall  different  Bodies,  as  Duft,  Hair,  white,  ropy  or  jellying 
Subftances,  which  may  make  it  lefs  grateful  to  the  Eye  and 
T  afte. 
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V.  The  above  Experiments  furnifli  us  with  feveral  Pe^ 
culiarities  in  this  Water,  as,  its  Variety  of  Sediments,  Salts, 
and  Lees ;  and  the  diflerent  Colours  it  borrows ;  .  all  which 
tend  to  difcover  its  Teal  Compofition,  and  point  Out  its  pro¬ 
bable  Effefts.  The  various  T ortures  it  has  undergone,  is  the 
lure  Way  to  extort  a  Confeffion  whence  its  falutary  Virtues 
arife. 

VI.  Since  the  impregnating  Principles  of  this  Water  are  fo 
difficult,  yea  almoft  impoffible ;  and  the  Separation  of  them 
would  fruilrate  the  whole  Defign  ;  and  the  Water  itfelf  is 
naufeous  to  Children,  weak  and  delicate  Perfons  :  Does  not 
this  point  out,  that  for  fuch  weak  and  tender  Habits,  ajl  the 
fixt  Parts  of  the  Water  (except  its  grofs  Earth)  might  be  fitly 
prepared  and  given  in  palatable  Bolus’s,  or  Eleftuary,  from 
five  or  fix  Grains  to  two  Scruples,  or  a  Drachm  ;  and  ljie-- 
dicated  Drink, fuited  to  the  Diftemper,  drunk  aider  it  ?  Qr  it 
might  be  difiblved  in  fome  proper  Vehicle,  and  given  to 
drink  feveral  Times  a  Day. 

VII.  As  all  the  Ingredients,  impregnating  this  Water,  are 
fo  harmonious  and  exaftly  proportioned  to  each  other,  and  all 
of  them  confidered  limply  and  complexly,  feem  to  confpirc 
to  the  Relief  of  the  Afflifted.  Then  the  Separating  thefe  Inr 
gredients,  or  Principles,  by  a  drift  Analization,  feems  to  be 
highly  injurious  both  to  the  Water  and  Sick,  as  it  muft  great¬ 
ly  impair  or  defeat  their  Efficacy.  Therefore  one  Solution 
and  Filtration  of  the  Sediment,  in  hot  Water,  feems  fufficient 
to  anfwer  the  Purpofe,  and  preferve  all  the  ufeful  Parts,  and 
feparate  only  the  grofs  Earth  from  them  ;  only  the  Salts  can¬ 
not  be  chryftalized  ;  and  the  Chryftalizing  of  the  Salts  is  e- 
verfive  of  all  the  Purpofes  of  the  Medicine  ;  and  could  be 
expefted  to  anfwer  no  other  Ufe  than  the  Purging  Salts  of 
any  other  nitrous,  medicinal  Water,  and  thefe  fcarce  any  bet¬ 
ter  than  Glauber's  Salts,  or  Sal  Pofycbreft,  which  has  made 
them  be  laid  afide  in  Phylic,  as  they  mud  come  fo  dear,  and 
be  fo  tedious  and  troublefome  to  prepare.  Taking  the  whole 
Salt  complexly  together,  thefe  are  its  hitherto-obferved 
Charafteriftics  ;  i /,  Put  to  Infufion  of  frelh-gathered  Pur¬ 
ple-Flowers  of  Wild-Williams,  it  turns  the  Mixture  of  a 
beautiful  pale-pink  Colour,  id.  The  clofe  and  intimate 
Union  or  Conneftion  of  its  Sulphur  with  its  Earth  and  Salts. 
3 It  neither  decrepitates,  flies,  fwells,  hides,  nor  blebs  in 
the  Fir^,  nor  on  a  hot  Iron,  like  Sqa-Salt,  Alum,  or  Borax ; 
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i>7) r  does  it  precipitate  Silver  out  of  its  Solution  in  Aqua  Forth < 
nor  does  it  flame  like  Sait-Petre  ;  it  only  melts,  -boils,  and 
leaves  a  dry,  white  Calx  behind.  4 tb,  A  Solution  of  two 
Parts  this  Salt,  and  one  Part  of  Earth  of  Wiggkfzvorth^ paw, 
in  hot  Water,  befides  its  foaming  and  fweliing,  fmells  like 
Infufion  of  Valerian-Root,  but  without  the  Foetid,  yb.  A 
very  little  hot  Water,  warm  Serum,  or  other  frefh  drawn  out 
Animal-Juices  put  to  either  this  Salt  or  Sediment,  it  thick¬ 
ens  to  a  pale,  whitifh,  gelatinous,  friable  Subftance,  like 
ftrong  Pafte.  But  a  little  of  it  put  to  a  large  Quantity  of 
thefe  Liquors,  it  thins  and  attenuates  them  much.  6tb>  Hot 
Water,  poured  on  its  Sediment,  raifes  a  ftrong  Fermentati¬ 
on,  with  Swelling,  Foaming,  and  Hiding,  like  Lemon-Juice, 
on  Salt  of  Tartar,  or  very  alCaline  Earth.  Or  if  a  Lee  or 
Solution  of  any  ftrong  Lixivial  Salt  is  poured  to  a  Solution 
or  Lee  of  this  Salt  or  Sediment,  fo  fudden  and  violent  a  Fer¬ 
mentation  arifes,  as  the  Mixture  is  fcarce  to  be  confined,  even 
in  a  great  Space  of  Room.  7 tb,  Its  rough,  bitter,  penetra¬ 
ting  Tafte.  $tb,  Its  fwelling,  foaming,  and  loud  hiding 
Noife,  with  a  ftrong,  urinous  Smell,  when  almoft  evaporated. 
9 tb,  Its  turning  bright  Iron  or  Steel  to  a  deep,  frclh,  red 
copper  Colour.  lOtb ,  That  its  firft  and  fecond  Earths  give 
good  diftilled  Vinegar  a  ftrong  Smell  of  Salad-Oil,  not  at  all 
j-aacid,  but  pure  and  fvveet ;  give  both  the  Tafte  of  Vinegar 
and  Oil  mixt,  and  that  on  the  firft  Earth  has  the  true  Colour 
of  fine  Qil.  But  the  Vinegar  on  both  is  greatly  deadened. 

1 1  tb.  The  Vinegar  on  the  firft  Earth,  with  Syrup  of  Violets, 
is  an  opaque  verdigreafe-green  Colour;  that  of  the  fecond 
poured  on  that  Syrup,  is  a  moft  beautiful  deep  pink  red. 

An  ingenious  and  worthy  Gentleman,  in  a  Letter  to  me, 
fays,  ‘  On  reading  Dr.  Plot's,  Hiftory  of  Oxfordjhire,  and  his 

*  Account  of  Clffton  Spaw,  I  was  refolved  to  vifit  the  Place, 

*  and  try  fome  Experiments  on  the  Water!  It  rifesup  about 

*  eight  Yards  from  the  River  Charwell ,  on  a  fmall  Eminence, 

*  which  prevents  its  being  over-flooded.  It  lies  two  Lands 

*  Length  South  of  Cliff  ton.  -  ■■  -I  could  find  no  fuch  Thing 
‘  as  the  Salt  Particles  fhining  on  the  Stones  and  Earth  over 

*  which  it  runs,  as  mentioned  by  Dr.  Plot.  It  has  an  acri- 

*  mOpious  Tafte,  butnoRoughnefs.  A  Drachm  of  Alum,  dif- 

*  folv  d  in  a  little  Water,  and  mixt  with  a  Quart  of  this  Water, 

*  as  the  Dotflor  advifes,  fcarce  afforded  the  like  Quantity  of 
Sediment  by  Precipitation ;  it  was  yellovvifh  like  what  falls 

f  to  the  Bottom,  by  Handing  all  Night  ip  a  Pot,  .  Another 

Drachm 
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'<  Drachm  of  Alum,  difiblved  in  Water,  and  put  to' a  Quart 

*  of  Urine,  let  fall  a  whitifh  Sediment,  like  a  tender  Curd 
t  of  a  PofTet,  about  a  fifth  Part  of  the  whole.  I  evaporated 

*  a  large  Quantity  of  this  Water,  and  when  it  was  near  gone, 

4  it  was  palled  over  like  a  llrong  Glue,  rofe  up  in  broad 
‘  Blifters,  threw  out-  an  intolerable  urinous  Smell,  the  Sedi- 
4  ment  iluck  to  the  Sides  of  the  Veffel  it  was  boiled  in  like 
4  Glue.  And  yet  the  fame  Sediment,  expofed  a  little  Time 
4  to  the  open  Air,  foon  diffolved  like  Salt  of  Tartar.  It’s  the 

*  moll  alcaline  Sediment  I  ever  met  with/  This,  comes  the 
4  nearelt  to  H evil -Holt  Salt  of  any  I  hive  read  of,  or  met 
4  with,  in  its  urinous  Smell,  gluey  Surface,  Toughnefs,  Ad-' 
4  hefion  to  the  Veffels,  and  in  its  blebbing  and  hilling  when 
4  the  Water  is  near  evaporated as  well  as  its  Propenfity  to 
4  deliquiate  ;  yet,  there  is  neither  Appearance  of,  nor  the 
4  lead  Reafon  to  fufped  Alum  in  Clifton .’ 


CHAP.  ill. 


The  Medicinal  Virtues  of  the  Ingredients  in  the  Water, 
confidered feparately ,Jimply ,  and  complexly, 

E  T  us  confider  this  Water,  and  its  Contents  a  little 


1  j  more  clofely.  And  firft  the  common  Vehicle  Water, 
its  Ufe  for  quenching  Third,  and  for  preparing  our  Food, 
both  Eatables  and  Drinkables,  for  Nourifhment,  Pleafure,  and 
Refrefhment,  are  pretty  well  known.  As  alfd,  that  it’s  the 
common  Tipple  prepared  for  all  Animals  of  every  Nation. 
That  it’s  the  great  Promoter  of  Digeltion,  the  Vehicle,  that 
carries  the  nutritive  Parts  of  our  Food  to  each  Part,  to  be  ap¬ 
plied;  and  as  it  maintains  the  Fluidity,  Smoothnefs, 
Sweetnefs  of  the  Chyle,  and  hinders  its  too-great  Sharpnefs 
or  Heat,  and  as  it  preferves  the  Urinary  PalTages  free  and 
open,  and  furthers  the  due  Difcharge  of  the  Belly  and  Skin : 
So.  ^  hereby  carries  out  of  the  Body  the  ufelefs,  excremen- 
titious  and  hurtful  Parts,  or  Reliques  of  our  Food.  It  keeps 
the  Body’s  Heat  moderate,  thins,  and  makes  eafy,  the  Mo¬ 
tion  of  the  Blood,  and  all  the  other  Juices  of  the  Body;  it 
foftens  Its  folid  Parts,  and  makes  them  pliable  when  too  lliff  ; 
on  thefe,  and  many  other  Accounts,  it's  moll  neceffary,  both 
in  Health  and  Sicknefs,  in  Food  and  Phyfic. 


Secondly, 
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Secondly,  there  is  in  this  Water,  a  fubtile,  elaftic,  retherial 
Spirit,  common  to  it  with  many  other  Springs,  efpecially 
fuch  as  come  from  a  great  Defcent,  or  rife  with  an  impetu¬ 
ous  Force  from  a  great  Depth,  bubbling,  with  a  blubbering’ 
Noife.  But  here  it  may  be  required  the  Proofs  of  this  Spirit, 
what  it  is,  and  what  its  Effects  on  our  Bodies.  The  firft  is 
evident  from  its  Encreafe  of  Weight,  on  being  expofed  to 
the  Air,  on  Keeping  or  Carriage.  By  its  caufing  a  Kind  of 
Intoxication  or  Giddinefs  in  its  Drinkers,  at  the  Well  ;  tho’ 
it  is  drunk  in  a  lefs  Quantity  than  molt  Mineral  Waters. 
By  its  initantly  refrelhing  the  faint,  weak,  or  weary  Drink¬ 
ers.  From  its  fitting  much  lighter  on  the  Stomach,  and  go- ' 
ing  fooner  off,  by  an  Encreafe  of  the  natural  Outlets.  From 
its  exciting  a  much  quicker  and  ftronger  Appetite,  and  pro¬ 
moting  a  fooner  and  ealier  Digeftion,  both  of  the  Water  and 
Viftuals  at  the  Spring  than  at  a  Diftance.  The  Quicknefs 
and  Brisknefs  of  Water  to  both  Smell  and  Tafte.  Its  genera¬ 
ting,  and  fending  up  to  the  Surface,  pearly  Bubbles,  which 
break  there  with  a  Kind  of  Explofion.  Its  chryftalline 
Clearnefs  when  taken  up,  and  afterwards  feparating  a  fmall 
Kind  of  downy  Sediment,  and  the  Water  looking  a  little 
muddy. 

But  what  this  ^Etherial  Elaftic  Mineral  Spirit  is ;  to  uii- 
derftand  it  right,  we  mult  firft  confider  it  as  an  AEtheriai 
Elaftic  Spirit,  which  is  neither  other  nor  more  than  the  Air 
which  penetrates  and  pervades  the  whole  Globe,  both  Sea 
and  Land.  But,  in  the  Subterranean  Chinks,  Crannies  and 
Caverns  of  the  Earth,  it  is  compreft  by  the  Column  of  Air 
behind,  relifted  by  that  before,  and  by  the  Weight  and„ Re¬ 
finance  of  the  Water,  and  by  the  Earth  on  all  Sides;  all 
which  taken  together,  it  mull  neceffarily  rife  up  in  the  Inter¬ 
laces  of  the  Water,  in  a  very  compreft  State,  as  it  were  fet¬ 
tered,  chained,  or  imprifoned  ;  and  as  the  Water  rifes  up  in 
its  Spring,  Baton,  or  other  Refervoir,  as  both  Prefiure  and 
Compreffion  diminifli,  the  Air,  contained  in  the  Water, 
exerts  its  Spring,  expands  itfelf  in  Bulk  to  the  Atmofphere  it 
rifes  in  ;  hence,  when  a  Glafs  of  the  Water  is  quickly  taken 
up  as  it  rifes,  the  contained  Air,  being  more  at  Liberty,  un¬ 
bends  itfelf,  takes  up  a  larger  Space,  rifes  firft  at  Bottom,  white 
like  Meal  or  Grains  of  Chryftal-Sand;  and  each  Bubble,  as 
it  comes  nearer  the  Surface,  encreafesin  Bulk  (for  the  Preflure 
decreafes,  and,  by  its  Elafticity,  its  Bulk  enlarges)  ’till  it  rife 
tethe  Surface,  where  it  Hands  ’till  its  thin  Shell  of  Water 
. •  ■  breaks 
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breaks.  But  before  it  rifes,  as  it's  refilled  by  the  Weight  of 
the  Water,  fo  it  mutually  ^refills  the  Water,  and  when  it 
comes  to  the  Atmosphere,  its  Spring  being  more  at  Liberty 
from  its  Prifon,  exerts  itfelf,  it  Swells,  and  as  it  were  buoys 
up  the  Particles  of  Water,  that  they  touch  more  lightly, 
and  at  Smaller  Points,  and  lefiens  their  Gravitation  and  At- 
tra&ion ;  thus  the  Water  takes  up  a  larger  Space,  ’till  its  Air 
arrive  at  a  Ballance  with  the  Atmofphere ;  then  it  fubfides 
a  little,  takes  up  lefs  Room,  and  its  Gravity  is  proportiona¬ 
lly  encreafed.'  This  is  proved  by  Various  Experiments  of¬ 
ten  repeated.  However,  this  has  been  thought  peculiar  to 
Mineral  Waters,  and  has  occafioned  great  Difpuke,  and  gi¬ 
ven  Rife  to  Several  fine  Theories ;  yet  had  they  gone  to  Ex¬ 
periments  inflead  of  Hypothefes,  they  had  foom  found  it  a 
Miflake  :  For  it’s  common  to  all  Perennial  Quick  Springs, 
that  have  a  quick-  Defcent,  or  rife  up  from  a  great  Depth  ; 
fome  luch  as  I  have  feen  come  boiling  up  furioufly  with  great 
Impetuofity  and  Noife,  and  throwing  prodigious  large  and 
many  Bubbles  :  Such  Waters,  tho’  only  common,  do  anfwer 
many  valuable  Purpofes  ;  they  exhilarate  and  refrelh  quick¬ 
ly  ;  "they  ftrengthenand  reflorc  a  weakened  or  loll  Appetite, 
fit  lighter  and  cafier  in  the  Body,  and  go  fooner  out  of  it, 
than  when  it  has  ilood,  been  kept,  or  carried,  or  than  other 
common  Water,  that  has  lefs  of  this  fubtile  elaftic  Air.  But 
to  prove,  moredemonftratively  to  the  Senle  ;  \Jt,  Take  a  long 
fmall  Glafs  CylindricTube,  let  thelaft  two  Inches,  at  the  open 
End,  be  exa&ty  divided  each  into  Decimals,  or  Centefimals, 
£11  it  full  of  frelh  Water  dire&ly  as  it  rifes  up,  let  it  Hand  an 
Hour  or  two,  and  it  will  fall  feveral  Centefimals,  according 
to  the'enereafed  Gravity  of  the  Water,  fo  that  what  it  has 
got  in  Weight  it  has  loft  in  Balk.  2J,  Take  two  Bottles  of 
this  Water  near  full,  one  of  the  Water  as  it  rifes  frefh  and 
brisk  up,  the  other  of  the  fame  Water  that  has  flood  fome 
Time  in  a  VefTel,  tve  immediately  about  the  Neck  of  each 
of  them  a  fine  pliable  Bladder,  that  the  Air  has  been  well 
fqueezed  and  twilled  out  of ;  then  fet  both  Bottles  either  in  a 
cool  or  warm  Place  two  or  three  Days  ;  and  that  containing 
the  frefh-taken-up  Water  will  fend  more  Air  into- the  Bladder, 
and  fwcllit  more  than  the  other.  Or,  3//,  Take  two  large* 
thin  Vial-Glafles,  let  them  be  nearly  filled  with  the  Water,  as 
above,  cork  both  well,  and  tye  a  Bladder  Over  the  Corks, 
fet  them  in  a  Pan  of  cold  Water,  and  fet  all  over  the  Fire  ; 
and,  as  the  Water  heats,  the  Glafs,  with  frefh-taken-UJ*  Wa¬ 
ter,  will  fly  fooner,  and  with  a  lefs  Degree  of  Heat,  than  that 

with 
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with  the  Water  ■which  flood  fome  Time.  \th.  Take  two 
Bottles  of  Water,  as  in  the  Bladder  well  lecure.d.  at  the 
Bottle-Necks  ;  let  the  Bottles  in  cold  Water,  put  it  over  the 
Fire  to  heat  with  the  Bottles  in -it  ;  and,  as  the  Water  heats, 
the  Bladder  over  the  Bottle  of  frefh  Water  will  fwell  fooner 
and  more,  than  that  over  the  Bottle  of  Water  which  had  Hood 
fome  Time  ;  but  the  Bladders  mull  lie.  on  a  Board  over  the 
Water  in  the  Pan  or  Copper,  that  the  Heat  ot  the  Water  in  it 
lhrivel  them  not  up.  $thy  Take  two  large  Chryilal  Vial- 
Glalfes  of  Water,  as  above,  tye  final!  equal  Bladders  over  the 
Tops  of  both,  put  them  under  the  Receiver  of  an  Air-Pump, 
draw  the  A  ir  gradually  out  of  the  Receiver  ;  and  that,  with 
frefh  Water,  will  afford  more  and  larger  Bubbles,  and  fwell 
the  Bladder  more  than  the  other.  Thefe-  Bladders  fhould  all 
be  well  oiled  on  the  Out-Side,  very  limber,  and  well  wrought 
and  twilled  between  the  Hands,  to  get  out  their  Air.  Thefe 
Experiments  will  fhew  the  Elallicity  of  the  common  Air 
in  Water  juft  taken  up. 

•  ■  •  •  /  ,  '  -  ' 

Now  for  what  is  called  the  Mineral  Spirit,  which  is  only 
the  more  fine  or  fubtile  Particles  of  Minerals,  wherewith  the 
Water  is  impregnated,  which  being  inveloped  or  intangled  in 
the  larger  Particles  of  Air,,  make  a  Kind  oi  Fume,  Steem,  or 
Spirit ;  and  are  carried  off,  Part  of  them,  as  the  Air  expands 
itielfin  its  greater  Liberty;  and,  as  we  fhall  fee  after,  feem 
for  fomeTime  obvious  to  our  Senfes.  Thefe  minutell  Parts 
are  fo  fmall,  that  being  lighter  than  Water,  and  wrapt  up  in 
the  Air,  as  the  latter  expands  itfelf,  and  has  its  Springweaken- 
ed  by  Reft,  the  former  efcape.  But  whether  this  Steem  or 
Vapour,  coming  into  the  Water  with  the  groffer  Parts,  be  by 
Ebullition,  Effervefctnce,  Abrafion,  or  Diffolution,  &c.  is 
no  Place  here  to  determine  ;  but  moft  certain  it  is,  that  there 
is  a  perpetual  Supply  of  frefh  Ingredients  ;  otherwife  all  the 
Salts  and  Minerals  would  be  quickly  drained  and  exhaufted, 
and  the  Waters  mull  become  effete,  which  is  very  rarely  the 
Cafe,  if  the  Springs  and  Grounds  about  them  are  taken  due 
Care  of.  This  Mineral  Spirit  is  prefumed  to  be  in  Mineral 
Waters,  from  their  quick  and  pungent  Take  and  Smel) 
when  juft  taken  up,  which  they  lofe  quickly  by  Handing  ; 
by  their  Intoxicating,  and,  as  it  were,  inebriating  the  Drink¬ 
ers  ;  fome  pretend  to  prove  it  by  putting  fome  flight  Acid,  as 
Rhenilh  Wine  and  Sugar,  to  the  Water  which  makes  an  E- 
bullition,  with  Foaming  and  Sparkling,  &c.  But  this  is  Jug¬ 
gling,  for  if  the  Waters  contain  an  Alkaline  Earth,  tfyp  Aci4 
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rtf  the  Wine  rising  on  the  Earth,  efpccially  aftifted  by  the 
Air  contained  in  the  Sugar  making  its  Efcape,  muft  make 
an  EfFervefcence.  Putting  a  few  Drops  of  Oil,  or  Spirit  of 
Vitriol,  or  Sulphur,  to  excite  an  EfFervefcence,  is  another 
Fraud,  for  that  will  happen,  and  muft  do  fo  wherever  there 
is  an  Alkaline  Earth,  in  all  calcarious  Water  ;  for  we  know 
Fermentation  generates  Air,  which  makes  its  Efcape  out  of 
the  Water,  and  raifes  like  a  Duft  in  it.  Of  the  fame  Stamp 
is  the  Mimicking  or  Imitating  of  Mineral  Waters  with  Salt 
of  Tartar  arid  Spirits  of  V  itriol,  neither  of  which  are  any 
Part  of  the  Compofttion  of  Medicinal  Mineral  Waters. 
But  the  Foundation  ofthis  Miftake  lies,  in  imagining  Things 
to  be  Volatile,  which  really  are  not  fo  ;  and  fuppofing  Mi¬ 
neral  Waters  to  have  Principles  that  are  Volatile,  when  they 
have  not :  But  this  Hint,  only  by  the  bye,  which,  if  taken, 
would  give  a  far  greater  Infight  into  thefe  Waters  than  moft, 
Prima  Facie >  are  apprized  of. 

As  to  the  Effedls  of  thofe  Subtile  Volatile  Parts  on  our 
Bodies,  we  arc  to  confider  what  they  confift  of  and  their 
prefent  Manner  of  Exiftence,  which  will  lead  us  to  their  na¬ 
tural  EfFcfts.  As  to  what  they  confift  of,  it's  only  (as  we 
have  heard)  a  moft  fubtile,  compreft  vEther,  enriched  fome- 
times  with  fomc  of  the  fmalleft  Particles  of  thofe  fame  more 
fixtor  grofter  Ingredients,  which  we  fenfibly  perceive,  in- 
veftigatc,  and  know  to  be  in  the  Waters.  I  fay,  fenfibly 
perceive,  becaufe  we  often  find  Sulphur  in  Waters,  which 
we  have  not  vet  found  Ways  and  Means  to  fix,  colle£l,  and 
examine.  Again,  I  fay,  know  muft  be  in  them,  becaufe  Sul¬ 
phur  is  fometfmes  in  Mineral  Waters,  when  we  perceive  it 
not  by  Smell  or  Tafte,  tho'  we  know  the  fixt,  impregnating 
Ingredients  cannot  fubfifl  without  Sulphur;  that  the  Mixture 
is  utterly  infepdrahle  and  indiffolvible,  before  the  Sulphur, 
that  cementing  Principle,  is  loofened,  as  in  Alum-Stone,  ’till 
then  the  conftituent  Parts  are  fertered  and  imprifoned* 
Sulphur  is  alfo  difcoverable  by  other  Methods  that?  Smell  and 
Tafte.  That  this  fubtile  Halittts,  or  Steam,  inuft  confift  of 
the  fame  Ingredients  with  the  more  Grofs,  Inveftlgable  by 
our  Senfes  and  Reafon,  is  obvious  from  this  plain  Truth, 
That  Nature  cannot  give  what  fhe  has  not  to  bellow  within 
'the  Reach  or  Impregnation  of  that  Water.  As  to  the  Man¬ 
ner  of  their  prefent  Exiftence,  we  muft  allow  Nature  to  be 
the  moft  perfect  Operator  and  exaft  Chemift,  who  confti- 
tutes  the  feveral  Minerals  or  Principles  in  this  Water,  in  the- 
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moil  exaCt  Proportion,  to  anfwcr  their  defigned  Ends  ;  and 
that  they  are  more  infinitely  divided,  perfectly  elaborated, 
intimately  mixt,  and  highly  fublimed,  fo  as  their  Virtues  and 
Properties  arp  entirely  fet  at  Liberty,  rarefied,  and  diiplayed, 
than  all  Human  Art  could  polfibly  have  done.  From  which 
perfect  Elaboration,  Divifion,  and  Mixture  of  the  feveral 
Impregnating  Principles,  fully  emancipated  from  their  late 
Chains  and  Prilon,  and  exerting  their  molt  latent  and  ef¬ 
ficacious  Virtues  :  From  thefe  .moll  lecret  and  powerful  O- 
perations  it  is,  that  the  Spirituoufnefs  and  Volatile  Part  of  the 
fundry  Ingredients  arife,  and  in  which  they  fubfift  as  they 
fpring  up.  The  extraordinary  Virtues  and  Properties  of  fuch 
Impregnating  Ingredients,  being  confidered  naturally  and  fim- 
plv,  great  and  extenfive  muft  their  Force  and  Power  be,  when 
we  refleCt  oti  that  inimitable  Subtility,  Elafticity,  and  Activi¬ 
ty,  they  have  when  thus  volatilized,  not  only  feparately,  but 
complexly  together.  It  was  juftly  faid,  by  a  late  eminent 
Author,  What  Coagulations  may  they  not  be  fuppofed  able 
to  difiblve  ?  What  Combinations  and  Concretions  of  Matter 
not  deftroy  ?  What  acrid,  corroiive  or  fluggilh  Humours  not 
correCt?  What Obftrudtions  not  remove?  What  Relaxati¬ 
ons  not  reftore  ?  What  Secretions  not  regulate  ?  And  in¬ 
deed  what  Reafon  dictates  herein,  thefe  few  late  Years  Ex¬ 
perience  has  amply  confirmed,  when  this  Water  was  proper¬ 
ly  and  judiciously  ufed. 

It  may  be  objected  by  feme,  that  if  Mineral  Waters  con¬ 
tained  no  fuch  fubtile  Principles ;  then  all,  being  grofs  and 
fixt,  might  be  retained  and  had  in  the  dry  Sediment  after  E- 
vaporation,  thefe  fame  might  be  re-incorporated  with  the 
Water  diftilled  from  them  ;  or  the  lame  Quantity  of  com¬ 
mon  Water*  and  it  would  have  the  fame  Virtues,  Tafte,  and 
Appearance,  as  the  original  Mineral  Water  had  :  And  this 
they  call  talking  phyfically  and  mathematically.  But,  in 
Truth,  very  idly  or  ignorantly;  for  the  whole  Medicinal 
Virtues  of  Mineral  Waters,  confifts  in  what  they  may  call 
Volatile,  (tho’  they  may  perhaps  be  miftaken,  only  they 
know  not  how  to  catch,  or  when  catched  they  do  not  know 
they  have  it)  having  no  fixt  Parts  in  them  to  anfwer  any  va¬ 
luable  bind  in  Medicine  ;  yet  thefe  very  Waters,  if  what 
they  call  their  Volatile  Parts,  were  chained  to  the  more  Grofs 
and  Earthy,  that  they  could  not  be  obtained  with  the  Re¬ 
mainder  after  Evaporation  or  Diftillation  ;  and  difiblved  in 
the  Grofs  withthe  r&lofthe  Sediment,  in  the  like  Quantity  of 
.1  D  2  Water, 
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Water,  as  they  were  taken  from,  Vet  will  they  do  no  fuch 
Feats  as  frefh  Spring  Water.  Or,  again,  feparate  the  fame, 
formerly  reputed  Volatile,  but  now  Fixt  Parts,  from  the 
Grofs  of  the  Sediment,  and  give  either  in  Water  or  any  how 
they  pleafe,  they  (hall  not  anfwer  Expectation,  nor  be  Worth 
while.  The  Virtues  of  fome  Waters  confift  chiefly  in  their 
Fixt  Parts,  together  with  a  Subtile,  Plain, gallic  -dither,  or 
in  their  Earth,  or  Salts,  or  in  both  together.'  But  take  even 
thefe  fixt  Parts,  diflolve  in  Water,  and  ufe  ;  they  will  only 
elude  the  Expectation  and  Defire  "  of  both  Phyfician  and  Pati¬ 
ent;  becaufe,  ijl]  Thefe  Principles,  fuppofed  to  be  Volatile, 
but  now  Fixed  and  Retained,  are  become  indifi’olvible. 

2 dy  All  the  Terrene  and  Mineral  Parts  (Salts  excepted)  are 
indiflolvible,  further  than  as  much  Powder.  3 cl,  Thefe  that 
are  diflolvible  can  no  more  be  brought  to  exilt  in  that  in¬ 
finitely  fmall  Miniature  in  which  Nature  gave  them  to  us  at 
firft.  4 tb,  Becaufe  we  are  incapable  to  impregnate  or  em- 
brue  them,  with  their  Natural,  Elaftic,  Subtile,  Compreft, 
Natural  vEther,  and  Halitus  Minimarmn.  yb,  Becaufe,  fup- 
pofe  they  were  all  diflolvible  (which  we  fee  is  not  true)  yet 
can  they  no  more  exift  in  Water  in  thefe  juft  Proportions, 
(for  if  all  the  reft  fhould,  where  is  theElaftic  ./Ether  ?  )  per¬ 
fectly  elaborated,  infinitely  divided,  moil  intimately  mixt, 
find  highly  lublimed  State,  they  at  firlt  came  to  us  in  the  Wa¬ 
ter  ;  the  Grofs  Earthy  Particles  could  not  be  preferred  in 
their  Comminution  and  RarefaCtion,  and  prevented  from 
gathering  together  and  precipitating,  and  the  more  vffeid 
Parts  alcending,  as  we  fee  thefe  Waters  do  on  their  being 
long  expofed  to  the  Sun,  Heat,  or  Air. 

The  Ufe  of  this  Elaftic,  Compreft  Air,  in  the  Water,  is, 
I. A  Being  Elaftic,  it's  capable  of  expanding,  dilating-,  and 
rarefying  itfelf,  efpecially  being  aflifted  by  the  Body’s  Heat. 
T  his  RarefaCtion  and  Expanflon  widens  the  Paflages  and 
makes  Way  for  the  Water  to  pafs,  where  its  Admiffion  might 
other  wife  be  retarded  or  obftruCted  ;  thus  its  Operation  is 
more  powerful  in  opening  ObftruCtions,  and  cleaning  the 
fmall  Canals.  Of  which  Benefit  we  have  the  following 
Proofs.  By  thus  dilating  and  expanding  itfelf,  and  forcing 
its  Way  partly  by  its  Elafticity,  and  partly  by  the  Force  o'f 
the  Heart,  VefTels,  and  Blood  behind,  it"  penetrates  more 
Undiquaqually,  equally,  and  univerfally,  into  the  whole 
Habit  hence  the  whole  Habit  fnftams  the  Load  equally, 
uudu  fits  lighter  in  the  whole  Body,  than  when  in-equal ]y 
'  .  divided, 
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divided,  and  not  proportioned  to  the  Number,  Diameters, 
Capacity,  and  Length  of  the  feveral  Orders  of  Veffels;  but 
fills  and  loads  lome  Kinds  of  Veffels  more  than  the  reft. 
This  Widening  of  the  Veffels  gives  Opportunity  to  the  Fluids 
and  Minerals  to  fcour  and  clear  them  from  grampus, 
fluggifti,  fizey,  or  other  obftruCting  or  flow-moving  Matter, 
and  for  the  diluting,  attenuating,  inciding,  invigorating,  and 
braceing  Principles  to  exert  their  Power.  This  Elaftic  Air, 
by  tha  Body's  Warmth,  extending  and  rarefying  itfelf,  and 
like  fo  many  Screws,  twifting  into  and  dilating  the  Veffels,  it 
penetrates  univerfally  over  the  whole,  even  to  the  Body's  re- 
moteft  Surface,  opens  and  rfiakes  eafy  all  the  Secretions  and 
Outlets.  By  this  the  moil  minute  Veffels  of  the  Brain  have 
their  Diameters  enlarged  for  the  Water,  Minerals,  and  Ani- 
mfil- Juices,  to  pafs  more  fully  ;  henee  the  Perfon  feems 
drunk.  The  widening  the  Veffels  in  the  Brain  makes  a  full 
Flow  of  Blood,  for  a  plentiful  Secretion  of  nervous  Juice  ; 
lvence  Exhilaration,  Invigoration.  The  Stomach  receiving 
its  Share,  will  alfo  be  in  better  Plight  for  its  Office,  id ’ 
This  Air  is  either  the  Caufe,  or  fubfervient  to  that  Quicknefs 
and  Brilhnefs  of  Tafte,  perceived  in  the  Water  juft  taken  up. 

3 d,  This  Air  is  the  chief  Canfe  of  that  Chryftalline  Purity  of 
the  Water  at  the  Spring,  butfoon  loft  when  expofed  to  the 
Air ;  and  its  different  Parts  begin  to  feparate  according  to 
their  different  Degrees  of  Gravity  and  Attraction. 

The  firft  fixt,  conftderable  Mineral-Ingredient,  in  this 
Medicinal  Water  is,  Natural  Nitre ;  I  call  it  Natural,  be¬ 
caufe  of  whatever,  or  however,  it  is  made,  it's  Nature’s  Ma¬ 
nufacturing  and  Preparation.  I  call  it  Nitre,  becaufe  it's  of 
a  {harp,  cooling,  penetrating,  bitterifh  Tafte  ;  becaufe  it 
lowers  the  Pulfe,  in  general  inflammatory  Diforders.  Be¬ 
caufe  its  perfeCt  Chryftals  are  long  and  {lender  Hexagonal?, 
terminating  in  feveral  T riangles  at  the  Ends.  It  neither- 
'ferments  with  Acids  nor  Alkalies ;  and  either  on  live 
Coals  or  hot  Iron  it  rifes  up  in  Blebs,  and  turns  to  a  light, 
fpongy,  white  Subftance.  it  was  called  Nitre,  from 
a  Town  in  Egypt,  where  it  was  firft  difeovered,  and  found  in 
greateft  Plenty  :  This  is  a  better  P.eafon  for  its  Name  than  to 
derive  it  from  Nizein  and  Niptein ,  fignifying  to  wafh  and 
cleanfe.  The  Hebrews  called  it  Nether.  Chemifts  have 
made  a  great  Buftle  about  Salts,  fome  will  neither  allow  thejn 
to  be  a  Principle  nor  Element;  Becher  will  have  no  Prin¬ 
ciple  but  Earth ;  others,  as  Stahl ,  allow  two.  Earth  and  Wa¬ 
ter  j 
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ter  ;  of  thcfe  two  only  Salts  and  all  other  Things  are  made. 
Some  will  have  Salts  to  be  a  meer  Attachment  of  the  Vague 
Acid  to  fundry  Sorts'  of  Earth  ;  from  whence  arife  different 
Kinds  of  Salts. 

But  what  this  Acid  is,  whether  Principle  or  Element, 
Matter  or  Spirit,  they  cannot  tell.  But  whilft  we  are  upon 
the  Surface  of  the  Globe,  we  cannot  fay  certainly  what  is 
done  in  its  Bowels,  and  when  we  are  there  we  fhall  ceafe 
judging  of  her  Operations.  Therefore  I  lhall  confider  them 
as  they  come  ready  prepared  to  Hand  from  Nature’s  Fur¬ 
nace  and  Alembic.  Others  abfolutely  deny  Nitre  to  be  a 
natural  Salt,  but  will  have  it  all  to  be  Artificial  ;  fuch  Cla¬ 
mours  are  not  to  be  regarded,  for  Nitre  and  its  Ufes  were 
well  known.  Natural  Salt,  three  thoufand  Years  ago,  as  we 
fee,  from  Prov.  xxv.  20.  and  Jer.  ii.  22.  And  this  long 
before  Salt-Petre  was  dreamed  of.  Such  Gentlemen,  to 
conceal  their  Fraud,  enveigh  againft  the  Chryftalizing  of 
Natural  Salts  ;  left  their  Genus  and  Species  fhould  be  known 
and  dete&ed.  Tho’  it’s  pretty  plain  from  Experience,  that 
Minerals,  chiefly  impregnated  with  Salts,  have  their  Effedt 
depending  on  their  Genus  and  Species.  Diof corides,  Hippo¬ 
crates ,  Galen ,  JEtius, ,  and  other  Fathers  in  Phyfic,  not  only 
mentioned,  but  preferibed  Nitre  ;  and,  Pliny  is  not  only  full 
and  particular  in  delivering  its  Virtues,  but  its  fundry  Kinds, 
Colours,  Names,  and  Places,  moft  noted  for  it.  True  it  is, 
the  Egyptian  Nitre  feems  to  have  been  a  Kind  of  Natural, 
Alkaline,  Fixt,  Abfterfive  Salt.  There  is  neither  Juftice, 
Propriety,  nor  Occafion  to  difeard  an  antient,  well-known 
Natural  Salt,  to  make  Room  for  an  upftart  Fadfitious  One, 
which  agree  in  fome  Things,  and  differ  in  others,  yet  both  very 
ufefu.1  and  neceffary.  The  Nitre,  contained  in  Nevil-Holt 
Water,  we  find  by  Experience  to  be  a  great  Attenuant,  Kid¬ 
der,  and  Abfterfive.  It  cuts  and  thins  the  vifeid,  tough,  gluey 
Humours,  and  fo  opens  and  cleanfes  obftrudting  Matter,  and 
throws  off,  by  Stool  and  Urine,  the  diffolved,  abraded  Mat¬ 
ter,  cleanfes  the  Kidneys  and  Ureters,  and  purifies  our  Juices. 
Its  Bitternefs  makes  it  ftomachic;  it  is  cooling,  reviving,  o- 
pening,  cleanfing,  and  purgative  ;  it  not  only  hinders  not, 
but  promotes  other  Secretions  and  Excretions,  pleafantly  ex- 
pells  the  Humours  without  Sicknefs  or  Griping,  Weakening 
or  Dejedtion, 
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The  next  perceptible,  inveftigabk  and  feperable  Ingre¬ 
dient  in  this  Water,  is  Alum  ;  which  makes  it  a  great  Curi  • 
ofay,  as  it  contains  the  only  natural  Liquid  Alum  we 
know  of  in  this  Part  of  the  World.  The  Ancients  had  their 
natural  Liquid,  and  folid  Alums.  Of  the  former  they  had 
two  Kinds,  the  pure  and  impure  ;  and  even  the  belt  Liquid 
was  common  and  cheap,  it  was  a  imooth,  either  limpid 
or  milky  Subltance,  always  moift.  The  impure  being 
mixt  with  other  Subftances,  was  foul,  pale  and  rough. 
The  Ancients  diftinguiflied  the  folid,  according  to  the  Fi¬ 
gure  of  its  Parts,  into  round  and  faille ;  the  latter  was  like  a 
compact  uniform  Globe  ;  or  feemed  divided  into  lmall 
Hairs  or  Filaments.  The  round  Sort  was  fometimes  of  a 
more  rare  Texture,  with  the  Appearance  of  Bubbles  upon 
it,  or  full  of  Holes  like  a  Sponge  j  fometimes  it  confided  of 
feveral  Lays  or  Crufts,  laid  over  each  other.  Solenandery  in 
his  Difcourle  on  Alum,  ( ConJU.  Med.  p.  499)  mentions  the 
above  liquid,  faHle  and  round  Alum,  as  formerly  much 
ufed  in  Phyfick,  but  not  in  his  Time  known  by  Phyficians, 
all  they  had  being  then  (as  now)  Factitious.  He  gathered 
feveral  Sorts  of  the  Natural  on  the  Leucogean  or  Phlegrean 
Mountains  of  Campania ,  between  Naples  and  Puteoli.  He 
had  alfo  feen  the  Liquid  Alum  in  Jula’,  an  Ifle  in  the  Tyr¬ 
rhenian  Sea.  Some  reckon  other  Alums,  as  the  Glebofumy 
Placitis,  Plinthitisy  Ajligalions,  &c.  all  which  he  had 
.often  feen  on  thefc  Mountains.  There  are  others  efteemed 
Alums,  but  they  are  of  a  different  Nature,  as  the  Catinum, 
fo  called  from  the  Veffel  it  is  made  in.  The  Plumofumy 
taken  from  the  Fijfile,  but  in  Reality  is  the  Amianthus  Stone. 
The  Sci'tolfiy  which  is  the  Selenites  of  the  Ancients.  He 
had  feen  other  Sorts  of  Alum,  but  had  forgot  them.  But  in 
Diofcorides' s  Time,  long  before  Solenandery  they  had  con¬ 
founded  the  Plu?nofum  with  the  AmiajithuSy  for  he  fays  there 
was  a  Stone  very  like  it,  but  it  had  not  the  allringent  Tafte. 
And  in  Solfatara  near  Puteoliy  they  make  Alum  from  EfHo- 
refcences  fpontaneoufly  riling  out  of  the  Earth  (as  Nitre  and 
common  Salt  do  with  us  in  dry  Weather)  in  the  fame  Man  • 
ner,  as  was  before  obferved,  the  Egyptians  make  Nitre,  viz. 
by  fweeping  tbefe  EfHorefcences  or  Flowers,  into  Pits  filled 
with  Water,  and  when  the  Water  is  fatiated  with  this  Salt, 
jhey  let  it  off  into  leaden  Cifterns  under  Ground,  ’till  by  the 
Earth’s  Heat  moft  of  the  Water  is  evaporated  ;  then  they 
put  theLixiyium  into  wooden  Vcffels  to  chryftalize  ;  then 
.remaining  Moifture  is  poured  off,  and  the  Chryftals 
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dried.  ! Tournefor  't  in  his  Travels  found  two  Sorts  of  natura 
Alum  in  the  Ifland  Milos,  ox  MU',  one  in  Lays  or  Crufts 
of  an  aftringent  Tafte,  and  of  an  afh  Colour,  coverec 
with  fome  filamentary  EfHorcfcences,  which  had  a  weak 
Smell  of  Aqua  Fortis.  The  other  was  the  capillaceous 
or  filamentary  Kind,  or  true  Alumen  Plumoj'um.  The 
Aftringent  which  is  the  Eafis  of  this  Alum,  retains  its  Acid 
Salt  fo  llrongly,  that  many  Solutions  in  Water  and  Filtra- 
tions  cannot  entirely  feparate  them,  and  I  queftion  whether 
Force  of  Fire  can,  even  after  the  acid  Spirit  has  been  drawn 
off ;  and  Alum  affords  this  acid  Spirit  as  well  as  Vitriol, 
but  neither  fo  much  of  it,  nor  fo  ftrong  ;  which  proves  Alum 
to  be  an  acid  vitriolic  Salt,  united  to  an  aftringent  Clay  or 
Earth-like  Bole.  At  the  Alum  Works  alfo,  the  Alum  in 
Making  affords  what  the  Workmen  call  Siam,  which  is  a 
Vitriol,  which  the  Makers  carefully  feparate  and  throw 
away. 

Tho’  this  Principle  renders  the  Water  highly  agreeable  to 
fome  Palates  and  Stomachs,  yet  to  others  it’s  as  difagreeable, 
a?  firft  efpecially,  and  occasions  Naufeating,  Belching,  and 
fometimes  Vomiting  ;  either  from. a  Foulnefs  of  the  Stomach 
and  firft  Paffages,  or  from  a  Thinnefs  or  Excoriation  of  its 
mucous  Coat,  or  too  exquifite  a  Senfibility  of  its  nervous 
Coat,  or  its  Weaknefs,  Irritability,  Delicacy,  or  an  Jnver- 
fion  of  the  periftaltic  Motion  of  the  Bowels  from  cuftomary 
throwing-up.  But  thefe  Ingredients  we  are  fatisfied  from 
both  ancient  and  modern  PrHlice,  as  wrell  as  by  twenty 
Years  Experience  of  the  Effe&s  of  the  Water,  braces  up, 
and  gives  both  Stomach  and  Bowels  frefh  Vigour,  and 
(Lengthens  all  the  Solids  in  the  Body;  and  that  without 
heating  the  Blood,  or  encreafmg  either  it’s  Motion  or  Force ; 
the  great  Difadvantage  of  Chalybeats,  except  prudently 
managed.  Hence  ftrong  Chalybeats  and  it  are  Antago¬ 
nists  ;  for  as  the  latter  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  fanguine 
Habits,  bilious,  plethoric,  and  •acrid  Juices;  fo  the  former 
are  chiefly  fuited  to  cold,  phlegmatic,  fizey,  fluggifh,  wa¬ 
tery  Fluids,  and  flaggy,  relaxed,  inert  Solids.  Alum 
(agreeable  to  its  Tafte  and  Analyfis)  being  of  an  aftringent 
Nature  ;  and  the  other  Salt  and  Vehicle  cooling  ;  they  un- 
fpcakably  furpafs  Chalybeats  for  He ftics,  Hemorrhages, 
morbidly  encreafed  Secretions  and  Difcharges  in  the  Body. 
And  by  its  clean ftng  and  bracing  the  Stomach,  after  a  few 
Days  Ufe,  it  excites  a  fharp  Appetite  and  quick  Digeftion, 
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by  the  Slime  and  other  Impurities  are  carried  down  ;  the 
Chyle  is  better  elaborated,  purer,  and  has  a  freer  Accefs  to’ 
the  Mouths  of  the  LaCteals.  The  LaCieals  and  other  VelTels 
and  Solids  are  alfo  cleanfed,  braced  and  invigorated  ;  they 
aft  with  a  greater  Force  on  the  grofs,  vifcid,  adhering  or 
impacted  Humours,  in  the  VelTels,  whether  thefe  Humours 
are  formed  or  forming.  It  at  the  fame  Time  effectually 
checks  and  reftrains  all  immoderate  and  unhealthy  Outlets  of 
the  Body,  by  reftoring  the  T one  of  the  relaxed  and  open 
Glands ;  and  at  the  fame  Time  encreafes  the  retarded  or 
obftruCted  Secretions  or  diminifhed  Outlets,  efpecially  by 
Urine  and  Stool.  The  Harlhnefs  and  Difagreeablenefs  of 
the  Water,  to  the  Talle  and  Stomach  of  the  molt  weak  and 
delicate,  is  ealily  remedied,  as  fhall  be  Ihewn  afterward. 

We  next  come  to  theEarth  in  this  Water,  which  is  of  feve- 
ral  Sorts ;  Frit  a  ftrong  reddifh  Clay,  like  Bole  ;  it’s  fatty,  vif¬ 
cid,  Hippery  and  denfe,  and  far  from  being  ufelefs ;  otherwife 
we  have  no  Occafion  for  the  Boles,  fealed  Earths,  and  others, 
not  only  ufed  in  extemporaneous,  but  in  feveral  officinal 
Compofitions ;  and  by  both  ancient  and  modern  Phylicians 
are  reputed  alexipbarmic,  fudorific,  expulfive  and  aftrin-" 
gent ;  tho’  thefe  Virtues  happen  at  prefent  to  be  much  dis¬ 
puted,  and  thefe  Earths  look'd  on  meerly  Alkaline,  and 
deilitute  of  all  Qualities,  except  abforbingAcids.  But  this  is 
demonftrably  falfe,  for  if  the  Clay  in  this  Water  is  feparated 
from  the  other  Earths,  it  ferments  neither  with  Acids  nor 
Alkalies.  And  that  their  Opinion  has  fome  Foundation,  is 
more  probable  from  itsSweating  fome  of  its  Drinkers  quick¬ 
ly  and  brilkly.  And  alfo  as  a  great  deal  of  it  was  drank  irt 
1740  and  41,  it  was  obfervable,  that  not  one  of  thefe 
Drinkers  were  feized  with  the  fatal  putrid  Fever  of  that 
Year,  nor  with  the  Autumnal  Diftempers  of  Cholera  arid 
Diarrhea.  And  its  Succefs  was  quite  furprifing  in  the  fmall 
few  that  ufed  it  in  the  Fever  ;  an  Instance  or  two  of  which 
we  ffiall  fee  after.  But  with  this  Clay  is  joined  an  alumim- 
ous  Glebe,  which  no  Evaporation,  Solution,  nor  Filtration 
can  feperate  ;  and  is  not  only  perceptible  to  the  Talle,  but 
its  EffeCts  are  moft  confpicuous.  Than  which  two,  thus 
united,  nothing  can  poffibly  be  more  powerful  in  Haemor¬ 
rhages,  Dylentries,  Diarrheas,  Internal  and  External  Ulcers, 
palled  or  relaxed  Habits,  Diftentions  or  Congeltions  in  the 
Glands,  VelTels,  or  other  Parts  ;  or  to  prevent  an  unhealthy 
Difcharge  of  the  Juices.  And  yet  what  is  really  wonderful 
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ana  peculiar  to  this  only  of  all  the  Mineral  Waters,  it  never 
produces  thefe  fen  fible  aftringent  Effects,  hill  it  has  attenu¬ 
ated,  diffolved  and  difcharged  the  Peccant  Humours  out  of 
the  Body  by  its  Purging  Salts,  wherewith  it  is  richly  and 
plentifully  itored  ;  which  made  an  eminent  Phyfician,  of  the 
Firil-Rate  Country- Practice,  fay,  after  long  Trial  of  it,  It 

was  the  D - 1  of  a  Water,  for  it  never  fhut  the  Door  and 

left  the  Thief  in  the  Houle  ;  it  wTould  always  ferret  that 
out  firft.  Nay  the  very  Talc  that  was  found  mixt  with 
this  Clay,  in  digging  for  the  Spring,  was  thrown  together  on 
Heaps,  and  carried  away  by  the  Country-People  as  a  Curio- 
hty  they  afterwards  found  Ufc  for,  having,  upon  feveral 
Trials,  difcovered  them  to  be  a  molt  efficacious  Remedy 
for  Kories  and  Cattle,  that  either  made  bloody  Water,  or 
had  a  Flux  of  the  Bowels,  if  from  two  Drachms  to  half  an 
Ounce  of  its  Powder  was  given  in  Water  or  Red  Wine.  We 
have  alfo  in  this  Water  a  calcarious  Earth,  which  may  nei¬ 
ther  be  uiclefs  nor  defpicable,  when  Sweetners  are  wanted  to 
corredf  an  Acrid  or  Acid  Blood,  or  in  Hedies,  and  feveral 
bad  Habits  of  Body,  as  Scorbutic.  Tho’  fuch  a  Mixture  of 
Earths  fubfilt  in  this  Water,  yet  they  neither  load  the  Stomach 
by  plafteriug  or  flicking  dole  to  its  inner  Surface,  which 
would  caufe  an  unealy  Senlation.  Nor  does  it  fhut  up  the. 
Orifices  of  the  Glands  of  the  Stomach  and  Inteflines,  and 
drive  the  Juices,  which  fhould  be  excreted  there,  to  other 
Parts  and  Outlets;  and  both  thefe  Ways  fpoil  Digeflion. 
Such  Inconveniences  mav,  and  feme  times  do,  arife  from  a 
tedious  and  liberal  Ufe  of  Sweetening,  Abforbent  and  Allrin- 
gent  Earths.  But  in  this  Y/ater  they  exift  in  a  very  little 
Quantity,  in  the  molt  minute  Particles,  are  plentifully  di¬ 
luted  and  did  tiled  every  where  in  the  V  ehicle,  A  great  Ad¬ 
vantage  of  this  Earth  is,  that  it’s  not  of  an  incruftating,  pe¬ 
trifying  Nature,  but  is  fmooth*,  fatty,  and  flippery,  and  there¬ 
fore  not  difpofed  to  leave  any  tartarous,  gritty,  ftoney,  indi- 
geftible  Matter  in  the  Body  or  PalTages,  to  lay  a  Foundation 
for  Stone,  Sand,  Gravel,  or  other  Sabulous  Materials ;  as 
fome  other  Waters  do,  which  contain  only  a  little  mixt 
Purging-Salt,  Calcarious  and  Petrifying  Earth.  But,  on  the 
contrary,  twenty  Years  Experience,  in  a  Variety  of  deplorable 
Inftances,  has  proved  thisWater  and  its  contained  Ingredients 
to  be  a  moll  powerful  and  effectual  Cleanfer  of  the  Ureters, 
Kidneys,  Bladders,  Urinary,  Biliary,  and  other  Secretory  and 
Excretory  Canals,  from  all  Tartarous,  Earthy,  Sandy,  Gra¬ 
vely,  or  Mucilaginous  Matter ;  and  an  eminent  Preventative 
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of  filch  Collections.  Nor  was  there  the  leaf!  Appearance  or 
Token  of  any  incruflated  or  petrified  Subfiance  in  its  Subter¬ 
ranean  Courfe,  when  it  was  neceflary  to  be  opened  lately, 
the  Earth  having  flopt  its  Paffage  into  the  Refervoir.  Nor  is 
this  all,  for  in  this  Complex  Earth,  feparatcd  from  its  grofs 
Parts  and  Salts,  or  mixt  with  its  Salts,  we  have  the  Rou?h- 
nefs  of  the  Japan  Earth,  the  Softnefs  and  Smoothnefs  of  Bole 
or  Sealed  Earth,  and  a  little  of  the  Teftaceous,  which  being 
made  up  in  Bolus’s,  will  anfwer  all  their  Intents  and  Pur- 
pofes  ;  and  when  the  Stomach  and  Inteflines  are  flagged,  a 
Drop  of  the  Oil  of  Cinnamon,  two  or  three  Drops  of  the 
Oil  of  SafTafras,  orof  other  Chemical  Oils,  or  a  little  Venice- 
Treacle,  Mithridate,  or  Species  of  Diafcordium,  might  be 
added,  to  invigorate,  refrefh,  and  enliven  the  Bowels.  Or, 
as  the  external  Application  of  the  Clay  and  Earth,  that 
have  only  laid  in  the  Courfe  or  Springs  of  fome  particular 
Mineral  Waters,  have  been  found,  on  Trial,  to  be  fignally 
ferviceable  for  difcuffing  while  Swellings,  lengthening  re¬ 
laxed  Parts  ;  by  proper  Additions  it  might  alfo  be  made 
foftening,  refolving,  warming,  Cfr.  And  tho’  the  Water  is 
no  Spring,  but  is  a  meer  Exudation,  appearing  in  a  Dew,  and 
colle&ing  into  Drops,  and  lent  from  under  Ground  into  a 
large  Stone  Receiver  ;  yet  may  Earth  enough  be  prepared  for 
the  Purpofe,  by  digging  up  Clay  from  the  Defcent  of  the 
Hill  below  the  Spaw,  which  may  be  laid  on  the  Stone  Pa¬ 
vers,  at  the  End  of  the  Receiver,  to  take  all  the  Water  that 
drains  out  of  it,  and  Wafhings  of  Veffels  the  Water  is  carried 
away  in,  and  all  other  walle  Water,  fo  might  a  fufficicnt 
Stock  of  it  be  kept  up  all  the  Year  about.  Or  a  Pit  might  be 
dug  under  the  Receiver,  and  well  rammed  about  that  it 
might  hold  Water,  then  filled  with  the  above  Clay,  to  receive 
all  the  wafle  Water  continually,  and  frefh  Clay  put  into  the 
Bottom  of  this  Pit  every  Martinmas,  and  the  old  Clay 
thrown  on  the  Top  of  it,  fo  might  an  inexhauilible  Fund 
of  Earth  be  kept  up. 

Sulphur,  tho’ imperceptible  to  Smell  or  Tafte,  being  the 
foie  Natural  Cement  of  fome  of  the  Ingredients  of  this  Wa¬ 
ter,  it’s  not  probable  that  the  Cemented  Alum  fhould  be  fet 
at  Liberty,  and  Sulphur,  the  Cementer,  continue  fettered, 
and  yet  be  difcovered  to  be  an  Ingredient  by  fome  of  the 
above  Experiments.  Sulphur  is  called  the  Balfam  of  the 
Lungs,  and  accordingly  preferibed  in  fome  Form  by  Phyfi- 
dans  m  their  Difeafes.  It  cleans  and  flrengthens  them,  and 
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promotes  their  neeeffary  Difcharge,  by  Tome  of  its  Prepara¬ 
tions,  and  checks  and  flops  it  by  others.  ,  It  promotes  Per- 
fpiration,  and,  in  Subllance,  its  Milk  or  Flowers  is  laxative. 
It  eafily  and  expeditioufly  diffufes  itfelf  through  the  whole 
Body  ;  as  is  manifeft  from  the  Smell  it  gives  the  Body, 
and  in  changing  Silver  to  a  black  or  copper  Colour  in  the 
Pockets  of  its  Takers.  It’s  a  moil  efficacious  Remedy  in  all 
Cutaneous  Dileafes,  and  by  its  Balfamic  Nature  entangles 
the  Acrid  Salts  in  the  Blood,  and  relieves  the  Body  of  Dif- 
eafes  therefrom.  It  purifies  the  Blood  greatly,  attenuates 
and  diffolves  grofs,  tenacious,  and  vifcld  Humours.  It  re- 
folves  Morbid  Concretions,  by  difl'olving  or  deflroying  their 
Cement ;  but  if  it  can  neither  diffolve,  ccrre-ft  nor  expell 
them,  it  will,  by  Digefrion,  weaken  their  Powers,  and  ffiove 
off  their  immediate  Danger. 

Having  given  this  brief  Account  of  the  general  3  v~all  owed 
Virtues  and  Qualities  of  each  difcovered  Ingredient  impreg¬ 
nating  this  Water,  and  having  found  none  of  them  (not  the 
very  Earths)  ufelefs  ;  it’s  obvious  to  Realon,  that  being  con- 
fidercd  complexly,  as  they  come  mixt  to  Hand,  (as  was  ob- 
ferved  above)  they  are  more  infinitely  divided,  and  intimate-^ 
ly  mixed  ;  whereby  not  only  their  refpettive  Virtues  will  be 
very  much  heightened, but  new  ones  muff  necefTarilji  arifefrom 
their  exadl  Mixture,  which  none  of  them  were  poffeffed  of  be¬ 
fore,  by  their  refpefitive  Particles  being  called  forth  in  their  full 
Power ;  and,  both  Ways,  the  Virtues,  proper  to  each  Ingre¬ 
dient,  in  the  Compound,  will  be  multiplied  in  theirForce  and 
Activity.  How  harmonious  muft  both  be  now  in  this  Sub¬ 
tile,  Elaftic,  and  Adlive  State!  How  harmonious  are  all  the 
Ingredients  !  Howexadllv  do  they  correfpond  to  anfwer  the 
fame  general  End  ;  tho’  brought  about  by  different  W'ays  ! 
Thus  Nature  is  uniform  in  her  Operations;  no  jumble  here. 
No  Confuflon  nor  Tumbling  together  Things  of  quite  oppo* 
fite  Natures  and  Effedls  :  But  all  the  Ingredients  confpire 
and  contribute  to  advance  the  fame  defirable  Purpofes.- 

Where  it  is  indicated,  it’s  rough,  difagreeable  Tafte  and 
Naufeouinefs  to  fome  delicate,  weak  Stomachs,  is  eafily  cured 
feveral  Ways;  as, by  adding  to  each  Bottle  an  Ounce  and  a 
half  of  Loaf  Sugar,  and  a  Drachm  or  two  of  dulcified  Spirit 
of  Nitre,  Its  Tafte  may  be  made  agreeable  various  Ways 
to  its  intended  Ufe.  If  intended  as  a  Cooler,  an  Ounce  and 
g  half  of  Syrup  of  Corn- Poppies,  or  of  Wood- Sorrel,  may 
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be  put  to  it  with  dulcified  Spirit  of  Nitre.  If,  for  an 
Evacuant,  the  like  Quantity  of  Syrup  of  Violets  and  Spirit. 
If,  for  {Lengthening  the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  Syrup 
of  Quinces  and  Spirit.  If,  for  Aftringency,  Syrup  of  Dried 
Rofes  and  Spirit.  If,  to  flop  Bleedings,  Syrup  of  Corn-Pop¬ 
pies  orDiacodium,  with  Spirit,  &c.  A  little  Salt  or  Oil  of 
Tartar  put  into  it,  and  ftirred  about,  caufes  a  Curddling  and 
Precipitation  of  pale  whitjfh  Matter,  like  a  thin  Shot-Star, 
and  makes  it  fweet,  without  diminifhing  its  Efficacy  ;  but 
then  it  muft  be  drank  foon.  If  it’s  too  cold  for  the  Stomach, 
a  little  ftrong,  or  Barley  Cinnamon-Water,  or  Dr  Stephens's 
Water,  with  a  little  Sugar  may  be  put  to  it;  ora  little  Bran¬ 
dy  and  Sugar;  three  or  four  Spoonfuls  of  any  of  thefe,  and 
an  Ounce  of  Sugar,  to  a  Bottle  of  Water,  will  warm  it,  take 
off  the  difagreeable  Tafte,  andhaflen  its  Paffage  out  of  the 
Body.  To  {Longer  Stomachs,  eating  a  few  confefted  Car¬ 
away-Seeds,  or  Candid  Lemon,  or  Orange-Peel,  or  Angeli¬ 
ca,  will  fuffice  to  anfwer  the  above  Ends.  Thus  the  rich 
Compages  of  Minerals  in  this  Water,  but  efpecially  its  Tinc¬ 
ture  of  Alum,  will  not  offend  weak,  and  delicate  Stomachs 
at  firft,  except  very  foul.  If  at  firft  it  pall  and  load  the  Sto¬ 
mach  of  Phlegmatics  or  hard  Drinkers  :  If  this  Symptom  dif- 
appear  not  of  itfelf,  it  may  be  relieved  by  taking  after  it 
a  Spoonful  or  two  of  fome  warming  Aromatic  Bitters,  ora 
little  ftrong  White  or  Mountain  Wine,  or  Shrub ;  to  warm 
the  Stomaph,  as  above,  chew  Candid  Ginger  or  Orange, 
Peel,  b9 c. 

Before  aPerfon  begins  a  Courfe  of  this  Water,  it  is  necef- 
fary  he  fhould.  know  to  what  Conftitutions  and  Difeafes  it  is 
more  peculiarly  adapted.  What  Preparation  of  the  Body  is 
requifite.  At  what  Times  and  Seafons  of  the  Year,  how, 
what  Quantity,  and  how  long  to  be  drank  ;  fome  general 
Direftions  during  a  Courfe  and  after  it ;  or  what  Aids  and 
Affiftances  are  proper. 

I.  As  to  the  Cpnftitutions  to  which  it  feems  moll  fuitable, 
thefe  are  hinted  from  the  Analyfts  of  the  Water,  which  de¬ 
termines  its  Internal  Efficacy  to  Cooling,  Diluting,  Attenua¬ 
ting,  Refolving,  Evacuating,  and  Bracing  ;  and  its  External 
Application  to  fuch  Cafes  as  require  Difcuffing,  Cleanfmg, 
Strengthening,  and  Healing.  And  therefore  is  moft  fur- 
prifingly  adapted  to  Sanguine  Bilious,  Plethoric,  Inflamma¬ 
tory,  Relaxed,  and  Weak  Habits  and  Difeafes  therein,  or 
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therefrom.  Hence  it  is,  that' not  only  from  Analyfis,  bul 
pra&ical  Obfervation,  it  is  obvious  that  this  Water  is  more 
efficacious  in  Acute,  Feverifh,  or  Inflammatory  Difeafes,  and 
in  all  Relaxations,  Diftentions,  than  any  hitherto  difcovered 
can  pretend  to. 

II.  As  to  the  Difeafes  it’s  more  eminently  fuited  to,  and 
found  molt  fuccefsful  in  the  Cure  of ;  thefe  are  Haemorrhages 
of  all  Kinds ;  from  any  Part,  by  Mouth,  Nofe,  Urine,  Stool, 
Uterus,  &c.  in  which  Cafes  their  wonderful  E ffe&s  were 
fir  ft  fufficiently  difcovered,  tried,  and  proved  on  Brutes  ;  for 
which  it  is  fent  for  not  only  near,  but  from  great  Diftances  ; 
a  Gallon  of  it  poured  down  tepid,  certainly  cures,  at  the  firft, 
iecond,  or  third  Dole  at  moll.  In  the  Scurvy,  Itch,  Lepro- 
ly,  and  other  Scorbutic  Defcedations  of  the  Skin  ;  this  Vir¬ 
tue  was  alfo  firft  tried  and  confirmed  on  Brutes ;  a  Courfe  of 
the  Water  eradicates  this  Diftemper,  whether  it  be  latent  in 
the  Blood,  or  appear  on  particular  Places,  or  over  the  whole 
Habit ;  it  expells  the  Difeafe,  purifies  the  tvhole  Mafs  of 
Blood,  and  cleanfes  the  Body.  Hence  its  Efficacy  in  Dif¬ 
eafes,  from  an  acrid  or  fharp  State  of  the  Animal  Juices,  as 
in  a  Scorbutic,  or  Scrophulous  Hedic,  Clap,  Pox,  Old 
Gleets,  Seminal  Weaknefles.  In  Confumptions,  apd  Hec¬ 
tics,  from  the  Thinnefs  or  Acrimony  of  the  Blood,  Weak- 
nefs  or  Abralion  of  the  Veflels,  Rapidity  and  Force  of  the 
Motion  of  the  Fluids.  In  Afthmas,  whether  from  a  Fulnefs, 
Congeftion  in,  or  Acrimony  of  the  Blood  in  the  Thoracic 
or  Pulmonary  Veflels.  In  Confirmed  Schirrus’s,  or  Occult 
Cancers,  it  has  had  unexpended  Succefs,  in  Hands  that  knew 
howto  manage  it.  In  the  King's-Evil,  efpecially  the  Ulce¬ 
rated,  without  carious  or  foul’d  Bones,  no  Water  nor  Me¬ 
dicine,  Mercurials  or  others,  have  nothing  near  equally  its 
Succefs,  which  has  given  it  an  eftablilhed  Reputation.  It’s 
certain  in  the  Cure  of  Heats  and  Inflammations  of  the  Blood; 
and  for  palliating  or  reftoring  an  impaired,  ftiattered  and 
broken  Conftitution,  from  Intemperance  and  Irregularity, 
if  there  are  any  repairable  Stamina  left.  It  not  only  expells 
Stones,  (if  not  too  large  for  the  Paflages,  in  which  Cafe  all 
Diuretics  do  harm,  and  this  Water  is  neither  Generator  nor 
Diflolvent  of  it)  Sand,  Gravel,  and  Mucilage  from  the  Kid  - 
nevs,  Ureters  and  Bladder;  but  braces  up  thefe  Strainers  and 
Paflages  againft  the  immediate  ftoring  up  of  frefh,  fabulous, 
earthy  Matter,  for  the  Beginning  of  new  Mifery.  Bloody 
Fluxes,  Loofeneflfes,  and  all  other  profufe  and  unhealthy  Se¬ 
cretion 
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eretions  and  Difcharges  are  powerfully  retrained  and  car¬ 
ried  off,  by  ufing  it  a  due  Time,  and  a  proper  Regimen  ob- 
ferved  ;  this  was  all'o  tried  and  confirmed  on  Brutes,  before 
People  durft  prefume  to  drink  fuch  a  llrong  Purging-Water. 
Diforders  of  the  Stomach,  as  Pain,  Belching,  Vomiting,  In¬ 
appetency,  Indigeflion,  &c.  from  a  Foulnefs  of  the  firft  Paf- 
fages,  Relaxncfs  of  the  Coats,  Acrimony  of  their  Glandular 
or  Secreted  Juices,  or  their  Bilioufnefs,  are  effe<51ually  cured 
by  drinking  it.  By  diffolving  the  fizy  Blood,  and  reftoring 
the  Tone  of  the  Veflels,  it  has  cured  feveral  obftinate  Quar¬ 
tans,  and  chronic  Tertian  Agues.  By  obtunding  the  Acri¬ 
monious  Humours  in  the  Bowels,  it  has  effe&ually  carried 
oft  Habitual  Cholicks,  of  long  Continuance.  It  cures 
Wounds  fpeedily,  and  thins  and  diffolves  Conjefted  or  Stag¬ 
nant  Humours,  difcufles,  and  throws  them  into  their  Veffels 
to  be  difcharged  ;  nor  is  it  lcfs  effe&ual  in  obftinate  Ulcers, 
whether  Internal  or  External,  if  the  Bones  are  found.  Its 
Ufe,  continued  for  a  due  Time,  has  moftly  had  amazing 
Succefs  in  obftinate  Inflammations  of  the  Eyes,  wherein  Me¬ 
dicines  have  either  exafperated  or  been  ufelefs.  It  hasfome- 
times  been  obferved  to  be  of  good  Service  in  Rheumatifms  ; 
fcarce  abetter  Medicine  to  remove  Relaxations  or  Weaknefs 
ol  any  Part.  Some  it  has  cured  of  Droplies,  others  of  Atro¬ 
phies  from  hard  drinking.  By  bracing  the  Bowels  and  Pur- 
ging,  it  carries  of  Worms,  and  the  Slime  or  Nefts  they  breed 
in.  Its  good  in  Catarrhs,  or  Cattarhous  Fevers,  if  not 
thrown  on  the  Breaft  with  fome  Inflammations  requiring 
large  Expeddoration.  But  one  of  its  great  Excellencies  is,  its 
effectually  preventing  Abortion,  from  too  great  a  Slippery- 
nels,  orLaxneis,  of  the  Uterus  and  its  Ligaments. 

III.  As  to  the  Preparatives  required  before  a  Courfe  of  this 
Water,  tho’  no  Mineral  Water  requires  lefs,  as  it  often  at  firft 
cleanfes  both  Stomach,  Inteftines,  and  Urinary  Paflages  it- 
felf ;  yet  if  the  Difeafe  has  been  of  long  (landing,  obftinately 
refilled  the  Ufe  of  Medicines,  efpecially  if  complicated,  it’s 
advifable  to  take  the  Opinion  of  a  Phyfician  wrho  knows  the 
Principles,  Nature,  and  Properties  of  the  Water,  and  how  in 
their  Cafe  it  is  to  be  ufed.  Nor  is  a  Perfon  to  begin  a 
Courfe  of  the  Water  when  juft  come  fatigued  from  a  lono- 
Journey,  efpecially  if  weak,  ’till  firft  he  be  refted  andrefrefh- 
ed,  and  taken  a  Dofe  or  two  of  Phyfic,  fit  for  the  Conftituti- 
°”  Dlieafe,  to  clear  and  cleanfe  the  firft  Paflages,  that 
the  \A  ater  may  fit  the  eafier,  get  readilier  into  the  Blood, 

and 
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and  go  fooneroff;  and,  in  general ,  Glaubers  Salt  alone,  0 
with  Manna,  in  Water-Gruel,  fuits  as  well  as  any.  No 
fhould  it  be  cither  begun,  or  drank  during  the  Menfet 
Let  it  be  remembred  that  the  Nitre  in  the  Water,  bein; 
purgative,  requires  a  moderate  and  difcreet  Ule  in  man] 
Cafes,  efpecially  in  a  relaxed  Hate  of  the  Bowels ;  withou 
which  Caution,  if  taken  in  large  Quantity,  it  may  do  a  grea 
deal  of  Harm,  as  well  as  other  the  mildelt  Purgatives.  Fron 
which,  and  leveral  other  Inftances,  ’tis  very  plain  the  Wate 
lias  two  principal  Capacities  of  Ufefulnefs  ;  the  one  Evacu 
ant,  the  other  Alterative,  in  both  which  it  muft  be  begun  it 
Imall  Dofes,  and  gradually  encreafed,  according  as  th< 
Cafe,  Age,  Strength,  and  Conftitution  determine  it. 

IV.  As  to  the  Time  or  Seafpn  of  ufing  it.  As  the  Wa¬ 
ter  itfelf  fufFers  no  Alteration  from  the  varying  Seafons,  (ex¬ 
cept  from  great  or  long  Rains)  but  retains  the  fame  Vigom 
and  Perfection  through  the  whole  Year  ;  nor  is  its  Ufe  pro¬ 
perly  dangerous  at  any  Time,  where  the  Violence  of  Acute 
JDiftempers,  or  the  quick  Increafe  of  Chronic  Ones  calls  foi 
immediate  Remedy  ;  in  fuch  Circumftances,  it  may  be  pro¬ 
fitably  drank  in  Winter,  as  a  Palliative,  or  Preventative,  ’til] 
the  Spring  approaches,  and  the  Patient  can  fafely  attend  ai 
the  Fountain,  where  the  regular  Seafon  may  begin  with  May , 
and  end  with  Ottober  :  Befides,  at  that  T  ime,  to  the  End  oi 
Aaguft  efpecially,  the  Bowels  of  the  Earth,  by  the  Sun’s  In¬ 
fluence,  fending  up  its  Vegetative  Principles,  the  Water  is 
thereby  enriched,  its  Halitus  and  Steam  is  finer  and  more 
powerful.  It’s  not  only  the  fitted:  Seafon  for  travelling,  but 
for  the  Ule  of  moderate  Exercife ;  and  the  Air  dri ell  and 
moll  temperate,  or  free  from  Cold  ;  the  Fields  are  pleafant- 
efl:  ;  all  Nature  is  arrayed  in  her  Glory.  The  Animal  Juices 
are  alfo  bell  difpofed  for  a  Change  or  Alteration  ;  the  Hu* 
mours  give  a  better  Truce  ;  hence  few  die  of  Chronic  Dil- 

eafes  in  Summer.- - As  to  the  Time  of  Day  ;  if  drank  as 

an  Evacuant  or  Purgative,  the  Morning  is  certainly  bell ;  for 
tho’  neither  Sun  nor  Air  affeCl  the  Water,  in  its  Subterranean 
Receptacle,  but  the  Stomach  being  then  moft  empty,  the 
Digehions  moll  perfeCl,  neither  the  Body  nor  'Air  being  too 
hot,  and  the  Night  having  cleared  the  Habit  from  a  Load  of 
cxcrementitious  Humours,  alLthefe  make  it  the  fitted:  Time. 
And,  in  the  Morning,  from  fix  to  feven,  and  not  exceed,  is 
the  fitted:  Time  to  begin,  and  fo  fir.ilh  at  nine  ;  this  will  re¬ 
gulate 
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gulate  the  whole  Day  after,  as  to  Eating,  Drinking,  Recre¬ 
ations,  and  Laying. 

V.  The  Quantity  to  be  drank  daily  ;  this  differs  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  Age,  Strength,  Conftitution,  Difeafe,  and  Inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Drinker.  For,  if  taken  as  an  Evacuant,  a  larger 
Quantity,  drank  at  ffiortcr  Intervals,  is  required  ;  as  well  as 
greater  Strength,  and  nearer  the  Meridian  of  Life,  in  the 
Drinker.  If  intended  as  an  Alterative,  as  by  Women  with 
Child,  Children,  weak  People,  CSV.  it’s  taken  in  much  fmaller 
and  frequenter  Doles,  from  Morning  to  Night.  For  Eva¬ 
luation,  begin  with  a  fmaller  Dofe,  as  a  Pint,  and  encreafe 
it  gradually,  as  Circiimftances  require,  to  three  Pints  for 
ffronger  Perfons,  and  from  half  a  Pint  to  three  half  Pints  to 
the  Weaker.  Thus,  from  a  Quarter  to  two  Thirds  of  a  Pint, 
drank  tepid  at  going  to  Bed  ;  this  lies  all  Night  in  the  Body, 
mixes  and  circulates  with  the  Blo^d,  and  prepares  for  the 
Morning-Draughts,  which  mull  be  two  or  three,  at  an  Hour’s 
Billance  each  ;  and,ufmg  gentle  Exercife  in  the  Times  be¬ 
tween,  let  each  Draught  be  the  fame  Quantity  as  at  Night; 
cr,  if  this  be  too  much  for  the  Stomach  to  bear,  divide 
each  Dofe  into  two  fmall  ones,  and  half  an  Hour  between 
each  ;  then  the  Drinkers,  beginning  as  above,  will  be  ready 
for  Breakfail  by  Nine  o’Clock.  The  Water  rarely  needs  a 
Preparatory  Courfe  to  uflier  in  its  Ufe  ;  for  if  the  firft  Paf- 
lages  are  foul,  it  prepares  its  own  Way,  both  as  a  Vomit  and 
Purge  :  Nor  have  we  found  one  Inllance  in  which  it  has  fail¬ 
ed  to  go  off  by  Urine,  fo  powerful  a  Diuretic  is  it,  and  yet, 
by  its  bracing  Quality,  it  vallly  exceeds  Briftol,  in  a  Diabe¬ 
tes,  even  tho’  it  has  cured  Dropfies.  Some  Stomachs  cannot 
bear  the  Water  before  Breakfail ;  fitch  fliould  have  that  early, 
and  divide  their  Water  into  two  Parts,  one.  to  be  drank  two 
Hours  after  Breakfail,  the  other  three  Hours  a  her  Dinner,  at 
feveral  (mail  Draughts.  But,  if  even  then  feme  very  weak, 
delicate  Stomachs  cannot  bear  it,  they  may  eafily  make  it 
palatable,  as  before  directed;  and  yet  there  are  far  more  dif- 
agreeable  Waters  than  it,  if  Prejudice  is  laidaflde  ;  and  there 
is  no  Compare  between  the  Naufeoufncls  of  it  and  moll  Me¬ 
dicines.- - When  drank,  as  an  Alterative,  by  Children, 

W omen  with  Child,  or  upon  fpecial  Occafions.  in  Child-Bed, 
or  by  very  weak  People;  or  in  Acute  Diilempers,-  wherein 
Purging  would  be  dangerous,  and  yet  the  Ufe  of  this  Water 
is  neceffary ;  it  fliould  be  begun  from  one  Ounce  to  three,? 
and  fo  increafc  daily  ’till  it  rife  from  three  to  five  Ounces, 
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and  this  four,  five,  or  fix  Times  a  Day,  at  near  equal  Dis¬ 
tances.  But  ilronger  Perfons  may  drink  larger  Lofes,  and 
feldomer ;  tho’  in  Fevers,  and  other  Acute  Difeafes,  the 
fmalleft  Dofes,  and  often  admimftred,  (having  always  due 
Regard  to  its  Operation)  are  moft  beneficial ;  as  an  Ounce 
each  Hour,  but  for  an  Alterative,  the  Dole  at  Bed-Time 
ihouid  always  be  the  larged,  for  the  Reafon  before. 

VI.  The  Time  ncceffary  for  a  regular  Courfe  muft  be 
determined  from  the  Cafe  in  which  it  is  wanted.  If  it  is 
intended  to  cure  Bleedings,  a  bloody  Flux,  a  Loofenefs  and 
the  like,  lefs  Time  will  do,  as  a  Fortnight  or  three  Weeks ; 
but  even  in  tilde,  a  longer  Time  may  be  requifite.  To  re- 
Itore  the  due  Tone  of  the  relaxed  Parts,  or  the  Vigour  of  the 
broken  Vclfels,  if  for  the  King’s-Evil,  or  cbftinate  Ulcers, 
or  fcrophulous  Inhumations  of  the  Eyes,  or  long  congefted 
Humours,  C57.  it  will  require  three,  four  or  five  Months. 
In  fcrophulous  or  fcorbutic  Hedlics  or  Atrophies,  wherein 
the  Body  has  been  emaciated,  its  Fluids  drained  or  greatly 
vitiated,  it  mult  have  Time,  to  produce  its  Effects. 

VII.  The  Place  to  drink  it  to  moft  Advantage,  is  cer¬ 
tainly  at  the  Spaw  ;  for  tho'  the  Circumftunces,  Inconveni¬ 
ence,  Ulnels,  Weaknefs,  Diftancc,  muft  hinder  many  from 
coming  there,  they  may  yet  receive  great  Benefit  from  it ; 
and  tho’ the  Water  retains  its  Virtues  beyond  moft  others, 
either  for  Carriage  or  Exportation,  yet  Re  fon  and  Obfcrva- 
tton  demonftrate  the  fuperior  Advantage  of  drinking  it  at  its 
Source  ;  where  it  is  clear  and  fparkling,  not  whitifh  and 
muddy,  from  its  many  and  plentiful  Mineral  Ingredients. 
At  the  Well  it’s  more  eafy  and  lighter  to  the  Stomach, 
and  fooner  thrown  through  the  feveral  Diftributions  of  Na¬ 
ture,  confequcntly  better  promotes  Appetite,  Digcftion, 
and  Cheerfulnels,  and  effefts  its  healing  Intentions  iooner. 

VIII.  As  to  the  Operations  of  the  Water,  it’s  a  moft  povv  - 
erful,  fafe  and  beneficial  Diuretic,  hence  its  furprizing  Suc- 
cefs  in  Bloated,  Cacochymic,  Cachectic  and  Afcitous  Habits, 
in  which  it  feldom  purges  after  the  firft  few  Days,  yet  cures, 
by  educing  plenty  of  Urine  and  Bracing.  It  moftly  purges 
briilly  at  the  Spaw,  but  not  io  fmartly  and  certainly 
at  a  Diilance  ;  and  tho’  it  be  often  nauleous  at  firft,  yet  that 
Effect  ceafes  loon  in  moft,  and  ever  produces  Appetite  and 
.good  Spirits.  Some  have  found  it  a  good  Sudorific ;  in 

others 
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others  it  hath  been  followed  by  a  Loathing  of  all  Kind  of 
Liquors  ’till  near  Night,  but  yet  foon  paffes  both  Stomach 
and  Body.  It  has  not  been  given  to  fucking  Children,  be 
caufe  it  would  curddle  the  Milk  on  their  Stomach ;  other  Chil¬ 
dren  have  frequently  ufed  it,  and  even  Women  in  Child- 
Bed,  when  neceflary. 

IX.  The  Nature  of  the  Water,  together  with  the  imme¬ 
diate  Advantage  propofed  from  it,  eafily  point  out  the  Diet 
of  the  Drinkers,  which  mull  ever  confpire  and  coincide  with 
their  Intention  in  uling  it ;  for  if  taken  as  a  Cooler,  the  Diet 
mull  be  fel edited  in  the  fame  View,  and  fo  in  all  other  Cafes, 
as  fuch  a  Concurrence  will  much  contribute  to  its  Succefs. 
In  the  general,  Ale,  Drams,  and  Flefh-Suppers  are  unad- 
vifeable  ;  for  considering  that  fome  Portion  of  the  Water 
mull  be  drank  at  Bed-Time,  a  Supper  of  eafy  quick  Digef- 
tion  is  to  be  preferred.  The  Water  fhould  then  be  drank 
tepid ;  for  if  cold,  it  quickly  goes  off  by  Urine,  difturbs 
their  Reft,  and  lies  not  in  the  Blood  to  anfwer  the  End. 
Thofe  Foods  are  very  improper,  which  pall,  weaken,  or 
cool  the  Stomach ;  relax  or  make  fluggifh  the  Veflels  and 
Solids,  or  render  the  Juices  thick,  fizey,  grumous  or  flimy  ; 
or  generate,  inftead  of  opening  Obftruflions,  as  Gee'fc, 
Mufhrooms,  Melons,  cold  Salads,  Cheefe,  Pork,  Eels, 
Bacon,  Peafe,  Beans,  or  other  leguminous,  flatulent  or  flimy 
Foods.  A  Diet  muft  be  chofen  that  affords  good  and  whole- 
fome  Food  to  the  Body,  but  not  to  the  Difeafe  ;  fuch  are  but 
ill  appropriated  to.  the  Cure  of  congefted  Tumours,  King’s- 
Evil,  caco-ectic  Ulcers,  chronic  .  Agues,  &c.  Nor  do 
Gruels,  Pudding,  and  fuch  light  Stuff  promife  any  great 
Matter  in  Atrophies  without  a  Fever  ;  the  above  forbidden 
Diet  fuits  them  beft.  Otherwife,  in  general,  there  need  be  no 
llrifl  Limitations  as  to  the  Kind  of  Diet,  provided  it  be  not 
obvioufly  injurious  in  the  Diftemper,  or  difagreeable  to  the 
Loniiitution  or  Stomach.  As  to  the  Time  of  Diet,  Break- 
taft  at  Nine  o’Clock,  dine  at  One,  and  fup  at  Six  or  Seven 
*t  fartheft  ;  go  to  Bed  about  Ten,  rife  at  Six  or  between  that 
tnd  Seven  at  longeft.  Avoid  all  Paflions,  Care,  Concerns 
or  Hurries  of  Buftnefs,  and  Penfivenefs ;  let  the  Mind  be 
compofed,  unruffled,  ferene,  chearful  and  pleafant.  On 
the  whole  Wine  is  preferable  to  Malt  Liquors,  red  Wine  is 
better  than  white,  and  Wine  and  Water  to  Meats,  or  fine 
w ell -made  Table-Beer  of  a  right  Age  ;  nor  will  it  be  amifs 
Ter  the  Water  has  been  drank  fome  Days,  to  drink  a  little 
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(mall  Punch  at  Night,  now  and  then,  to  promote  the  D3 
charge  by  Urine,  and  warm  the  Body  :  For  this  requires 
moderate  warming  Glafs  at  Dinner  and  Supper,  to  exhil; 
rate,  warm,  and  promote  Digeftion,  as  well  as  help  to  i 
vigorate  and  brace.  Avoid  Afternoon  Slumbers,  foggy,  col 
rainy,  llormy  moift  Air,  all  Raking  and  Revelling. 


X.  Exerc;fe  miift  be  ufed,  but  yet  with  Moderation  ;  f 
as  the  Water  is  fo  powerful  a  Diuretic,  it  may  be  apt  to  ps 
off  too  foon,  without  mixing  with  the  Blood,  which  is  tl 
great  Ufe  of  the  tepid  Dofe  at  Bed-Time.  Riding,  or  ge 
tie  eafy  Walking  in  the  Morning  ;  after  Dinner,  Riding 
cafy  Walking  out  are  proper,  if  they  do  not  fatigue  ai 
caufe  Sweating  ;  in  the  Houfe  have  chearful  Conve 
lation,  innocent  Recreations,  Amufements  and  Diverfions 

t 

Having  thus  refolved  the  Subject  of  tjiis  EBay  into  i 
firft  Principles,  and  examined  them  apart ;  having  deduc< 
their  general  Ufe,  and  recommended  the  beft  Method 
Application  ;  having  conftdered  the  medical  Intentions 
this  excellent  Compofttion,  and  pointed  out  fome  of  t] 
Tribe  of  Difeafes  againft;  which  it  extends  its  friendly  Aic 
it’s  now  Time  to  give  fome  Inftances  of  its  Succefs,  whi< 
may  verify  the  Promifes  it  makes  ;  which  Inftances  may  1 
depended  on  for  their  Veracity  and  Accuracy,  and  a 
deliver’d  in  the  moft  limple  and  modeft  Terms  of  Narr 
tion.  Many  more  Inftances  might  have  been  produce 
not  lefs  numerous  or  lpfs  perfect  than  thefe,  but  they  wou' 
have  fwelled  this  EBay  beyond  the  intended  Bounds. 


CHAP.  IV. 


fJtfon'es  of  the  Effects  of  thf  Water. 


Of  Hemorrhages  or  Bleedings,  alone,  or  complicate 
with  fever al  other  Diforders ; 


Cachexy,  Cough ,  Fever ,  Hoarfnefs,  Spitting  of  Bloc 

Af  htnas,  Dropfy. 

MR.  IV.  M,  of  a  Habit  naturally  thin  and  heftic; 

tho’  exceeding  temperate,  after  the  great  Storm 
i  740,  was  affe&ed  with  a  moft  violent  and  exceftive  Coug 
(allotted  by  great  Difficulty  pf  Breathing,  for  fome  Monti 
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in  Harveft  he  fpit  Blood,  had  an  Acute  He&ic,  and  profufe 
Night  Sweats,  was  reduced  to  a  Skeleton,  and  hopelefs  of 
Refpite ;  when  he  was  directed  to  this  Water,  which  from 
the  Quantity  of  a  Quart  to  three  Pints  daily,  for  fome 
Months,  wholly  removed  his  Spitting  of  Blood,  and  Col¬ 
liquative  Sweats,  and  greatly  abated  all  his  other  Symp¬ 
toms  ;  in  March  indeed  one  of  his  Tefticles  fwelled,  but  it 
foon  went  off,  and  had  no  ill  Confequences. 

A  worthy  Lady,  who  was  confined  during  the  Winter  to 
her  Room,  by  a  perpetual  Cough,  conftant  Afthma,  and 
Swelling  in  her  Legs  and  Feet,  early  in  the  Spring  applied 
to  this  Water,  and  with  fuch  Succefs,  that  in  a  few  Weeks 
{he  was  reftored  to  Health, 

Vomiting  and  Purging  black  Pile  and  Blood. 

J.  M.  a  very  fober,  but  tender  Man,  in  March,  being- 
Abroad,  was  fuddenly  feized  with  a  Fainting  Sicknefs, 
after  which  he  vomited  an  incredible  Quantity  of  thick, 
black  Bile,  and  prefently  difcharged  plentifully  of  the  fame 
by  Stool ;  three  Hours  after  he  threw  up  and  purged  much 
Blood,  with  fome  Bile  intermix’d ;  he  was  exceeding  faint, 
and  had  a  low  irregular  Pulfe  ;  being  ordered  to  drink  the 
Water  in  fmall  Dofes,  and  often,  which  cooled,  refrefhed 
and  purged  him :  He  continued  to  difcharge  Bile,  chiefly 
downwards,  for  fome  Days ;  but  in  a  Week’s  Time  he  was 
reftored  to  Health,  tho’  neceflarily  weak, 

Vertigo ,  and  Vomit  big  of  Blood. 

Mr  W.  y.  an  Officer,  a  lively,  brisk  Gentleman,  of  a  vi¬ 
gorous  fanguine  Conftitution,  in  April ,  was  feized  with  an 
unufual  Dulnefs,  frequent  Swimmings  in  his  Head,  and  vo¬ 
miting  Blood.  He  was  bled  freely,  took  an  Elettuary  of  the 
Bark,  and  Diacodium,  yet  his  Haemorrhage  often  returned  ; 
he  then  bbgan  a  Courie  of  Holt  Water,  drank  a  Bottle  a  Day, 
not  with  ftridt  Regularity  perhaps,  nor  the  propereft  Regi¬ 
men,  yet  it  cured  him  perfe&ly  and  foon. 

Peripneumonia ,  Slow  Fever,  and  Spitting  of  Blood. 

Mr  W.  B.  a  free  and  generous  Liver,  in  April,  fell  into  a 
feripneumonic  Fever,  with  a  Cough,  and  Spitting  of  Blood  ; 

he 
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he  was  let  Blood,  took  proper  Pe&orals,  Saline  Draughts, 
and  the  Bark,  but  in  vain,  for  all  his  Symptoms  continued. 
He  at  laft  drank  the  Water,  which  in  three  Weeks  perfectly 
reftored  him. 

Vomited  and  Purged  Blood  exceJfively,from  uftig  Mercurials. 

4 

Mr  W.  D.  a  chearful,  temperate  Perfon,  aged  63  Years, 
of  a  Corpulent  Habit,  and  Sanguine  Complexion,  having 
had  fome  Cutaneous  Diforder,  ufed  Mercurial  Ointments, 
with  proper  Intervals,  which  falivated  him  fame  Weeks ; 
he  recovered  in  June ,  wdthout  Fever  or  Sicknefs,  but  foon  fell 
into  a  conftant  draining  of  Blood  from  his  Mouth,  both  Night 
and  Day.  He  inadvertently  fwallowed  the  greateft  Part  of 
it,  tho’  every  Morning  the  Linen  he  lay  in  was  covered  with 
Blood  too;  two  Days  after  he  had  black,  ropy  Stools,  and, 
June  10,  pafied  that  Way  a  furprifmg  Quantity  of  frefh 
Venal  Blood,  which  was  repeated  for  thirteen  Days. 
During  this  Time,  five  or  lix  Afternoons  fucccfiively,  he  vo¬ 
mited  a.prodigious  deal  of  Blood,  Part  frelh,  Part  coagulated, 
yet  the  Drilling  at  the  Mouth  was  not  diminilhed.  Thefe 
Difcharges  were  as  foetid  as  in  the  Height  of  a  ftrong  Saliva¬ 
tion  ;  he  became  exceeding  pale,  fick,  and  faint  ;  felt  an  op- 
preffive  Pain  in  his  Stomach,  from  the  coagulated  Blood 
lodged  there.  On  the  1  3th,  he  was  bled  in  the  Arm,  yet  the 
Rivulet  from  his  Mouth  continued  ;  when  he  began  to 
drink  Holt  Water,  and  befides  his  Morning  Bottle  took  three 
or  four  Ounces  feveral  Times  in  the  Day,  his  Haemorrhages 
immediately  leflened,  and,  by  the  17th,  hopped.  The 
Quantities  requifite  purged  him  briskly,  and  by  thefe  Eva¬ 
cuations  he  wras  brought  very  low,  had  Tinglings  in  his  Ears, 
dim  Sight,  a  cadaverous  Look,  and  Faintings  ;  he  took  a  few 
Spoonfuls  of  a  Cordial  Mixture,  with  fome  Drops  of  Pin  ft. 
Mirab.  aifo  a  little  Rhubarb,  and  hill  ufed  the  Water  as- an 
Alterative  ;  drank  a  Bottle  a  Day  for  a  Month ;  all  his  Symp¬ 
toms  entirely  vanilhed,  and  he  recovered  to  perfect  Sound- 
nets. 

Jaundice ,  recidivous  Spotted  Fever ,  and  Purging  of  Blood . 

Fhomas  Fox,  about  forty  Years  old,  a  free  Drinker,  after 
his  Recovery  from  the  late  Epidemic,  Putrid  Fever,  without 
Spots,  fell,  in  a  few  Days,  into  a  Kind  of  Jaundice,  relapfcd 
into  the  Fever,  and  then  was  covered  over  with  fmall,  round* 

purplei% 
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purpleifh  Spots ;  the  4th  Day  he  had  violent  Purgings  of  pure 
Blood;  he  was  put  upon  drinking  the  Water  warm  freely, 
which  in  fourteen  Hours  hopped  the  Blood,  and  turned  the 
Stools  of  a  red  Lee  ;  the  6th  Day  he  drank  a  Bottle,  which 
purged  him,  took  off  the  Colour  of  the  Faeces,  the  Diarrhea, 
and  the  Spots  ;  the  Fever  too  in  a  few  Days  left  him,  and  he 
is  now  perfectly  well. 

Spotted  Fever,  Loofenefs ,  and  Blood- Purging. 

A  Gentlewoman,  aged  2  5  Years,  of  a  ftrong  Conftitu- 
tion,  and  frefh  Look,  was  feized  with  the  above  Epidemic 
Fever,  in  all  its  ufual  Symptoms  ;  and,  in  a  few  Hours  after, 
with  a  violent  Diarrhea,  which,  in  fix  Hours  more,  turn¬ 
ed  to  a  profufe  Bloody  Flux  :  Each  Time  fhe  went  to  ftool, 
fhe  difcharged  forne  Ounces  of  pure  Blood-  This,  continu¬ 
ing  twelve  Hours,  brought  her  very  low,  with  dangerous  fick 
Fits  and  a  poor  low  Pulfe.  She  loft  a  little  Blood  at  the  Arm, 
and  took  three  Ounces  of  warm  Holt  Water,  with  half  an 
Ounce  of  Diacodium  ;  the  fame  Dofe  of  Water  alone  was  hour¬ 
ly  repeated,  and  the  Diacodium  fix  Hours  after,  and  in  eight- 
more  the  Haemorrhage  flopped  ;  tho’  a  moderate  Diarrhea 
continued  ’till  the  Crifis,  which  happened  the  the  7th  Day, 
fhe  recovered  perfectly.  The  Fever  was  neither  fo  dange¬ 
rous  nor  fo  long,  as  in  others.  All  who  had  this  Symptom 
before  the  fecond  Week  o £  September  (that  the  great  Rains 
came)  died.  Thefe,  and  the  following,  were  the  only  Per- 
fons  who  had  the  Water  given  them ;  it  not  being  before- 
thought  of. 

Spotted  Fever ,  Gripes ,  Fenefmus,  and  Blood- Purging. 

John  Hartley,  aged  33,  a  flender,  but  healthy  Man,  fell 
ill  of  the  fame  Fever,  December  5th;  on  the  10th,  he  had 
Gripings  in  the  Bowels,  and  a  fevere  Tenefmus,  parged  great 
Quantities  of  Blood,  with  intolerable  Pain  ;  he  was  ordered 
to  have  an  Ounce  of  Diacodium  in  a’  Quart  of  this  Water, 
and  to  drink  three  Ounces  of  it  warm  every  Hour  .  It  pur¬ 
ged  him  fmartly,  flopped  the  Blood,  took  off  his  Pain,  Thirft, 
and  foon  his  Fever  too,  and  he  recovered  quickly. 

Hedlic,  Diarrhea ,  Blood-Purging ,  Confumption . 

A  Gentleman,  aged  24,  complained,  in  July  laft,  for  fome 
Time,  of  a  Naufea,  Pain  of  the  Head,  and  univerfal  Laffitude, 

followed 
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followed  by  a  Diarrhea,  which  he,  in  vain,  endeavoured  tf 
remedy  by  roafted  Rhubarb  ;  at  length  he  paficd  Tome  Blood 
with  his  Stools,  which  foon  encreafed  to  four  or  five  Ounces 
at  a  Time  ;  his.Naufea  continued,  and,  upon  drinking  any 
Thing,  Bilious  Vomitings  enfued  ;  and  a  Dofe  of  Ipecacuanha 
checked  his  Diarrhea,  and  relieved  his  Stomach,  but  his 
Symptoms  foon  returned  again  ;  an  Aftringent  Electuary* 
with  a  Stomachic  Deco&ion,  flopped  his  Flux,  but  intolera¬ 
bly  increafed  the  Pain  of  his  Head;  a  Lenitive  applied  eafed 
his  Head  and  Stomach,  but  then  his  bloody  Stools  returned  $ 
he  Was  quite  emaciated,  his  Nights  were  bad,  his  Sweats 
profufe,  attended  with  other  Symptoms  of  a  Confumption  ; 
he  entered  on  a  Courfe  of  the  Water,  drank  a  Pint  a  Day, 
as  an  Alterative,  for  four  Days,  which  encreafed  his  Loofe- 
nefs  at  firfl,  yet  the  fifth  Day  he  enlarged  his  Dole,  and  in 
a  Week’s  Time  his  worfl  Symptons  all  left  him;  and,  be¬ 
fore  he  had  drank  a  Do2cn  Quarts,  he  was  fo  well  reflored* 
as  not  only  to  eat  and  ficep  with  Pleafure,  but  even  to  bear 
flrong  Exercife  on  Horfeback,-  or  on  Foot  ;  and,  in  three: 
Weeks  from  the  firfl  Drinking  the  Water,  he  acquired  a 
frelh  and  florid  Complexion. 

Blood- Purging  and  Diarrhea  after  S trial!- Pox,  Meafe's ,  and  a 

Slow  Fever. 

A  Gentleman’s  Son,  about  three  Year's  and  a  half  old* 
having  recovered  very  well  after  a  bad  Confluent  Small-Pox, 
fell  ill,  in  about  two  Months  after,  into  a  flow  feverifh 
Diforder,  followed  by  a  Diarrhea,  with  fevere  Gripes,  large 
Stools  of  feveral  Colours,  and  intolerably  feetid,  which* 
maugre  all  Rhubarbs,  Aflringents,  Opiates,  and  Balfamics,- 
came  to  bloody  Stools ;  he  was  put  upon  the  Alterative  Ufe 
of  the  Water,  an  Ounce  or  two  at  a  Time,  five  or  fix  Times 
a  Day  ;  it  purged  him  briskly,  flopped  the  Blood  in  thirty 
Hours,  and  in  fix  Days  reftored  him  to  Health  :  From  the 
Meafles,  in  O Bober  after,  he  recovered  well,  but  in  November 
rclapfed  to  his  former  Complaints ;  and  a  frefh  Application  to 
the  Water  did  not  fail,  in  a  few  Days,  to  re-eilablifh  his 
Health,  Strength,  and  Appetite. 

A  Blood  Flux  in  the  Son ,  and  Diarrhea  in  the  Father . 

t 

Another  Gentleman’s  Son,  of  about  fix  Years  old,  was, 
in  Oppofition  to  the  bell  ufual  Means,  reduced  very  loW, 

hi 
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in  a  Bloody  Flux,  and  confined  to  Bed ;  but,  upon  drinking 
this  Water,  in  the  Manner  above  preferibed,  fora  fe.w  Days, 
all  his  Complaints  were  happily  determined.  His  Father 
alfo  experienced  its  Efficacy,  foon  after,  in  a  violent  Loofe-. 
nefs,  which  it  cured  in  the  lame  Manner. 

Bleeding-Files,  from  habitual  Ufe  of  Aloes ;  Slozv  Fever,  He  Flic, 

Conjunction. 

A  young  Gentlewoman,  who  had  for  fome  Years  laboured 
under  an  habitual  Coftivenefs,  applied  to  Aloes  ;  which,  in- 
itead  of  relieving  her,  in  fome  Months  brought  on  the 
Bleeding  Piles ;  thefe  gradually  weakened  and  emaciated 
her,  and  perfedlly  dilfolved  her  Blood  ;  Ihe  then  fell  into  a' 
tedious,  dangerous  Slow  Fever,  with  many  very  bad  Symp¬ 
toms,  from  which  Die  was,  with  great  Labour  and  Difficulty, 
reflorcd  ;  but  being  left  weak  and  hedlical,  fhe  began  a 
Courfeof  Affes  Milk  with  Teftaceous  Powders,  which  very- 
little  abated  her  Heflic,  and  brought  on  again  her  Coftive^ 
nefs  ;  when  fhe  was  directed  to  this  Water,  and  found  great 
Advantages  in  each  of  her  Complaints. 

A  Gentlewoman,  pretty  far  advanced  with  Child,  had 
the  Menfes  to  a  very  great  Excefs,  both  for  Time  and  Quan¬ 
tity,  which  weakened  her,  and  fo  thinned  the  Blood,  that  it 
would  fcarce  Lain  a  Handkerchief ;  her  Complexion  was 
pkle,  and  her  Pulfe  low,  and  the  Belly  very  collive.  Several 
eminent .  Phyficians  were  applied  to,  who  all  found  Means 
to  relieve  her  for  fome  Days,  after  which  the  Haemorrhage 
returned  with  its  former  Violence  and  Profufion  ;  fhe  at 
length  refolved  upon  a  Courfe  of  the  Water,  in  the  Alterative 
Form,  but  it  made  her  exceeding  fick,  wherefore  fhe  was 
advifed  to  ufe  it  thus,  R.  Aqu.  de  N evil- Holt,  Unc.  ii.  et 
Dimid.  Cinam.  Hord.  Unc.  i.  Cinam.  Fort.  Drachsn.  ii. 
Confcdl.  Raleigh.  Scrap.  i.  M.  This  fhe  did  four  or  five 
Times  a  Day,  ’till  the  plain  Water  agreed  with  her,  which 
not  only  abated  her  Symptoms,  but  prepared  her  quickly 
for  taking  the  plain  Water  in  large  Quantities,  which  in 
Time  wholly  removed  them. 

Cough,  Spitting,  and  Hectic,  from  excejfwe  Bleeding  at  the  Nofe, 

Mr  D - e  having  a  long  Time  had  frequent  Haemor¬ 

rhage-'  at  his  Nofe,  for  which  he  was  under  the  Care  of  two 

G  Phyfi* 
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Phyficians,  butmaugre  all  their  Art,  was  reduced  very  thin, 

1  ow,  weak,  and  pale,  with  a  great  Cough,  Spitting,  Hettic, 
lAc.  being  advifed  to  this  Water,  drank  five  Dozen  of  it ;  and 
was  entirely  reilored  to  a  healthy,  ftrong,  full  Habit  of 
Body,  and  his  Bleeding  and  other  Symptoms  cured. 

Menfes  excejjtve *  at  fifty-nine  Tears  ofi  Age.

D.  S.  A  poor  Woman,  near  fifty-nine  Years  old,  came  to 
me  in  March  laft,  fhc  had  been  troubled  with  a  Redundancy 
of  the  Menflrual  Flux  for  eight  Weeks,  as  fhe  expreffcd  it. 
For  the  Space  of  a  Month  together  fhe  had  an  excefhve  Quan¬ 
tity  ;  they  ceafed  for  about  a  Fortnight,  and  then  returned  as 
before.  She  was  affiided  with  a  Lightnefs  in  her  Head,  and 
a  Beating  in  her  Ears,  which  fhe  compared  to  the  Sound  of  a 
Pair  of  Bellows  ;  was  of  a  Coilive  Habit,  and  liable  to  the 
Piles.  I  advifed  her  to  drink  half  a  Pint  of  Neznl-Ho/t  Water 
every  Night  and  Morning.  Two  Days  after,  a  Neighbour  of 
hers  came  to  acquaint  me  that  the  Water  agreed  very  well 
with  her,  but  the  Flux  ftill  continued.  In  the  Afternoon  the 
Patient  came  herfelf,  and  told  me,  that  foon  after  file  had 
lent  the  former  Meffenger,  file .  was  feized  with  a  violent 
Chillnefs,  towards  the  Bottom  Part  of  the  Abdomen,  fucceed* 
ed  by  a  Loofenefs  ;  afterwards  fhe  was  much  better,  and  the 
Flux  ceafcd.  I  ordered  her  to  perfiil  in  the  Ufe  of  the  Wa¬ 
ter,  arid,  as  fire  complained  of  its  Chillnefs,  to  mix  a  fmall 
Quantity  of  Brandy  in  each  Dofe,  which  accordingly  fhe 
did;  fhe  had  no  more  of  the  Chillnefs,  and  after  drinking  the 
Quantity  of  a  Gallon,  in  the  Manner  abovementioned,  was 
quite  recovered.  While  fhe  drank  it,  had  a  good  Appetite, 
and  her  Coftivenefs  was  entirely  removed.

During  the  Prevalency  of  the  Putrid  Fever,  in  1-741,  ; 
poor  Woman,  near  the  Height  of  the  Fever,  was  deliverec 
of  a  Child  ;  and  fell  into  fuch  a  violent  Flooding  diredlly 
that  the  Blood  ran  through  the  Cloths  and  Bed,  and  ftooc 
on  the  Floor  ;  when  Aflringents,  Styptics  and  Opiates  al 
failed,  fhe  was  put  on  the  Ufe  of  this  Water  three  or  fou 
Ounces  every  Hour  ;  it  ftopt  the  Flooding  in  a  few  Hours 
purged  her  feverely,  fhe  did  very  well,  and  recovered  fooi 
of  the  Fever.  And  in  feveral  Bleedings  at  the  Nofe,  b 
Stool  or  Uterus,  in  this  Fever,  when  all  other  Method 

failed 
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Fuiled,  that  an  ingenious  Surgeon  and  Apothecary  could 
excogitate,  he  fled  to  the  Ufe  of  this  Water  for  his  Patients, 
as  his  Dernier  Refort,  and  it  never  failed  his  Expeftation  ; 
tho’  many  others  died  of  this  Symptom,  yet  none  that  ufed 
this  Water  died  either  of  the  Hemorrhages  or  Fever ;  yet 
it  purged  brifkly,  being  given  in  larger  Quantities  in  that 
defperate  Cafe  ;  and  at  the  fame  Time  all  other  Purges 
were  fatal. 

The  EfFedft  this  Water  had  on  a  Clergyman’s  Lady,  is 
really  wonderful.  I  (hall  give  it,  very  unformally,  in  the 
Words  I  had  it  from  her  Sifter  ;  who  alfo  promifed  me  an 
Account  under  her  Hufband’s  Hand,  but  I  never  got  it. 
She  was  feized  with  a  molt  violent  diftrading  Pain  of  her 
Head,  which  made  her  quite  outragious,  took  away  not  only 
her  Appetite,  but  deprived  her  of  all  Reft,  even  Slumbers ; 
the  terrible  Moans  or  Shrieks  were  feldom  out  of  her 
Mouth  ;  fuch  were  her  Agonies,  no  Miniftration  or  Appli¬ 
cation  of  Medicines  Evacuant  or  Alterative,  Internal  or 
External,  were  of  the  leaft  Benefit  to  her ;  when  the  had 
been  detained  bed-rid,  a  long  Time  in  this  miferable  Condi¬ 
tion,  it  fell  on  her  Eyes,  with  the  like  intolerable  Torments, 
and  almoft  took  away  her  Sight ;  then  it  fell  on  the  whole 
Habit,  and  became  a  Rheumatifm,  which  almoft  wore  her 
out  with  perpetual  intolerable  Pain,  which  contraded  and 
almoft  diftorted  feveral  of  her  Joints ;  in  this  Condition, 
from  firft  to  laft,  fhe  continued  feveral  Years,  no  Courfes  of 
Medicine,  prefcribed  by  eminent  Phyflcians,  profiting  any 
Thing  at  all,  even  fo  much  as  to  relieve  the  Symptoms ; 
’till  a  judicious  Surgeon  was  called  in,  who  examining  what 
had  been  done,  and  finding  that  nothing  could  be  added 
from  Medicine,  ordered  her  to  drink  this  Water  daily, 
tnaking  it  a  little  tepid,  and  uling  it  five  or  fix  Times  a  Day 
as  an  Alterative  ;  fhe  followed  his  Advice,  and  was  wholly 
recovered  from  her  Pains,  reftored  to  her  Sight,  and  became 
quite  ftraight  again  ;  but  (he  drank  it  three  whole  Summers; 
and  it  was  all  carried  Home  to  her. 

This  Water  is  juftly  placed  at  the  Head  of  Anti-Inflamma¬ 
tory  Medicines  ;  where  the  neceflary  Difcharges  are  duly 
made,  it  exceeds  every  Remedy  yet  known  in  Pra&ice,  for 
removing  all  the  remaining  Symptoms,  and  reftoring  a 
Degree  of  Health  and  Cheerfulnefs  peculiar  to  itfelf,  and  in 
which  it  has  no  Rival  nor  Superior.  In  Haemorrhages  from 
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a  too  great  Fullnefs  of  Blood,  Inflammations,  outward  Acci 
dents,  Bilioufnefs  or  Sharpnefs  of  the  Blood,  it  fearc< 
ever  fails  to  cure  ;  yet  in  old  habitual  frequent  Eructations 
it  does  not  fucceed  lb  well,  tho’  it  perform  a  prefent  Cure  . 
it's  often  only  palliative,  yet  it  gives  a  longer  and  mors 
favourable  Truce  in  this  Cafe,  than  any  other  Medicine, 
and  affords  more  friendly  Opportunities  for  exerting  the 
Phyfician’s  Skill.  In  fpitting  or  vomiting  of  Blood,  from 
the  Lungs,  it’s  advifeable  to  ufe  PeCtorals  along  with  the 
Water  and  after  it,  as  Sperma  Ceti,  or  Balfam  of  Lucatellus, 
In  Bleedings  by  Stool,  it  is  proper  to  ufe  a  ftrong  Solution 
of  Gum  Arabic. 

Of  the  King's-Evil. 

Of  an  Hereditary  Evil. 

A  Boy  about  Ten  Years  old,  had  derived  an  Hereditary 
Scrophula  from  his  Parents,  which  appeared  in  Swellings 
and  Ulcerations,  and  thefe  brought  on  Heftical  Symptoms ; 
he  drank  the  Water  five  or  fix  Weeks,  with  the  happieft  Event, 
and  gotfoon  well  enough  to  go  to  the  Dancing  School, 
tho'  the  Ulcers  of  his  Arm  and  Leg  were  not  quite  dried 
up. 

Ex’il  in  the  Parotid  Glands. 

A  Woman,  aged  thirty-five,  ufed  the  Water  for  Swellings 
of  the  forementioned  Kind,  on  the  Parotid  Glands,  whereby 
they  fell  prettv  much  in  a  few  Weeks :  But  had  both  thefe 
Jail  ufed  the  Waters  regularly,  for  fome  Months,  at  the 
Place,  a  far  more  perfeff  Succefs  might  have  been  expeCled, 
if  there  were  no  Carious  Bones  to  prevent  it. 

An  Hereditary  objlinate  Evil.

A  Gentlewoman,  agedabout  twenty-five  Years,  of  a  Family 
where  the  King's-Evil  was  conffitutional  to  them,  had  her- 
felf  Struma’s  frequently  in  different  Parts  of  her  Body  ;  and 
hid  as  often  taken  Mercury,  Deobfcruents,  and  Antilcor- 
butics,  by  the  Advice  of  two  Phyficians,  but  in  Yhiin.  She 
called  in  a  third,  who  preferibed  the  befl  Mercurial  and 
Antimonial  Medicines,  with  three  half  Pints  of  Holt-Water 
daily,  for  a  Month  ;  Die  foon  grew  weary  of  the  Medicines, 
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but  kept  to  the  Water  a  Month  longer,  and  encreafed  her 
Dole,  the  Struma's  loofened  gradually,  and  fhe  is  now  quite 
cured. 

On  the  Neck  and  Chin  ; 

A  Girl  about  eighteen,  who  had  Scrophulous  Tumours 
about  her  Neck  and  Chin,  which  ulcerated  and  broke  in 
feveral  Places,  was,  by  about  four  Dozen  Bottles  of  this 
Water,  compleatly  cured  in  fix  W eeks. 

Neck,  Armpit ,  Arm,  Eye  and  He  flic. 

A  young  Gentlewoman  of  a  tender,  lickly  Conflitution, 
had  a  Struma  on  the  Side  of  her  Neck,  and  .lince  then  a 
fmall  one  appeared  under  the  Armpit,  on  the  oppolite  Side  ; 
at  length  came  a  Pain  behind  the  fame  Shoulder,  for  which 
a  Blifter  was  applied  to  the  Neck,  which  relieved  the  Shoul¬ 
der,  but  fhifted  the  Pain  to  the  Arm  where  the  Swelling 
at  lafl  broke,  and  at  firlt  difeharged  laudable  Matter,  but 
afterwards  turned  to  a  red  Lee ;  fhe  applied  to  the  Water 
near  the  Spazu ,  in  June ,  fhe  had  then  a  frightful  Swelling 
over  one  Eye,  which  threatned  both,  being  very  obftinate  ; 
in  five  Weeks  Ufe  of  the  Water  the  Lividnefs  of  the  Swel¬ 
lings  difappear’d,  the  Ulcer  difeharged  good  Matter,  fhe 
drank  it  nine  Weeks  longer,  and  acquired  a  better  Conftitu- 
tion  than  fhe  ever  had  before. 

A  Scrophulous  Inflammation  of  the  Eyes. 

A  Gentlewoman,  aged  about  fifty-two,  of  a  very  meagre 
thin  Habit  of  Body,  was  liable  to  Hyfterics,  a  Scrophulous 
Inflammation  of  the  Eyes,  and  had  often  fmall  Fevers.  In 
March ,  the  Diforder  ofher  Eyes  returned  in  a  far  more  vio¬ 
lent  Manner  than  ever  fhe  had  felt  before  ;  fhe  called  a  Phy- 
fician  who  ordered  the  moil  proper  and  neceffajry  Evacua¬ 
tions,  with  the  Antiphlogiftic  Method  Internal  and  External, 
which  were  purfued  in  Vain  ’till  June  after,  that  the  for¬ 
mer  Phyfician  was  difmiffed,  and  another  called  in,  who 
found  her  moftly  confined  to  Bed  in  a  quite  dark  Room  ;  fhe 
had  a  quick,  fmall  Pulfe,  a  little  thirfty,  Tongue  white. 
Urine  fometimes  clear  like  Water,  other  Times  of  a  citrine 
Colour,  with  a  fmall  Cloud  in  the  Middle,  or  near  the 
Top;  the  Pain  of  her  Eyes  was  paft  enduring*  it  fcarce 
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Suffered  her  to  have  any  Sleep,  nor  could  flic  bear  the  lead 
Glimmering  of  Light,  without  undergoing  the  greateft 
Agonies,  tho1  her  Eye-Lids  were  fo  diftended  and  (welled 
that  they  had  been  fome  Time  paft  inseparable,  and  flood 
out  like  two  Segments  of  Circles,  and  hung  down  to  the 
Cheeks  when  the  Body  was  eredted,  yet  clear  and  transpa¬ 
rent  as  Bladders  of  Water.  She  was  immediately  ordered  a 
Dofe  of  Glauber  s  Salts  to  cool  and  cleanfe  the  firfl  Paflages ; 
then  a  proper  Regimen,  and  three  half  Pints  of  Nevil-Holt 
to  be  drank  every  Day  with  two  Ounces  of  the  beft  Syrup 
of  Violets,  or  of  pale  Rofes,  and  two  Drachms  of  fweet 
Spirit  of  Nitre  mixt,  and  fome  Cooling  Emollient  Cam¬ 
phorated  Cataplafms  were  applied  to  the  Eyes.  The  Swel¬ 
ling  fettled  in  a  few  Days,  the  Eye-Lids  were  opened,  and 
the  Eyes  appeared  Swelled  and  highly  inflamed,  like  mere' 
Clots  of  Blood  ;  Ihe  .continued  the  Water  with  now  and  then 
a  fit  Purge  between  Times,  and  in  fix  Weeks  got  quite 
well  ;  but  ftill  tender-eyed. 

An  objlinate  Inf  animation  of  the  Eyes. 

A  young  Lady  of  about  twenty  Years  of  Age,  fell  into  a 
terrible  Ophthalmia,  which  not  only  confined  her  to  her 
Room  made  quite  dark,  but  threatned  her  with  total  Lofs  of 
Sight;  the  Severity  of  the  Pain  deprived  her  of  Sleep, 
and  occafioned  a  Head-Ach  ;  (lie  lofl  her  Appetite  and  Di- 
geiHort,  her  Eye-Lids  were  not  Swelled,  nor  did  her  Eyes 
water,  but  were  dry,  and  flout  up  with  a  thick,  tough  Mucus  ; 
flic  was  let  blood,  bliftered,  had  Several  Purges  with  Calo¬ 
mel;  had  Women’s  Milk  put  into  her  Eyes,  and  Linen 
Rags,  Several  Times  folded,  dipt  in  Women’s  Milk  and  laid 
on  her  Eyes  all  Night ;  Poultices  of  rotten  or  roafted  Apples  ; 
and  Mucilages  of  Flea  Bane  and  Quince  Seeds,  or  of  Con¬ 
serve  of  Rofes  and  Mucilage  or  Milk  were  applied.  Drank 
cooling  nitred  Drinks,  but  all  were  in  vain.  After  long 
Torment,  Fear  and  Mifery,  fhe  was  advifed  to  this  Water. 
She  was  let  Blood  freely  again,  and  upon  disappearing  of 
the  Menfes,  fhe  began  and  drank  daily  of  it  Seven  or  eight 
Times  a  Day,  about  a  Pint  and  a  Half.  In  few  Days  her 
Pain  and  Inflammation  abated,  her  Sleep  and  Appetite  re¬ 
turned,  and  flie  began  gradually  to  bear  the  Light  ;  in  three 
Weeks  fhe  got  out  of  the  Room,  and  foon  recovered,  but 
continued  to  drink  her  Water  a  Fortnight  every  Month. 
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?rom  a  Fall,  Spitting  and  Vomiting  of  Flood ;  He  flic ,  and  Evil. 

A  Phydcian’s  elded  Son,  of  eight  Years  old,  a  drone, 
prightly  Boy,  being  very  fond  of  Riding,  catched  and 
nounted  an  Afs  ;  it  ran  away  with  him,  he  fell,  got  a  Hurt 
n  his  Bread,  he  bled  profufely  at  the  Nofe  and  Mouth,  two 
lays  after  he  vomited  much  Blood,  and  fo  continued  feveral 
Days,  had  a  Cough  and  Pain  in  the  Bread,  then  followed  a 
mall  Hettic  ;  he  drank  this  Water  a  Week,  which  dop’d 
his  Bleeding,  eafed  his  Bread,  Cough,  and  Hedtic  ;  and  lo 
feemed  well  from  July  to  Ottober ,  when  a  fmall  Tumour 
appeared  under  his  left  Ear,  after  which  fprung  up  leveral 
others  behind  the  Ear,  and  towards  the  Jaw.  In  Winter, 
but  efpecially  in  the  Spring,  all  thefe  grew  much  larger ;  at 
the  fame  Time  crept  on  dowly,  and  almod  infenfibly,  a 
he&ic,  dry,  husky  Cough,  with  fometimes  profuie  Night- 
Sweats,  and  fometimes  a  Loofenefs  ;  his  Complexion,  from 
frefh  and  healthy,  turned  very  pale  and  white;  he  had  a  per¬ 
petual  Third,  very  quick  Pulfe,  white  Tongue,  Urine  high- 
colour’d,  and  when  let  dand  ’till  cold  let  fall  a-  very  large, 
white,  thick  Sediment,  or  rather  of  a  clayey  Colour.  He 
lod  all  Manner  of  Appetite  and  Digedion,  his  Sleep  was  very 
fmall,  and  with  Difficulty,  partly  from  his  Cough,  and  partly 
from  the  Pain  of  his  Neck  and  Fever.  Now,  the  fird  Swelling 
of  his  Neck  was  become  very  large,  fo  as  to  thrud  his  Plead 
upon  his  Right  Shoulder ;  it  was  alfo  incompreffibly  hard  ; 
and  he  was  very  weak.  His  Father  tried  all  Means,  both  by 
Internals  and  Externals,  to  difcufs  it  at  fird,  as  by  giving  of¬ 
ten  Calomel,  and  purging  it  off,  and  Calcined  Spunge ; 
vEthiops Mineral,  with  SpecificDiet-Drinks,  on  the  interme¬ 
diate  Days  ;  he  wasfiveTimes  blidered  ;  Difcuffive  Plaiders, 
and  Cataplafms,  were  long  ufed ;  but  all  availing  nothing, 
only  weakened  and  teazed  him  more  ;  he  then  attempted 
its  Suppuration  by  all  poffible  Means,  but  with  no  better 
Succefs.  His  Father’s  Bufmefs  calling  him  abroad  a  few 
Days,  in  May,  at  his  Return,  he  was  not  a  little  furprized  to 
find  his  Son  quite  blind,  and  in  the  utmod  racking  Agony  of 
Pain,  crying  out  Day  and  Night,  from  a  Serophulous  In¬ 
flammation  having  fallen  upon  his  Eyes,  whofe  Lids  were 
dwelled  and  hanging  down  on  his  Cheeks,  and  the  Eyes 
within  like  Mafies  of  coagulated  Blood  He  ufed  all  his 
Art  and  Difpatch  to  alleviate  this  Symptom,  by  Bleeding, 
Bli dering,  Cfr.  which  he  did,  but  the  Eyes  continued  dill 
inflamed  and  painful  ;  then  he  put  him  on  the  Ufe  of  Nevil- 
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Holt  Water,  but  it  was  too  rough  and  harfh,  and  his  Stoma* 
too  weak  to  bear  it,  for  it  made  him  lick  and  Vomit  if  ' 
tailed  it.  Then  he  had  a  very  llrong  Decoction  made 
Liquorice-Root,  Railins  of  the  Sun,  Figs,  Safiafra$-Woo 
Sarfaparilla-Root,  and  Pdaiden-Hair;  this,  after  a  Nigh: 
Infufion  in  warm  Water,  was  boiled  next  day  in  two  feve.i 
Waters,  then  were  both  the  ltrained  Liquors  put  togethe 
and  boiled  again  ’till  they  became  thickifh,  then  taken  c 
the  Fire ’till  cold,  and  fo  put  an  equal  Quantity  of  the  bell  ne 
Red  Wine  to  it;  ftirr’d  about,  and  put  in  clean,  dry  Bottle 
he  made  the  Bov  drink  daily  two  or  three  Tea-Cups  fu 
of  this  in  fix  Tea-Cups,  full  of  Ncinl-Holt  Water,  at  fever: 
Times  ;  and  every  Day  after  Dinner  and  Supper  gave  him 
Glafs  of  good  Red  Wine  ;  and  on  the  lower  Side  of  the  mo 
elevated  Part  of  the  Tumour  kept  on  a  perpetual  Blifte; 
He  kept  five  Months  to  this  plain,  fimple  Method  alone  ;  h 
was  perfectly  reilored  to  Health  and  Strength,  from  all  h: 
Diforders,  and  fo  has  continued  three  Years.  A  moil  unej 
peded  and  agreeably  furprifing  Cure.

Scropbulous  Smelling  on  the  Neck,  Chin,  and  Breajl ;  He£h 

from  Mercurials . 

A  young  Lady,  aged  about  fifteen  Years,  being  at  th 
Boarding-School,  had  many  Glands  on  her  Neck  began  t 
fwell  and  appear  ;  file  was  committed  to  proper  Hands  t< 
take  Care  of  her,  who  kept  her  along  while  to  a  Courfe  o 
the  moil  fuitable  and  promifing  Internals,  as  Mercuri¬ 
al  Purges,  Calcined  Spunge,TBthiops  Mineral,  Rhubarb,  t 
Decoclion  of  the  Woods  and  Specifics,  &  c.  But  all  proving 
in  vain,  the  Glands  being  Bill  more  tumified  and  harder 
flic  was  taken  home,  where  a  Salivation  was  propofed,  anc 
a  Phyfician  was  called  to  attend  her ;  he,  upon  Examination 
found  a  Multitude  ofthefe  Glands  fwellcd  from  the  Clavicle; 
or  Collar  Bones,  on  both  Sides,  up  to  the  Ears;  but  there 
was  a  Heap  of  the  largeft  and  hardeft  on  the  Left  Side.  She 
was  now  begun  to  be  a  little  hettical  by  Times,  but  no  Sign; 
of  any  Suppuration  ;  her  Appetite  was  flagged,  a  Salivation 
was  at  laft  concluded  improper,  both  as  its  Suecefs  Was  pre¬ 
carious,  it  feldom  fucceeding  ip  thofe  Cafes,  and  as  .it  fur¬ 
ther  relaxed  and  weakened  the  Body ;  for  tho’  the  Mercury 
does  thin  and  rarefy  the  Blood,  yet  it  invigorates  not,  nor 
braces  or  {Lengthens  the  V effels  and  Membranes ;  and  by 
.  ts  adding  to.  the  Momentum  and  Velocity,  of  the  Blood,  it 
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kindles  and  encreafesthe  Heftic,  (as  we  fee  in  ail  Fevers  at¬ 
tending  a  Salivation)  and  fo  contributes  not  a  little  to  the 
Danger.  It  was  then  determined  to  put  her  on  a  Courfe  of 
the  Nevil-Holt  Water  ;  but  its  eager,  harfh  and  rough  Tafte 
made  it  difagreeable  to  her  Stomach  ;  to  remedy  which,  the 
Line  Method  was  ufed  as  in  the  laft  Cafe,  only  to  the  Perio¬ 
ral,  Sudorific  Decoftioh,  or  thirt  ExtraCt,  to  make  it  keep  was 
added  fome  diftilled  Water,  or  a  little  Rum,  inftead  of  the 
Red  Wine  ;  and  fhe  drank  daily  of  it  thrice  a  Day,  and  at 
Night  anointed  the  Neck  with  an  Ointment  made  of  White 
Briony-Root  and  Fox-Gloves-Leaves,  Cfr,  and  once  a  Week 
had  a  Draftic  Purge  given  her  with  Calomel.  This  Courfe 
fhe  continued  for  fix  Months,  and  got  perfectly  well ;  but, 
upon  her  Recovery,  the  Menfes  (which  fhe  had  very  early) 
began  to  be  fcanty,  irregular,  and  Hop  ;  which  was  foon  fet 
right  byufingfome  fmall  Emenagogues. 

Univerfal  Scropkulotts  Habit. 

An  ingenious  young  Woman  at  her  Needle,  her  Hands 
being  ufed  to  fweat  much  at  Work,  fhe  at  lail  found  a  Me¬ 
thod  to  hinder  their  Sweating  ;  which  was,  every  now  and 
then,  as  they  began  to  fweat,  dipping  them  into  cold  Water 
new  drawn  from  the  Pump ;  this  foon  anfwered  the  End  ; 
but,  after  fome  Time,  the  little  Finger  of  the  Right  Hand 
fwelled  ;  the  Swelling  fhifted  firil  to  the  other  Fingers,  then 
to  the  Wrift,  fo  to  the  Arm,  then  it  removed  to  the  Ancle, 
Leg,  or  Knee  ;  and  fo  went  from  Place  to  Place,  but  always 
fix’d  on  the  Joints.  This  was  followed  by  a  very  pale 
Complexion*  Want  of  Appetite,  Averfion  to  Food,  general 
Relaxation,  Weaknefs,  Dullnefs,  Lownefs  of  Spirits  ;  and 
then  came  at  firft  a  flow  Febrile  Indifpofition,  which  came 
to  a  Scrophulous  HeCtic.  In  this  Maimer  fhe  fpent  Harveft, 
Winter,  and  Spring,  uling,  in  the  latter  Part  of  the  Time, 
fome  Methods  for  her  Recovery.  But  the  Difeafe  and 
Symptoms  encreafmg,  May  nth,  her  Parents  called  in  a 
Phyfician  ;  who,  upon  Inquiry,  finding  that  the  Things  ufed 
had  been  very  proper,  tho1  ineffectual,  ordered  Nevil-Holt 
Water  (as  in  the  above  Cafe)  to  be  drank  three  or  four  Times 
a  Day  ;  and,  with  an  EleCluary  of  Calcined  Spunge,  iEthi- 
ops  Mineral,  Torrified  Rhubarb,  and  a  little  Pulv.  Patn 
On  a  Fortnight’s  Ufeof  this  the  Fever  increafed,  without  ally 
Alleviation  of  the  other  Symptoms ;  and  the  Fever  appeared 
rather  like  a  regular  Remittent  j  on  this  the  Pulv;  Patr. 
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was  omitted,  and  the  other  things  pnrfued  ;  then  the  Symp-1 
tomatic  Fever  foon  went  off,  and  the  cold  Bath,  was  pre¬ 
scribed  ;  this  Couffe  was  purfued ;  the  Difealc  and  all  its 
Symptoms  Icon  .began  to  give  Wav  ;  -in  three  Months  her 
natural  Colour,  Sprightlinefs,  Vivacity,  Strength,  Appetite, 
and  Health,  returned  ;  only  in  rainy  or  mbifl  Weather  fhe 
felt  a  little  of  her  Lowfpiritednefs,  and  fome  little  of  her 
Swellings,  which  yet  went  off  next  Day  ;  but  by  continuing 
her  Courfe  fix  Months  was  quite  recovered. 

A  Boy,  of  five  Years  old,  had  a  Gland  fwell’d  under 
his  Left  Ear,  which  flowly  encreafed,  and  feveral 
final ler  repudiated  about  it ;  at  feven  Years  old,  he  fell  into 
a  mod  threatening  and  intenfe  Hebtic,  with  a  fevere  Cough, 
profufe  Expectoration,  Sweating,  thick  Breathing,  and  obtufe 
Pains  of  the  Thorax  ;  from  all  which  he  was,  neverthelefs, 
reftored,  but  fucceeded  by  two  large  Swellings  under  the 
Chin,  and  fome  under  the  Ears,  and  upon  the  Neck,  highly 
inflamed,  and  by  times  painful,  and  all  of  them  exceeding 
hard  ;  but  after  fix  Months  the  larged  of  all  feemed  to  lup- 
purate  and  break  ;  but,  on  opening,  not  pad  the  Bignefs  of  a 
Walnut  was  at  all  fuppurated,  it  foon  dried  up  again,  then  a- 
nother  gathered  and  broke  the  fame  Way  ;  without  Relief 
to  the  Difeafe,  feveral  Mercurials,  with  Dradic  Purges,  and 
proper  outward  Applications  were  ufed,  but  no  Behoof,  ’till 
he  was  put  upon  the  Ufe  of  Nevil-Holt  Water,  prepared  as  in 
the  above  Calcs ;  which,  by  four  Months  drinking  regular¬ 
ly,  all  the  Swellings  lubfided  and  vanifhed,  the  Boy  kept 
healthy  and  brisk,  and  is  now  quite  well. 

*  S'crophula  on  the  Neck ,  and  Hectic. 

J.  S.  aged  about  eighteen  Years,  went  to  the  Spaw  in 
September,  a  loat/ffome,  miferable  Carrion  ;  pale,  meagre, 
and  hebtic,  muffled,  up  both  Face,  Hands,  and  Neck,  Run¬ 
ning  Sores  in  the  Eing’s-Evil,  which  he  had  had  iome 
Years.  The  Latcnds  of  the  Seafon  allowed  him  only  a 
Seven-Week  Suay  ;  but  lie  returned  with  a  healthy,  drong, 
vigorous  Conditution  ;  and  florid,  pleafar.t  Look. 

As  to  the  King's  Evil,  it’s  obferved  to  be  more  frequently 
and  expeditioufly  fuccefsful  in  the  ulcerated  Kind,  where  the 
Bones  are  yet  clean,  than  in  Tumours  not  yet  fuppurated  ; 
and  to  open  them  where  they  are  not  fully  fuppurated  (ex¬ 
cept 
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cept  they  are  feated  very  near  the  Bone)  makes  them  of  a 
more  tedious  Cure.  But  this  Water  feems  moft  powerfully 
to  point  its  Force  againft  Inflammatory  Evils,  whether  ulce¬ 
rated  or  not.  For,  in  thefe,  fcarce  one  Inifance  has  fruftrated 
our  Expectations.  Such  Patients  moftly  have  their  Dif- 
charges  increafed  for  fome  Time,  at  firft  Ufe  of  this  Water, 
which  gradually  leffens  and  dries  up  afterwards  ;  but  in 
Phlegmatic,  Lax  and  Watery,  or  Emaciated  Conftitutions, 
the  Cure'fhould  ever  be  affiited  by  a  nutritious,  bracing  Diet, 
corroborating  Bitters,  and  a  Glafs  of  Red  Wine.  If  the  Sto  - 
mach  is  fo  delicate  that  it  cannot  bear  the  Water,  (after  a  fair 
Trial)  its  fixt  Parts  may  be  given  in  an  EleCluary,  asdireft- 
ed  above,  along  with  fome  proper  Aids,  as  Calcined 
Spunge,  Cf c. 

Of  a  Dropjy . 

Dry  Cough ,  and  Swellings.

/.  W.  After  a  long  Courfe  of  Intemperance,  contracted  a 
very  bad  Habit  of  Body,  Want  of  Appetite,  flow  Fever, 
terrible  Cough,  Hoarfenefs,  Vomiting,  and  then  Spitting  of 
Blood,  with  a  fuffocating  Shortnefs  of  Breath  ;  hk  Legs  and 
Thighs  were  prodigioufly  fwellcd,  his  Face  bloated  and 
livid,  his  Urine  little  and  thick,  and  the  Pulfe  quick  and 
imall ;  he  drank  three  Half-Pints,  or  a  Quart  of  this  Water 
a  Day,  which  foon  relieved  his  Fever,  Haemorrhage,  Cough, 
and  Afthma ;  and,  operating  powerfully  by  Stool  and  Urine, 
removed  his  Dropfy  too  ;  and  tho’  by  Irregularity  he  relapfed 
to  his  former  Symptoms,  yet  on  a  fccond  Application  to  it, 
it  cur’d  him,  and  he  continues  well  ever  fince.

A  valuable  Lady,  aged  near  fifty  Years,  of  a  very  fan- 
^uine  Conftitution,  was  accuflom’d  to  have  the  Menfes  fo 
orofufely,  that  of  late  Years  her  Life  was  each. Time  en¬ 
dangered  ;  the  Ufe  of  External  and  Internal  Aftringents 
tbated  thefe,  but  the  Fluor  Albus  fucceeded  it  in  the  fame 
txcefs,  which  extreamly  weakened  her  ;  her  Legs  and  Feet 
welled  much;  her  bell  Support  was  Cows  Milk  drank 
varm  from  the  Cow  :  In  thefe  Circumltances  fhe  went  to 
be  Spaw,  and  ufed  the  Water  a  Week,  like  other  Spaw 
Yatcr  file  had  taken,  which  purged  her  fa  violently  that 
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her  Appetite  and  Reft  were  affefled  by  it ;  on  which  the 
determined  to  leave  it,  but  was  perfuaded  to  try  it  in  the 
Alterative  Way,  two  or  three  Ounces  at  a  Time,  feveral 
Times  a  Day  ;  it  renewed  her  Spirits,  Appetite,  Strength, 
and  Sleep,  and  flopped  both  Uterine  Difcharges.  In  her 
Journey,  from  bad  Weather  and  Roads,  Cold  or  Fatigue, 
flie  had  a  great  Flux,  with  fevere  Gripes  and  Loofenefs, 
fome  Days ;  but  having  got  fome  of  the  Water  Home,  Ihe 
renewed  her  Application  to  it,  and  found  the  ufual  Succef§ 
in  that  particular  Emergency,  It  has  eftablifhed  a  more 
moderate  Flow  on  each  Return,  when  Ihe  always  purfues 
this  Method.

A  Dropfy. 

A  Man,  aged  forty-three,  fell  into  a  Dropfy,  was  prodi* 
gioufly  fwelled,  but  efpecially  the  Scrotum ,  which  was  really 
monftrous  ;  on  ufing  the  Water,  he  found  it  fo  powerful  a 
Diuretic,  being  frelh  from  the  Spring,  that  he  foon  got 
abroad,  and  in  three  Weeks  was  perfectly  reftored, 

Cachexy  and  Dropfy. 

A  Boy,  aged  feventeen,  in  Auguft ,  fell  into  the  following 
Diforder;  his  Pulfe  wras  languid,  he  had  excelhve  Thirft, 
general  Pain  and  Wearinefs,  a  bloated  Countenance,  and  at 
Night  fweH’d  Legs  5  when  alltfie  common  Forms  of  Medicine 
had  been  tried  in  vain,  his  Malady  was  aggravated,  his  Belly 
and  Legs  were  fwelfd  and  hard,  his  Urine  fmall,andhis  Look 
cadaverous ;  he  ufed  Holt  Water  in  the  Alterative  Method, 
(the  other  not  agreeing  with  his  Stomach)  and  three  or  four 
Dozen  Bottles  reftored  him,  by  the  Middle  of  November , 
iho’  he  was  not  the  moll  regular. 

Abortion , 

Frequent  Abortion  in  a  HeStic  Habit . 

A  worthy  young  Lady,  of  a  thin  Habit  and  he&ic  Dif- 
pofition,  having  been  fome  Years  married,  had  five  or  fix  A- 
bortions,  and  could  never  exceed  the  twelfth  or  thirteenth 
Week  of  her  Pregnancy,  tho’  no  proper  Means  from  Medi¬ 
cine,  Water,  or  Exercife  wrere  omitted  ;  in  this  deprefied 
State,  early  laft  Spring  fhe  began  to  drink  the  Water  as  an 
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Alterative  ;  then  rofe  to  a  Pint  a  Day  or  more ;  fhe  pre¬ 
sently  got  a  good  Appetite,  Health  and  Strength,  and  quickly 
conceived  j  continued  the  Water  fix  Months,  and  then  was 
advifed  to  defift,  fhe  was  delivered  at  her  full  Time  ;  and 
has  enjoyed  an  uninterrupted  State  of  Health  and  Spirits, 
and  had  four  or  five  more  Children  fince. 

Many  Abortion^  in  the  like  Habit, 

A  Gentlewoman,  aged  about  thirty-fix,  having  when 
firft  married  had  a  Daughter,  could  never  pafs  the  twelfth 
or  thirteenth  Week  after  Conception,  without  Mifcarriage, 
and  that  often  at  the  imminent  Peril  of  her  Life ;  to  prevent 
this,  and  for  the  Sake  of  Male  Heirs  to  her  Eftate,  lhe  not 
only  ufed  all  the  regular  Pradtife,  but  Abundance  of  the 
Ladies  celebrated  Arcanums  in  thefe  Cafes,  but  all  without 
Succefs  for  the  Space  of  ten  Years ;  ’till  file  acquainting  a 
Phyfician  with  her  Cafe,  he  defired  her  to  let  him  know  as 
loon  as  fhe  knew  fhe  had  conceived  again,  which  fhe  did. 
He  put  her  on  drinking  daily  five  or  fix  Tea  Cups  full  of 
this  Water,  made  more  palatable  by  adding  fome  Barley- 
Cinnamon  Water,  and  a  little  Sugar  to  it  at  firft ;  and  thus 
fhe  continued  to  her  fixth  Month,  and  came  to  her  full 
Time  without  any  Accident  orlllnefs,  and  was  delivered  of 
a  lovely  Boy ;  fince  which  lhe  has  born  another  Son,  and 
was  hearty  all  the  while  lhe  was  with  Child,  and  only 
drank  the  Water  a  Month  during  the  lafl  Pregnancy,  to  pre¬ 
vent  Danger.  Both  Sons  are  alive  and  well.  Thefe  two 
are  all  we  hear  of  that  ufed  the  Water  for  it. 

For  a  Flute  or  Loofenefi, 

Loofenefs  before  the  Eruption  of  the  Menfes , 

A  young  Gentlewoman  had  an  obftinate  Diarrhea,  which 
the  Variety  of  Medicines  fhe  uled  had  not  the  leafl  Power 
to  remove ;  for,  upon  the  fhorteft  Intermiflion  of  them,  her 
Symptoms  returned  with  new  Violence,  efpecially  before 
the  Menfes  appear’d.  She  drank  a  Quarter  of  a  Pint  of  the 
Water,  Morning  and  Evening,  for  five  or  fix  Weeks  toge¬ 
ther  ;  but  feveral  Months  after  leaving  it  off,  fhe  complain¬ 
ed  afrefh,  upon  which  fhe  was  diredfed  to  ufe  the  Water  at 
the  Spazv ;  fhe  did  fo  for  a  Month,  with  all  the  Succefs  fhe 
Could  have  wifh’d  for,  and  much  beyond  her  Expectations. 

A  Locje^ 
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A  Loofenefs  on  Change  of  Diet  exnfperated  by  Purgatives. 

A  young  Lady  had  long  been  troubled  with  Gripihgs  in 
her  Bowels,  upon  the  leaft  Change  or  Irregularity  of  Diet  ; 
a  Loofenefs  following  was  her  beft  Cure,  but  the  mildeft 
Laxative  given  produced  very  great  Diforders,  with  a  per¬ 
petual  Naufea,  that  refilled  all  Endeavours  ;  fhe  attended 
the  Spazu  in  Summer,  with  fmgular  Advantages ;  but  as  fhe 
made  too  Ihort  a  Stay,  and  drank  too  little,  a  Return  might 
juftly  be  apprehended.

A  Purghig  in  Cattle, 

It  is  excellent  in  that  Diftemper  of  Cattle  called  Staking 
tf  Blood ,  and  in  their  Diarrhea,  called  the  Shitters  ;  a  Gal¬ 
lon  of  the  Water  given  by  Way  of  Drink,  prefently  purges 
them,  and  cures  both  thefe  Difeafes  quickly.

Diforders  of  the  Urinary  Vafjages . 

An  Ulcer  in  the  Bladder. 

P.  W.  having  laboured  fome  Time  under  great  Difficulty 
of  making  Water,  the  latter  Part  of  which  was  of  a  bloody 
Colour,  full  of  Skins  and  fmall  Films ;  after  Handing,  a 
purulent. Matter  fell  to  the  Bottom  of  the  Velfel,  above  that 
the  Blood  and  Skins,  and  the  Urine  above  all.  The  excef- 
five  Pains  he  endured  deprived  him  of  Reft,  Appetite  and 
Digeftion  ;  brought  on  a  Lleflic,  violent  Cough,  and  Pain 
'  of  the  Side,  which  fo  emaciated  him,  that  he  was  efteemed 
irrecoverably  gone  in  a  Confumption,  tho1  he  had  ufed 
Nitrous  Medicines,  Aftringents  and  Balfamics :  In  this 
truly  defperate  State  he  began  with  Holt  Water  in  December, 
drank  a  Pint  or  three  half  Pints  a  Day,  which  in  ten  Days 
entirely  took  off  the  Diforders  of  his  Urine,  Thirft  and  Hec¬ 
tic,  reftored  his  Sleep  and  Appetite,  and  in  a  few  Weeks 
perfectly  cured  him. 

Nephritic  Pains  and  Scalding  of  Urine. 

E.  Pd.  aged  fifty,  fometimes  fubje£l  to  Nephritic  Pains 
and  Gravel,  applied  to  a  Corn  in  his  Tee  fome  Quackifh 
Preparation,  whereby  he  fufrered  extremely;  he  had  fora 
Fortnight  a  violent  Inflammation,  wTith  a  prodigious  Pain  in

l'is  Leg  and  Thigh  ;  this  was  Succeeded  by  intenfe  fcaldirig 
>ain  in  making  Water,  which  foon  was  followed  with, 
floody  Drops:  In  thefe  Agonies  he  continued,  without  Af- 
iftance  from  Medicine  fome  Time  ;  at  length  he  was  diredl* 
:d  to  ufe  this  W ater  ;  he  drank  a  Pint,  or  more,  a  Day,  for 
ome  Weeks ;  after  the  firlt  Gallon  he  palled  his  Urine  in 
iafe  and  Plenty  ;  and  when  he  had,  by  Intermitting, 
wrought  on  his  Gravelly  Diforder,  a  repeated  Courfe  of  the 
Plater  was  Hill  able  to  mailer  it. 

Strangury  and  Swelling- in  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  in  a  Scro- 

phulous  Habit. 

A  married  Woman,  of  a  thin  fcrophulous  Habit  from  her 
Infancy,  after  Delivery  of  her  fecond  Child,  laboured  under 
stream  Difficulty  of  making  Water' for  fix  Weeks,  from  a 
palpable  Swelling  in  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  and  the 
Crief  was  heightened  by  a  Sorenefs,  which  followed  a  Pru¬ 
ritus  in*  the  Urethra  ;  thefe,  together  with  the  Weaknefs  of 
ler  Condition,  and  a  Hedtical  Difpolition,  exhaufted  all 
her  Spirits,  and  took  away  her  Appetite ;  Ihe  then  began  a 
Jourfe  of  this  Water,  drank  a  Pint  or  more,  daily,  for  a 
VIonth;  the  Difficulty  and  Heat  of  making  Urine  went  off, 
ter  Colliquative  Sweats  dried  up,  her  Strength  was  relior- 
:d,  and  Ihe  became  healthy  and  florid. 

An  Habitual  Gravel. 

We  have  a  very  rernarkableExpreflion  of  one,  who,  for  moll 
Part  of  his  Idle,  had  been  a  miferable  Sufferer  by  the  Stone, 
who  meeting,  one  Day,  with  a  worthy  Gentleman  near  the 
Spaw,  whoalked  him  why  he  drank  the  Waters  ;  anfwered, 
that  he  could  compare  his  Back  to  nothing  but  a  Brick  Wall, 
which,  the  Waters  had  broke  to  Pieces,  and  brought  away 
by  Urine.  That  he  had  not  been  able  to  walk  upright  for 
fome  Years,  till  he  had  the  good  Luck  to  try  ’em  out  of 
meer  Curioflty,  but  found  fo  much  Eafe  by  them,  that  his 
Life,  which  heretofore  had  been  a  Burden  to  him,  was  now 
not  only  eafy  but  comfortable.  This  was  in  1731,  and  the 
Peifon  has  ever  flnce  enjoyed  a  tolerable  good  State  of  Health. 

Venereal  Diforder 5.  , 

A  Confirmed  Radicate  Pox. 

A  Man  in  a  very  miferable  Condition  of  the  Venereal  Dif- 
eafe,  who  living  in  the  Borders  of  Wales ,  after  he  had  taken 
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Multitude  of  Medicines,  and  endured  fevere  Saljvatiohs; 
was  brought  very  weak,  and,  as  the  Vulgar  ftiled  him,  hall 
rotten  ;  yet  by  ufing  the  Waters  at  the  Spazo,  was  perfectly 
rellored. 


A  Gonorrhea i  * 

A  Traveller  in  the  Heat  of  Summer,  July,  1742,  hav¬ 
ing  travelled  on  an  exceffive  hot  Day,  with  a  Burden  on  his 
Back,  over-heated  his  Body,  efpccially  his  Kidneys  and 
Ureters;  fell  immediately  into  a  profufe,  wafting  Gonor¬ 
rhea,  \Vith  moft  excruciating  Pains,  fcaiding  Heat,  arid 
Stoppage  of  Urine,  great  Third,  Want  of  Appetite  and  Reft. 
He  applied  to  a  Phyftcian,  who  ordered  him  Laxative 
Cooling  Emuliions,  with  Gum  Arabic,  Emollient  decoc¬ 
tions  of  Althaea,  Mallows,  &c.  and  Powders  of  Camphiref 
arid  Sal  Nitre;  then  tried  Balfamics,  Laxatives  and  Aftrin- 
gents,  but  all  to  no  Purpofe,  only  he  was  much  weakened. 
He  was  perfuaded  to  drink  H evil -Holt  Water,  which  he  did 
with  fuch  Succefs,  that  eighteen  Bottles  of  it  cured  him.  He 
was  aged  about  fifty,  very  Afthmatic  for  many  Years,  had  a 
terrible  Cough,  plentiful  Spitting,  and  thin  ;  married. 

An  uncommon  and  Violent  P ain,  Venereal. 

T.  D.  by  the  Ufe  of  Mercurials  and  other  proper  MedF 
cines,  had  been  lately  recovered  from  a  Lues  P er, erect  ;  it  left 
a  moft  cruel  racking  Pain  juft  above  the  Os  Pubis,  which 
either  by  any  little  Work  or  Wantofaloofe  Belly,  raged 
intolerably,  fo  as  to  lay  him  up  m  Bed,  in  a  Kind  of  Agony. 
In  this  State  he  continued  a  confiderable  Time  ;  Medicines, 
tho’  feemingly  of  the  moft  fuitable  Kind,  freely  and  regu¬ 
larly  vifed,  availing  nothing.  Fie  took  to  this  Water,  and  by 
about  two  Dozen  drinking,  Was  cured  ;  being  of  a  moft  ro- 
buft  Habit,  healthy  Conftitution,  and  a  flately  Perforn,  aged 
about  32,  of  a  Sanguine  Temperament. 

Of  a  SafcbeeU* 

A  voung  Gentleman,  by  impure  Coition,  contracted  firft 
a  Pain,  then  a  Swelling  upon  one  Tefticle  ;  both  Pain  and 
Tumour  encreafed  gradually  ’till  they  incapacitated  him  for 
Exercife  or  Motion,  and  put  him  out  of  Patience  for  Bufi- 
neis ;  he  applied  to  fcvcral  Phyficians,  at  different  Times, 
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who  prefcribed  him  Variety  of  Mercurials,  in  feveral  Shapes 
and  Forms,  with  other  fuitable  Medicines  ;  but  all  were  in- 
effe&ual  :  The  above  Symptoms,  together  with  a  Hardnefs, 
Fill  increaled,  ’till  it  was  found  to  be  a  true  Sarcocele.  He 
ianguilhed  in  this  miferable  Condition  for  four  Years,  ’till 
he  camfc  to  an  ingenious  Apothecary,  who*  difguifed  this 
Water,  and  put  him  on  the  Ufe  of  it  a  whole  Summer, 
drinking  a  Pint  and  a  half  a  Day  ;  his  Pains  abated,  the 
Swelling  foftened  and  fubiided,  he  got  perfectly  well,  and 
has  fo  continued.

Upon  die  Ufe  of  a  few  Medicines,  as  iEthi- 
ops,  Gum  Guaiaci,  &c.  they  difquammated,  and  file  was  a 
little  better.  I  advifed  her  then  to  have  Recourfe  to  Nevil- 
Holt  Water,  and  to  drink  it  for  fome  Time ;  file  went  for  the 
W  a  ter,  and  drank  feveral  Gallons  ;  when  fhe  had  thus  pro¬

Cough ,  Vomiting ,  rf/zd'  Diarrhea. 

A  Man  of  Rutland ’  aged  36,  had  for  fome  Years  lad  been 
in  a  very  bad  State  of  Health,  owing,  perhaps,  to  a  too  great 
Indulgence  in  Fermented  Liquors ;  his  Stomach  had  quite 
loll  its  Tone,  and  his  Sleep  was  interrupted  by  a  tickling 
Cough,  which  created  an  Irritation  ftrong  enough  to  make 
his  Stomach  difcharge  its  Contents  ;  frequent  Gripings,  and 
Relaxation  of  the  Inteftines,  had  introduced  a  Difcharge  of 
thin,  llimey,  pituitous  Excrements,  often  Freak'd  with 
Blood  ;  nor  ought  a  painful  Rheumatifm  in  his  Arm,  and 
Difficulty  of  making  Water,  to  be  omitted.  An  Application 
to  this  Water  happily  removed,  in  proper  Time,  all  his 
Complaints,  the  old  Rheumatifm  not  excepted,  only  it  left 
tome  Feeblenefs  in  that  Limb  for  fome  Time.

to  keep  up  a  condant  Purgation  for  three  Weeks,  the  Tumour 
foftened,  and  at  length  entirely  diffolved,  after  a  Continue 
ance  of  tour  Years, 

An  Habitual  Cholic. 

A  Lady  had  laboured  for  many  Years  under  the  Cholic, 
always  attended  with  painful  Vomitings,  was  often  confined 
to  her  Room  three  or  four  Months  together,  and  attended  by 
a  great  Swelling  in  her  Legs  and  Feet ;  the  tried  the  ableft 
London  Phyficians,  the  Bath  Water,  Buxton  Spaw,  and  the 
Scarbrough  Seafon,  betides  exceffive  Quantities  of  Medicine  ; 
but  all  to  little  Purpofe.  In  the  Spring  of  1741,  the  began 
to  drink  this  Water,  as  an  Alterative,  then  increafed  it's 
Dofe  to  three  Half-Pints  a  Day,  with  very  happy  Succcff 
in  all  the  melancholy  Symptoms  above  defcribed.

The  Service  this  Water  has  been  of  to  old  Sores  in  the 
Legs,  is  great  and  extraordinary,  as  a  particular  Acquaint¬ 
ance  of  the  above  Lady,  and  to  whom  fhe  recommended  it, 
agreeably  experienced  ;  but  the  Indances  of  it  are  fo  nume¬ 
rous,  and  from  what  has  been  obferved  on  the  above  Cafes 
I  hope  fo  unnecefl'ary  too,  that  it  is  more  confident  with  my 
intended  Brevity,  wholly  to  drop  it.  Only,  when  obdinate 
Chronic  Ulcers,  attended  with  violent  Pain  and  Inflammati¬ 
on,  red  or  livid,  have  been  the  Cafe,  I  find,  that,  together 
with  drinking  the  Water,  Poultices  have  been  applied  round 
the  Leg  feveral  Nights,  with  good  Succefs,  made  of 
Water  and  Wheat-Bran  boiled  together,  and  a  little  Hogs- 
Lard  added  to  it,  and  fometimes  a  little  Vinegar,  the  Sore 
being  covered  from  it. 

A  Heftie. 

A  Gentlewoman  having  been  long  liable  to  fevere  Hyfte- 
rics,  in  December ,  1741,  was  feized  with  a  Catarrhous.  Fe¬ 
ver,  epidemic  at  that  Time,  and  fatal  in  thefe  Parts,  this 
brought  on  her  Hyderics ;  fhe  conflicted  with  both,  hill  fhe 
was  brought  low  j  in  February  fhe  called  in  the  Affiflance  of 
aPhyfician,  but,  languifhing  dill,  fhe  called  in  another  ;  in 
July ,  I  going  cafually  that  Road,  called  to  fee  her,  found 
her  laid  up  very  weak,  having  a  continual  Slow  Fever,  very 
hyderic,  mod  colliquative  Night-Sweats,  a  profufe  Salivation 
all  Day,  pale  Urine,  a  very  quick,  fmall,  fcarce  perceptible 
Pulfe  ;  pale,  ghadly  Look,  loathed  all  Food,  had  no  Sleep, 
and  drank  prodigioufly .  She  had  ufed  liberally  the  Tedaceous 
Powders,  Foetid  Gums,  the  Bark  in  all  Shapes,  and  tempe¬ 
rate  Bitters,  but  all  to  no  Purpofe.  As  a  feven  Months  Courfe 
of  other  Things  had  failed,  I  advifed  her  to  ufe  this  Water, 
firfl  as  an  Alterative,  five  or  fix  Tea-Cups  full  a  Day  ;  then 
as  an  Evacuant,  to  give  two  Stools  a  Day.  By  drinking  three 
Dozen,  fhe  was  beyond  Expectation  redored  to  a  perfect 
State  of  Health,  being  aged  about  fifty  Years. 

A  Guita  Serena. 

A  Gentleman,  when  about  thirty-fix  Years  old,  had  fud- 
denly  a  Dimnefs  of  Sight  came  upon  him  ;  vifible  ObjeCts 
appeared  as  tho'  compaffed  within  a  thin  Cloud,  or  much 
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Dull  or  Smoak,  his  Sight  foon  became  dull,  but  without 
Jain,  Swelling  or  Inflammation.  He  confulted  his  Phyfi- 
ian,  who  was  appreheniive  of  a  Gutta  Serena  coming  on; 
ie  ordered  him  only  to  drink  daily  a  Bottle  of  this  Water  as 
n  Alterative,  ’till  he  had  drank  three  Dozen,  which  he 
iid,  and  had  his  Sight  fully  and  perfectly  reftored. 

In  Rheumatifms  it  has  been  often  tried,  with  furpriiing 
iuccefs,  and  has  been  found  both  to  mitigate  the  Pains,  and 
nuch  to  Ihorten  the  Fit,  and  if  long  purfued,  to  ca  rry  off  the 
Difeafe  ;  the  beft  Way  to  ufe  it  to  thofe  confined  in  Bed,  in 
acking  Pain,  with  a  Fever,  is  to  take  three  Parts  Water, 
nd  two  Parts  boiling  Milk,  and  make  aPofiet,  which  drink 
epid,  all  along,  efpecially  after  it  has  been  drank  more 
paringly  two,  three,  or  four  Days,  that  it  throw  not  the 
tody  into  Purging.  Thus  the  moll:  tender  and  delicate  Sto- 
nachs  will  bear  it,  and  often  with  Pleafure.  And  thus 
:s  frequently  ufed  in  Fevers,  when  the  Sick  are  parcht  up 
vlth.  Heat  and  Thirft,  both  which  it  cures  ;  and  is  found, 
rom  Experience,  to  be  our  befl:  Febrifuge,  in  continual 
tovers,  and  has  thehappieft  Succefs ;  or  the  Whey  may  be 
nade  three  Parts  Milk,  and  two  Water. 

A  young  Gentleman  having  by  Intemperance  injured  his 
tonftitution,  firft  loft  his  Appetite,  then  had  Morning 
leavings  and  Belchings,  which  ended  in  Habitual  Vomit- 
ngs,  attended  with  a  flow  Cache&ic  Fever,  a  languid,  pale, 
rellowifh  Complexion.  He  could  neither  tafte  Food  nor 
)rink,  but  it  inftantly  came  up  again,  with  fevere  Vomit- 
ng  ;  this  foon  brought  on  an  Atrophy.  Stomachics,  Anti- 
emetics,  Bitters,  Mercurials,  Laxatives,  Corroborant,  In_ 
ernal  and  External  Demulcents,  were  all  ufed  in  vain. 
Phen  he  went  to  London  for  Advice,  feveral  Waters  were 
ried,  all  with  no  better  Succefs;  being  by  this  Time  ema¬ 
nated  to  a  Skeleton,  his  Friends  now  thought  of  removing 
lim  Home  to  die,  if  he  could  be  carried  fo  far  alive.  When 
wrought  Home,  a  Gentlewoman  perfuaded  him  to  try  this 
Abater ;  he  drank  three  or  four  Ounces,  and  cried  out  in  a 
Capture  prefently  after,  It  fits  eafiy  on  my  Stomach.  He  re¬ 
peated  the  Dofe  feveral  Times ;  it  flayed  with  him,  and 
lis  Stomach  was  light  and  eafy  with  it,  ’till  it  got  Vent 
townward ;  he  had  tome  thin  nutritious  Food  given  him 
md  retained  it.  Thus,  by  purfuing  the  Ufe  of  the  Water, 
ie  \yas  perfectly  cured,  and  reftored  to  his  Strength  and 
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Habit  of  Body,  from  this  deplorable  Condition  and  moft 
Atrophic  Habit. 

An  eminent  Counfellor,  in  his  Journey  from  London 
down  into  the  Country,  was  feized  on  the  Road  with  a 
dangerous  Vomiting  of  Blood  ;  he  fent  inftantly  for  a  Phy- 
fician,  who  ufed  the  moft  powerful  and  judicious  .Methods 
to  flop  the  Haemorrhage ;  but  after  three  Days  fruitlefs  En¬ 
deavours,  it  ftill  continued,  to  the  imminent  Danger  of  the 
Patient’s  Life  ;  he  thought  of  this  Water,  fent  for  it,  and 
gave  it  in  fmall  Dofes  every  Hour,  in  a  little  Time  it  was 
ilopt ;  the  Gentleman  flayed  fome  Days  and  drank  of  it,

vium  remain  a  long  Time,  for  which  he  could  get  no  Cure  ; 
it  kept  him  exceeding  thin,  weak  and  low ;  he  finding  all  Re¬ 
medies  ineftedlual,  and  having  given  them  over  a  confidera- 
ble  Time,  expecting  no  other  but  to  pine  away,  he  was 
advifed  to  ufe  this  Water,  and  in  five  Days  daily  drinking, 
he  was  fo  far  recovered  as  to  retain  it  twenty-four  or  thirty

A  reverend  worthy  Clergyman  in  the  South ,  a  hard  Stu¬ 
dent,  and  much  troubled  with  the  Hypo,  had  the  Misfor¬ 
tune  of  a  Fradlure  or  Diflocation  of  the  Leg,  or  Ancle  ;  he 
loft  his  Appetite,  his  Spirits  funk,  his  Sleep  went ;  he  fell 
into  a  Cachexy  by  his  long  Confinement,  and  applied  to  a 
noted  Phy  fician  in  London ,  who  vifited  him  feveral  Times, 
and  was  a  long  while  under  his  Care  ;  ’till  defpairing  of  Re¬ 
covery,  he  fent  his  Cafe  to  another  Phyfician  in  the  Coun¬ 
try,  who,  in  his  Anfwer,  infilled  on  his  drinking  this  Wa¬ 
ter ;  the  London  Phyfician  oppofed  it  ftrenuoufly,  but  the 
unhappy  Sufferer  told  him  plainly,  tho’  he  had  the  higheft 
Opinion  of  his  Judgment,  yet  as  he  had  ufed  his  Methods 
fo  long  without  the  leaft  Benefit  or  Profpefl  of  Health,  he 
was  determined  to  try  it;  and,  on  drinking  four  or  five  Do-r 
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zen  of  it,  was  perfectly  reftored*  to  his  Health  and  Ule- 
fulnefs. 

There  is  a  general  Shynefs  among  Gentlemen  of  the  Pro¬ 
feffion,  to  communicate  their  Obfervations  on  the  Succefs  of 
Waters,  except  by  fuch  asrefide  at  the  Spaws,  or  conilantly 
attend  them  in  the  Seafon  ;  for  which,  among  other  Reafons, 
thefe  may  be  afligned.  ill,  They  rarely  prefcribe  the  Ufe 
of  Waters  alone,  without  fome  kind  of  other  Medicines ; 
and  they  cannot  fay  jultly  to  which  to  afcribe  the  Succefs, 
whether  to  the  Waters  or  Medicines,  or  both  jointly  ;  and 
indeed  it  mull  be  owned,  that  when  the  Cafe  is  rightly 
taken,  and  proper  Aids  added  to  fuitable  Waters,  they 
greatly  contribute  to  the  Cure.  2d,  They  find  the  judici¬ 
ous  Drawing  up  of  Cafes,  one  of  the  moll  tedious,  difficult 
Things  in  the  Profeffion.  One  worthy  Gentleman,  after 
fome  of  the  above  Obfervations,  adds,  in  Inflammatory 
Rheumatifms  he  has  known  fome  Inllances  of  its  Angular 
Efficacy ;  and  alfo  feen  it  of  eminent  Service  to  Children, 
by  llrengthening  them,  and  preventing  the  Return  of  Fcve- 
rifh  Symptoms.  He  has  alfo  advifed  it  with  good  Succefs,  in 
the  Decline  of  the  Inflammations  of  the  Eyes.  Another 
very  eminent  Phyfician  concludes  his  Letter  thus  :  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  it  will  be  of  great  Service  in  many  Scorbutic  andScrophulous 
Cafes ;  as  likewife  in  the  Fluor  Albus ,  immoderate  Flux  of  the 
Menftrua  and  Dyfenteries ;  in  Cafes  of  repeated  Mif carriages , 
and  in  many  Nervous  Dif orders  ;  in  all  which  I  have  experi¬ 
mented  its  Efficacy ,  with  other  Remedies.  A  third  Gentleman, 
that  juilly  Hands  at  the  Head  of,  and  is  an  Ornament  to  his 
Profeffion,  declares  that,  Tho'  he  has  ufed  it  much  for  many 
Tears ,  in  various  Cafes ,  with  great  Succefs ,  yet  cannot  tell ',  nor 
find  out  half  of  its  Extent .  But  pronounces  it  the  foie  unequaWd 
Eradicates  of  the  Scurvy ,  whether  in  the  Blood  or  on  the  Skin  ; 
in  the  former  Cafe  it  expels  it,  in  both  it  purifies  the  Blood  and 
cures  it.  The  great  Reflorer  of  a  broken  and  worn-out  Confuta¬ 
tion  if  the  P  erf  on  s  will  be  regular,  A  fever eign  Anti-Venereal 
and  Anti-Scrophulous  Medicine ;  a  great  Bracer ,  yet  a  flrong 
Evacuant ;  an  effectual  Refer  airier  of  Morbid  or  Unnatural  Dif- 
charges  of  any  Kind,  and'a  fpecial  Strengthener  of  the  Nerves. 

In  He&ical  Cafes  it’s  found  much  more  fuccefsfnl  in  the 
Spring  ana  Summer,  than  in  Harvefl  and  Winter  ;  in  San¬ 
guine  Inflammatory,  than  in  Pituitous  Habits;  where  the 
Lungs  are  fufpe&ed  to  be  inflamed,  of  have  Tubercles  in 
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them  ;  or  where  there  is  a  pretty  large  Expedloration,  it’3 
heft  given  with  two  or  three  Parts  Water,  and  a  third  or 
fourth  Part  ftrong  Decodtion,  boiled  up  to  a  Kind  of  thin 
Extract,  of  Capillary  Herbs  and  Pedlorals,  and  drank  as 
an  Alterative,  five  or  fix  Times  a  Day.  In  Pulmonary 
Haemorrhages  after  Bleeding,  it  fhould  be  drank  with  Die 
of  Balfamic-EIecfuary,  as  of  Confer®.  RoJ'ar.  R.  Conferv. 
Fruft.  Cynojbat.  Sperm.  Get.  BalJ'.  Luc  at  ell .  &t.  But  the 
hot  Balfams,  as  thofe  of  Lolu,  Peru ,  Gilead,  &c.  are  very 
pernicious ;  in  Difeafes  of  the  Lungs,  wherever  the  hot 
Waters  do  Mifchief,  this  certainly  does  Service,  if  ufed  in 
Time. 

There  are  no  In  fiances  come  to  Hand,  where  this  Water 
has  been  ufed  in  the  Gout.  But  there  arc  fome  Cafes  where 
the  Ufe  of  this  Water  fhould  be  carefully  avoided ;  as  in  the 
Increafe  and  Height  of  Quinfies,  Pleuriii.es  and  Peripneumo- 
tries.  In  Inflammations  of  Stomach  or  Liver.  In  a  $up- 
preihon  of  the  M.enJ'es  or  Lochia ,  tho’  there  are  three  Inftances 
where  the  Menfes  had  been  long  fupprefled,  yet  on  uling 
this  Water  on  other  Accounts,  they  were  brought  down 
plentifully  ;  but  thefe  are  not  to  be  imitated,  but  when  they 
fall  out  accidentally,  as  here.  In  large  Stones  lodged  in 
the  Urinary  Paflage,  which  muft  not  be  moved.  In  that 
Colliquative  Loofenefs  which  is  moftly  the  concluding  Sta¬ 
dium  of  a  Confumption.  Nor  in  any  Diforder  of  the  Breaft, 
Where  Life  depends  upon  an  immediate,  plentiful  and  eafy 
Expectoration,  Nor  in  too  rigid  a  State  of  the  Solids,  which 
has  made  Havock  of  their  contained  Fluids.  The  Advifer 
in  thefe  Cafes  may  bring  Difcredit  on  himfelf,  but  not  on 
the  Water,  to  which  it’s  fo  obvioufly  oppofite.  Another 
Exception  to  it  feems  to  be,  where  there  is  a  manifeft  Acidi¬ 
ty  in  the  Animal  Juices.  For  the  chief  Intentions  that  it  feems 
more  efpecially  levelled  agatnft,  in  the  Blood,  are,  its  too 
great  Fluidity,  Rapidity,  Acrimony,  Earthinefs,  or  Gra¬ 
in  on  fnefs ;  Rarefadlion,  Vifcidity  and  Congeftions  ;  and  too 
great  a  Debility,  Laxnefs,  Disability,  or  Abrafton,  or 
Thinnefs  of  the  Veffels  and  Solids. 

For  Sores,  Ulcers  and  Swelling's,  the  Ancients,  with  good 
Sttccefs,  ufed  the  Earth,  Sludge  or  Mudd  of  fuch  Waters  as 
Was  hinted  before,  for  which  I  beg  Leave  here  to  tranferibe 
what  Dr.  Short  has  faid  on  that  Head,  Vo!.  II.  p.  323,  Cfr. 
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t  ^T0t  only  the  Mineral  Waters  themfelves  are  of  fmgulat 
nefit  when  fuitably,  duly  and  regularly  ufed ;  but  even 
»  very  Stones,  Clay,  Sludge  and  Mudd  are  often  found 
rhly  benefitial  when  properly  applied.  Thus  the  An- 
nts,  how  little  Deference  or  Regard  foever  we  fhew  for 
:m,  were  far  more  fuccefsful  in  the  Ufe  of  Mineral  Waters 
m  We ;  for  they  took  in  all  the  Aids  that  thofe  Waters 
orded,  and  We  negleft  feveral.  Galen  tells  us  (IX  Simp.) 
it  at  Alexandria  he  has  feen  Hydropic  and  Splenetic  Peo- 
apply  the  fat  Egyptian  Earth  to  their  difeafed  Legs, 
lighs,  Arms,  Back,"  Bread  and  Sides,  and  were  fignally 
ieved  by  it.  This  Earth  cures  alfo  Old  Inflammations, 
i  thofe  lax,  white  Swellings  called  Oed.e?nata .  And  he 
iw  fome  that  were  become  Cachochemic  Watery  Habits, 
an  immoderate  Flux  of  the  Haemorrhoids,  receive  fenflble 
nefit,  and  many  inveterate  Pains  entirely  removed  by  it. 
id  Dio/corides  tells  us  that  this  Mudd  or  Clay  warms,  fof- 
s  and  difcufles.  And  Pliny  [Lib.  31  et  6.)  fays  the  fame. 
llopius  de  Therm.  (C.  16.)  fays  that  the  Properties  of  this 
jy  are,  ift,  To  foften  hardened  Parts.'  2d,  To  refolve 
I  difcufs  them  when  foftened.  3d,  Drying  and  ftrength- 
'ng  Nervous  Parts.  4th,  Strengthening  and  warming  cold 
its.  The  Parts,  fays  he,  that  received  Benefit  from  this 
ay,  are  all  the  Parts  of  the  Body,  but  efpecially  the  Joints 
i  Nervous  Parts,  for  to  thefe  they  are  ordinarily  applied, 
d  fometimes  to  the  Hand  and  Breafi.  To  the  like  Pur- 
fe  fpeaks  Baccius  de  Therm.  fC.  16 )  die  Manner  they  ufed 
was  this :  The  Patient  waflied  the  difeafed  Part  in  the 
ineral  Water  ;  then  laid  a  thick  Plafter  or  Poultice  of  the 
udd  on  it,  covered  up  the  whole  Body,  except  that  Part 
liich  was  expofed  to  the  Sun,  ’till  the  Clay  was  dry,  which 
ight  be  One,  two  or  three  Hours ;  then  put  it  off  and  wafli’d 
:  Part  clean  in  the  Water.  This  they  did  twice  or  thrice 
the  Morning,  and  as  often  in  the  Afternoon.  But  if  the 
udd  was  cold,  or  taken  out  of  a  cold  Mineral  Spring,  they 
armed  it  in  fome  clofe  Glafs,  or  glazed  Earthen  Veffels, 
fore  they  ufed  it ;  and  when  done  for  the  lafl:  Time* 
arenoon  and  Evening,  they  mixt  it  either  with  fome  Oil 
itable  to  the  Diilemper,  or  of  the  Nature  of  the  Water, 
en  they  were  as  curious  in  the  Choice  of  their  Mudd  as  of 
eir  Water.  They  had  alfo  another  Way  of  ufing  this 
lay;  they  laid  on  a  little  at  a  Time,  and  encreafed  it  by 
egrees 
oled, 


i  then  laid  on  a  great  Heap,  let  it  lie  on  ’till  it 
then  took  it  off  and  put  on  freih  ;  this  they  repeated 
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for  two,  three  or  four  Times,  and  at  laid  wafhed  the  Part  3 
Water,  dried  it,  rubbed  and  anointed  it  with  Oil,  and  the 
tried  to  ufe  it  moderately.  After  this  Manner  they  ufed  ti 
Clay  fourteen  or  fifteen  Days,  beginning  with  a  fhort< 
Time  and  lefs  Quantity  of  Clay  at  firft,  and  encrealii: 
both  to  the  eighth  Day  ;  then  decreafed  by  Degrees  daib 
hill  they  came  to  the  fifteenth ;  and,  if  needful,  aft 
fome  Intermiffion,  repeated  the  fame  again  ;  when  the 
had  finifhcd  this  Courfe,  they  refrained  for  forty  Da^ 
from  the  fame  Things  forbidden  them  after  Bathir 
and  Drinking,  and  ufed  the  Part  eafily  every  Da’ 
Enquire  we  into  the  Caufes  of  this  Effed  of  the  Clay,  v 
fhall  find  the  Praftife  of  the  Ancients  highly  reafonable,  ar 
our  own  general  Negledt  of  it  unjuftifiable.  What  mac 
Galen  §  Egyptian  Clay  fo  efficacious,  was  not  its  being  me' 
Earth,  but  the  Sludge  of  the  Nile  mixt  with  Nitre,  Sulphi 
and  Bitumen  ;  and  our  Sludge  taken  out  of  the  Bafo] 
were  it  fuffered  to  gather  there,  would  be  better  tin 
that  in  the  Courfe,  being  chiefly  the  Recrements  of  tl 
Water  itfelf,  but  feldom  fuffered  to  gather  there,  ar 
feldomer  ufed.  But  if  we  allow  the  Waters  to  be  Medicim 
which  we  cannot  deny,  this  Sludge  muff  be  more  fo,  for 
has  not  only  the  fame  Principles  with  the  Water,  butwhe 
it  lies  out  of  the  Way  and  undlilurbed,  we  have  found,  t 
feveral  Obfpr, various,  that  the  Volatile  Principles  attract  02 
another,  became  more  bulky  and  heavy  ;  and,  inflead 
flying  off,  precipitate  and  lodge  in  the  Mudd.  The  Ochr 
depofited  in  the  Courfe  of  all  Chalybeat  Mineral  Water 
convinces  tjs  of  this ;  for  tho’  theWater  has  therefore  fo  far  k 
its  Volatile  Iron,  that  it  ffrikes  no  purple  Colour  with  Anri: 
gents,  yet  that  fame  Mud  or  Ochre  contains  much  Steel  in  : 
and  in  its  Alcaline, Earth  lies  much  fulphurious  Matter,  Iro 
and  Salt  of  the  Water,  tho’  the  Sulphur  was  not  dilcove 
able  ,  in.  the  Water  itfelf all  which.  Principles  we  have  0 
ten hepa rated  from  the  Mud  diftinfilly.  Another  Proof 
this  we  have  met  with  in  fome  ftrong  Chalybeats  of  a  vei 
flow  Spring,  and  large  Refervoir,  which  have  kept  all  tl 
Water  difeharged  in  feveral  Days ;  we  have  extracted  fixtV 
tool. from  this. ilagnant  Water,  but  could  procure  no  fuc 
Thing,  from  the  Water  as  it  fprings .frefh  up,  in  the  emptic 
and  cleaned  Refervoir.  Another  Proof  we  find  from  tl 
Bottom,  of  Mineral  Sulphur  Springs  little -or  not  ufed  ;  the 
is  a  thiefc  black  intolerably  Pinking  -Sludge,  which  wn< 
dvifecl  is  of  a .  brown  :ColQUi',  arid  in  a  dark  Rootn  burns  blu 
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>  the  fame  fufFocating,  intolerably  foetid  Smell  as  Sulphur, 
)'  this  Change  of  its  Colour,  from  black  to  brown,  in 
•ying,  fhews  a  Dilhpation  of  a  great  Part  of  its  Sulphur  ; 
erefore  the  Method  of  warming  fuch  Sludge  as  contains 
)latile  Parts,  is  very  injudicious,  and  deftruftiye  of  its  Prin- 
)les  and  Virtues ;  for  that  from  cold  Springs  being  laid  to 
e  Body  cold,  the  natural  Heat  of  the  Parts  will  be  fufficient 
fet  the  Mineral  Parts  in  Motion  ;  and  as  the  wet  Sludge 
irms  upon  the  Part,  the  Waters  with  it  will  alfo  warm 
d  relax  the  Parts,  fo  as  the  volatiliz'd  Mineral  Principles 
ill  readily  enter,  and  together  with  them,  fome  of  the 
ter  Parts  of  the  Water,  and  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Efflu- 
ating  Mineral  will  enter  the  Skin ;  for  we  have  fliewn 
•eady  that  the  rifing,  perfpirable  Matter  from  the  Part,  can 
ve  very  little  Refiftance  to  them ;  the  upper  Part  of  the 
udge  being  ftill  cold,  and  the  Difpofition  of  thefe  Minerals 
Motion  being  very  great,  they  exert  their  Force  chiefly 
the  warmeft:  Side.  For  another  Proof  of  this,  in  the  Bot- 
m  ol  fome  Mineral  Sulphur  Springs,  on  removing  their 
i  Stone  Bafons  to  place  new  ones,  there  have  been  found 
me  Handfuls  of  fublimed  yellow  Flowers  of  Sulphur, 
eking  to  the  lower  Side  of  the  old  Bafons.  Thefe  are  fuf- 
ient  Proofs  that  the  Clay  or  Sludge  is  much  flronger  and 
flier  of  the  Principles,  and  therefore  more  powerful  and 
icacious  than  the  Waters ;  e'lpecially  (as  we  juft  now  hint- 
L)  if  we  confider,  that  it  is  to  be  applied  to  the  Surface  of 
e  Body,  where  the  far  greater  Medicinal  Parts  of  the  Wa- 
r  are,  by  the  Body’s  Heat,  rarefied  and  fly  off;  but  by 
pplication  of  our  warmed  Clay,  the  Water  in  it  warms 
id  relaxes  the  Parts  like  a  tepid  Bath,  thins  the  tough, 
ofs  Humours,  corrects  the  Saline,  whilft  fo  much  of  its 
vn  Salts  is  carried  into  the  Pores,  as  gently  irritates  the 
fggiFb,  difiended  Veffels,  and  helps  to  diffolve  their  con- 
ined,  vifeid  Juices.  And  as  the  Clay  dries,  both  the 
^ater  imbibed  from  it  by  the  Part  aftedted  ;  and  the  grofs 
.umours  that  the  Water,  Salt  and  Adtion  of  the  Veffels  had 
inned,  fly  oft  by  Degrees ;  and  the  Acrid  Salts  corrected 
V  Dilution,  and  the  Alcaline  Earth  ;  the  Ferruginous  Prin- 
ple,  at  the  fame  Time,  braces  and  firengthens  the  Veffels, 
hilft  the  Sulphur  cleanfes,  reftringes  and  heals.  That  this 
not-meer  1  heory,  the  Experience  of  all  the  Ancients  con- 
"riant  in  this  Subjedt,  will  vouch  for  us.  And  for  our 
wn,  let  the  two  bald  Pates  who  ufed„thc  ludge  of  Guil- 
'VJaite  Sjpaw  to  their  Pleads,  and  recovered  irelh  Pleads  of 
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Hair,  tho’  one  was  forty  Years  of  x^ge,  and  never  Had  Hai 
on  his  Head  ;  and  miferable  Weft  on,  the  poor  Shoemaker  ii 
Rotheram,  whofe  Breaft  and  Side  were  eaten  up  of  a  Cancer 
hill  the  Ribs  and  Pleura  were  laid  bare,  &c.  atteft  for  us 
The  Cafes  in  which  we  find  it  moftly  ufed,  are  Scald  anc 
Scurfy  Heads ,  moift  or  dry  ;  Leprous  Parts,  Rhemnatifm  wit! 
Pa/Jy  and  Dropfy,  Bellan ,  White  Swellings,  Contra  Elions  oftht 
Limbs,  Callous  or  Slimy  Matter  lodged  in  any  Part  or  Joint 
Windy  Diftentions,  Swellings ;  Weak,  Paralytic,  Id  (for tea 
ContraElei,  Convulfed,  Ulcerated,  Swelled  and  otherwife  dij 
'  eafed  and  ugly  Limbs,  that  Ratio  Mudd  and  feveral  othe 
Sludges  have  reftored.  We  have  known  Stones  dug  out  o 
the  Bottom  and  Sides  of  Moffat  Well  (which  rifes  out  of  ; 
Mountain  of  Stone)  carried  or  fent  fome  Scores  of  Mile 
diftant,  to  Perfoils1  labouring  under  Habitual  Cholics ;  wh< 
by  reducing,  thefe  Stones  to  a  fine  impalpable  Powder,  anc 
taking  half  a  Drachm  of  it,  twice  a  Day,  in  fome  Vehicle 
have  received  notable  Benefit,  and  often  a  thorough  Cure 
Now  thefe  Stones  {linking  abominably,  when  powdered,  anc 
dealing  into  Lamince  like  the  Lapis  Scijftlis,  and  glittering  al 
over  like  Gold  Leaf,  we.  mull  conclude  that  they  contaii 
only  the  Volatile  Mineral  Principles  of  this  Sulphur  Water 
with  fome  of  its  Salts  lodged  in  a  Spongy,  Porous,  Alcalim 
Limellone,  through  which  the  Water  is  {trained;  whicl 
forms  a  durable  Kind  of  Quintefience  from  its  Principles 
which  are  fo  very  Volatile^in  the  Water,  that  it’s  worth  littf 
when  carried  to  any  cB^fiderable  Diilance,  or  kept ;  fo 
which  Reafon,  the  Stones  are  not  powdered  ’till  they  an 
ufed.’  '
